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Intended Visit to South Africa 
of Prince of W-ales Dropped 
Now That He Has Succeed-

One Important event which the death 
of his late majesty will cancel was the 
intended tour of South Africa by the 
Prince and Princess of ^\■ales, now 
their most gracious majesties, the 
King and Queen of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and of Dominions beyond ihc 
Seas; Emperor and ICmpresa of India. 

The final jireparations for tlio tour 
had not been arranged, but it was 
to have co.st about i;-!0,000. The royal 
party, was to have left England to- 
wards the close of next August, in 
the new Union Castle liner, Balmoral 
<.'astle. which was to h.avo been com- 
missioned for the (iccaslon. The voy- 
aKo was to have been made by way 
of tlie West Coast route, and tlie jjorl 
of debarkation was to have been Uur- 
b.'in. From that point the royal party 
I'iin to ha\'e visited the eajiltals of the 
I four provinces and the capital of Rho- 
■ dcsia. The lirst [;nlon I'arllanicnt 
was to have bcu opencnl at the end 
of the tour, linniediately before the de- 
p.'irture of tlie tlien prince and prin- 
cess for l'aif,'lanil. 

This was to have been another of the 
empire tours which did so much to 
hrins the new monarch Into close 
touch with his ijeople, tours which 
enabled his subjects to become ac- 
quainted with his personality and 
which \vlll render him the more dear 
to them now that he is king.

Sir Richard Cartwrlght was bun- 
Quetted by his fellow Senators, and lie 
made a speech.- Advancing years luu o 
not dimmed tlie fire of Sir Richard's 
eye, the fervor of. his language or tho 
brilliancy of his Imagination. It Is not 
surprising that a man w-ho has been 
in public life fort\--seven j-ears, and 
lias carefidly watched the course of 
events should have &n open mind on 
all subJootB.

Victoria was , moro or loss In the 
hands of lumbermoii yesterday and 
Friday. On the latter day a big dele- 
gation of Hoo-Hooa catne across from 
Seattle and Vancouver to iiiltlato a 
■bunch of tho Victoria kittens. Tho Ini- 
tiation was postponed owing to tho 
King's death. To tell Hoo'.s Hoo In tho 
crowd would take a colunin but tliero 
wore some represent.atlvo lumber men 
well (luala'ied to sijcak about linnlier 
conditions. Referring to presi.'iit pros- 
pects the visitors declared that the 
outlook was brightet- for the huiiber 
trade than it had bifcn I'm- some time. 
Tho increased demand for Saskatche- 
wan and the territories for lumber luni 
caused tlie mill companies to ciittu'- 
tain briglit ho])i.'s for tho cajming year. 

Siieaking of the superiority of the 
timber of this islaml .several of the 
most prominent of tlu- visiting huuber- 
men said last nlgiU that th<: outside 
world apiircciati'd th'.^ (iu;illt,\- of X:\i\- 
couver Island tiiTiher and that this 
w;is deniouKtratcd by the Inunense 
l)uri-hases of timber here. 

That the now arrangomont of the 
government whereli.v outside com- 
panies niiiy not exjiort rough tlndier 
for sawing In the United States will 
mean nipld and largo devclopmoiit of 
the timber resources of this island 
was the unanimous opinion of the 
party.

can then ship lumber east In the cars 
that bring gr.-iln to the west."

King Edward as a Sportsman 

As an all round sportsrhan, partic- 
ularly interested In racing, yachting, 
and shootliigi King Kdwanl VII. won 
.T, popularity which will live long In 
the memory of the British iieoplo. 
Possessing all that wns Ijost of sport- 
ing instincts ho v.-tis a. keen follower ol! 
the turf, iiiid the owner of a niclng 
stable which from time to time shel- 
tered sonui of tho best horses to be 
found in England, 't'lirco times ho wns 
fortunate in winning t.ho Derbv, tho 
blue ribbon of tho ICngll.sh turf. This 
diatinctlon has only fallen to tho lot 
of throe men of whom the other arc, 
■the late Duke of Westminster, and the 
present Lord RostJbcry. The late king's 
first success was with Persimmon In 



1896, the royal owner at that time he- 

Ins Prince of Wales. His second suc- 
cess was in 1900 when Diamond 
Jubilee captured the classic, the animal 
being: SO called ' becauise lt_ foaled in 
the year that marked the sixtieth atl- 
nlvcraary of Queen Victoria's acces- 
sion to tho throne. His third and last 
success was as recent as last year 
when Minora' worn On -each occasion 
tlio royal owner followed the tradition- 
al custon> of leading iiv the -winner, and 
no victories on tlic English turf were 
over .so popular or so loudly acclaimed. 
Indeed tlie scenes at ICpsom on each 
of these three occasions are of a niem- 
or.able character, but more especially 
the victory of 1909, for that occasion 
was the first upon which a rullnff 
monarch of Great Britain succeeded 
in winning the much coveted event. 
Tho victory \v.as celebrated .by tlie 
immense concourse on the Downs 
singing tho national anthem, and the 
occasion has since been tcierred to as 
tile .happiest moment in the late King's 
life. 

Tlie King was an enthusiastic fol- 
lower of yachting. His famous racing 
craft Britannia gained many hand- 
some victories over the German Km- 
peror's yacht Jleteor early in tho nine- 
ties, and his Interest in the sport never 
waned up to tho time of his death. 

A splendid shot, he rarely missed the 
grouse and pheasant shoo-ting seasons 
and :jo recreation., so delighted tlie 
royal sportsman to take a party 
of ffuesta to the English , attd Scottlf?h 
moors where several days on end were 
often spent In the exhlllratlhg pas- 
time.

Son of William Kciye Per- 
ishes in IVIining Disaster in 
the North

.T. E. Kayo, of Victoria, second son 
of AN'illiam Kayo of the Oin-ge, who 
for long has been a prominent mem- 
ber of Columbia lodge (jf Oddfellows, 
of this city, lost ills lite in a mining 
accident, and a second man, Gus An- 
derson, v>!i.s injured ;is a result of 
the blowing out of an old drift In 
Fairbanks district, Alaska, recently. 
The funeral was carried out by the 
Oddfellows at Folrbanks, Instructions 
lielng sent by Columbia lodge in Vic- 
toria. The Oddfellows attended in a 
body. 

Tlu! dead man lost his life In an 
uiideTgronnd explosion (it\ Uomo- 
Ci-eek, and his body was found some 
days later in a standing position at 
the bottom of the shaft, 150 feet of 
water ^\■afl iiiimped from the sluift 
and several feet of mud removed In 
the face of constantly incoming water 
before the body could be recovered. 

Mr. Kayo was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. William Kaye, of Victoria, and 
besides his i^arents, leaves three sis- 
ters nnd two brothers to mourn his 
loss. He was born in England, but 
c.-imo to Canad.a at an early age and 
had boon brought up In Victoria, li. 
C. At tho time of his death ho was 
but twenty- live years of age. 
Scene of Tragedy. 

The accident occurred on some 
ground which has had quite a hla- 
tory. The feround w'as being worlc- 
ed .some two years ago by Rhoads 
Zimmerman, but they 'were Iron- 
bied with water and finally left it, 
knowing tluu (lulte a block of ground 
remained tniremoved. 

Later on they commenced work 
in a new shaft, immciliately over 
tho old drifts, and tigured to flnlsh 
the work this spring. They were 
not sure whether they were In solid 
ground or not, but thought they 
were on bedrock. 

The men went Into tho drift, when 
the accident occurred, and it Is 
thon.giit that the water in the old 
workings had left a vacuum, which 
created a tremendous pressure. No 
one will iiiol,al)ly ever luiow the true 
status of the accident. In any e\'ent, 
a violent inrush of air put out tlie 
candles >vhlch the two men were 
carrying, but they got back to the 
bucket. Then the blowing out of tho 
vacuum, or some such force, threw 
of water had risen In' the shaft 
and his clothing caught on the 
sheave of tlie bucket, and hold him 
susiiended aljove tho water, lie w;i3 
soon rcscueii from this perilious po- 
sition by those working tlio bucket.

Certain dishonest wine morcliants of 
the south, idiKling the vigilance of I ho 
law, ha\-e been surrepli liouKl.\' prejiar- 
Ing tlieir wines \\'itli a view to selling 
them later as port. 

.•V few 'i:i\-s a.go nn Iniportuiit con- 
signment of soutlierii wine arrived ;iL 
a certain railway station on tlio 
Douro, The. report spread rapidl.v; 
the bells of twenty-four surrounding 
villages rans: the alarm, and over a 
thousand men with lirearras and axes 
attacked the station.

Premier McBride Speaks of 
What He, Observed on Re- 
cent Tour — Progress of 
Work at New Insane Retreat 



Premier McBrlde roturneil yesterday 
utternoon fi'om » flying visit to tho 
Provincial Mainland — more tlian ever 
imbuod wHh optimism as to tho mag- 
nltudo of British Columbia's destiny 
and , impressed hy the multitudinous 
evidences of substantial and constant- 
ly augmenting prosperity. 

"I have had but a short timo in 
Vancouver and Now Weslmlnstor," 
said .Hon. Mr. JIcBrido in an informal 
chat with a Colonist interviewer yes- 
terday afternoon, "but long onough 
to noto tho niany signincant signs of 
growth nnd prosperity. During my 
brief abscnco from the Capital, too, 
oi)portunity was afforded for a hasty 
inspection of tho worlt now under 
way at tho coauitlam retreat farm. 
Too much praise cannot be given to 
Hon. Dr. Young 'md to tho medical 
su])erimcn<lent, Vi\ Dolierty, upon tho 
Very oxcellont progres.i that is being 
mailo with the development of the 
proijorty. 'rUe land, or some hundreds 
of acres of jt, Is speedily yioldlng to 
th(^ aetlvillo.s "f tlie clenring gangs 
and dynamite, and even this present 
year it is expected that tlie farm will 
make very valuable extensive re- 
turns. When the whole of the farm re- 
serve has been cleared and drained, 
the Province will possess in it a most 
valuable asset. In addition to the dis- 
traction that the mentally atlUcted may 
enjoy in Walks through the gardens 
and tho orchards, and In assisting in 
tho gardening, it Is expected that tho 
yield of farm produce such as butter, 
eggs, poultry, cream, etc., will go a 
consldorablQ way towards the coat of 
niaintonanco. All tho anticipations of 
tlie Government with regard to tho 
property arc being fully realized, as 
their development progresses. 

"Tho farm, as Is well known. Is sit- 
uated on the P'tt river road, about 
Hve miles from New Westminster. 
This road, by thei way. Is said to be 
the flrst Weoe of highway built by 
tho Royal BnBlncors on the mainland 
of British Columbia. It fronts on tho 
Fraser river nn<3 run.'^ away back to 
the hillside, which it occupies In a 
.qorlM nf RontiP tPrrnfos, from whl'-h 
is obtained a panoramic picture of 
rare beauty. The farm building which 
Mr. Sol. Cameron, the victoria con- 
tractor, U erecting, will be when com- 
plotod, ofl Ron. Dr. young sonic time 
ago stated, form part of one of the 
most up-t'1-dnte niul thorouirhly enulp- 
ped hospltnl.q in all llie world for the 
effective treatnieiu of the mind dis- 
eases. Ko pains or e\-pens(^ are bidng 
spare.;', hy Lli'- Clnvenibment to make 
it .-IS orilcieiu as possible In every pos- 
sible wiiy- 

"Mr. A ll. McTtae. manager of tho 
Frnser I'ivpi- Mills, and Mr. John Mc- 
Mlllnii tool; ipe out to r'oniiUlnm in 
the latter'a new Peerless motor, and 
after going „ver the a.«ylum iiroperty 
I spent three liours with Mr. McRac 
In an insppctlon of tho Fraser River 
Mills — a sight indeed for anyone who 
tr.ivoI.<i on the mainland if he can 
make time for 'ts enjoyment. The mill 
is said to be one of the largest In tho 
world, having n capacity for a 20 
hour'.s run of nbout 750,000 feet. All 
the iTiost modern facilities of jiroduc- 
tlon In tile way of machinery and 
eriuipment generally are assembled In 
the main buil'l'ngs wlilcli constitute 
the mills, ;ind tliere is an .air of busi- 
ness and of discipline about the whole 
premises \vhlch speaks voluniea for 
the very able management of Mr. Mo- 
Rae. 

"^Vhat Was tn me a matter of \-ery 
great Interest, and one which Mr. Mc- 
Rae was Uind enough to discuss with 
me at sonie length, was the effort he 
has been making of late to supplant 
the Asiatic labor formerly engaged In 
various onprn tlons about the mills by 
white raiiadlnn helii, so that be may 
he in a Po.sltion tn conduct iiis large 
operiUlons wdth white labor exclusive- 
ly. It will be recollected that last year 
sevcrnl score of Canadians came from 
the ICastorn province of Quebec and 
found ready employment with the 
Fraser PIver Mills; so well have they 
got along and .so sntlsded have they 
been with our western province that 
one can note iilong the Pitt river road 
and adjacent to tlio company's prop- 
erties, noat nnd comfortable frame 
dwellings where the - new employees 
are making for themselves true homoji. 
It sGcnis that so well have these new- 
comers got along In the last few 
months that their friends and relatives 
in the Eaat are now preparing In 
many cases to follow them to this 
w'cstcrn land of opportunity. 

"1 do not hesitate to . say when one 
stops to consider what It will mean 
to have hundreds of Asiatics hereto- 
fore, and ev^n now, employed tn the 
mills of British Columbia, replaced hy 
native white labor. It must be freely 
acknowledged that the matter In which 
Mr. RfcRae has been doing such e\-- 
celient pioneer work, will be one of 
the prime factors In tho preat devel- 
opment of our country that wo all 
feel BO Confident is ot had." 

"And h^tw about conditions general- 
ly throuivhout tho lower Mainland." 
the Preniipr was asked? "Does the op- 
tlml.'itie press exaggerate or does It 
give a fair Imp'reaslon of the huslnoss 
sitn.'ilioii ;,q it l.i;?" 

"Conditions \\ere never better." re.s- 
pondr-d tho I''n'st Alinlster Immediately 
nnd with eniphaslH. "From the steam- 
er'.s dock as one approaches Vancouver, 
the himdrcds of pew dwellings and 
huge biLslncss blocks that break the 
.'ikvllpe are most; .striking evidence of 
Vancouver's wonderful advancement, 
and there is .such siihslant iallty about 
tho growth of our commercial metrop- 
olis ns le.ives no question whatever as 
to the future In storo for that great 
city. We nntlsh Columhinns have 
every reason to feel proud of the Pa- 
cine' terminal of the C. P. R. and of 
her enterprising citizens. 

"Into my old home, WestmlnHter, 
new and vlgorn\is life seems to have 
entered, -when the Columbia street 
improvements, Including the new' ITas- 
sam pavements, are completed, this 
will be one of the most creditable 
business thni'oughfares In "British Col- 
umbia. T nin told there Is not a single 
lioii.qe tn he rented In tho Tloyal City, 
and tho,>;o who are building cannot 
complete resident l.ol premises riulcklv 
enough to keep nace Mdth tho demand. 
Here, too, there la evident general pros- 
perity In th(» substantial payrolls of 
vflirlpjis old: and .now manufacturing 



establishments — new mills nnd factor- 
ies having arisen here, thero and 
everywhere — and these with tho splen- 
did farming country back of tho city 
cannot but moan much In tho making 
of tho future .'Qf the; Koyal City. 

"Tho many now suburbs of Vancouv- 
er and of New Westminster, indeed 
tho whole of ;the lYaser river valley. 
Is being cleared ;and settled at such 
a rate that It.ld. safe toisay .that within 
a very fow year*. New Westminster 
and Vancouver wlU bo one ' and the 
entire districts from tho Gulf to tho 
Coast range will contain a population 
of hundreds of thousands of good Can- 
adians. It must always be borne in 
rtlrtd in forecasting the future of the 
lower Mainland that tho •groat water 
powers possessed by the Bfitls'h " Col- 
umbia Electric Rallwajr Co. and In tho 
Stave river falls place >at the disposal 
ot the people a network of trams— 
the modern agency for settling people 
In countries so situated nnd for facili- 
tating development of their lands.

FOR PROMIRITIOM 

OF PELAGIC SEALII\1G 

Arrangements Now Undar Way to End 
Hunting at Sea — Lease Expires on 
the Pribyloff Rookeries. 



For tho first time In forty years 
the seal rookeries of ,the Pribyloff 

Islands have been out of the rule of 
a contracting monopoly from May 1st. 
The leaso of tho North American Com- 
mercial Co. ex])ired April 30th. In, the 
meantime, says a Washington des- 
patch to tho Seattle Post Intelligencer 
the department of state is negotiat- 
ing with Grtat Britain, Japan and 
Russia, looking to an agreement to 
control or prohibit jieUigic or open 
sea sealing. Japan is Sending a largo 
fleet of sealing schooners to Boring 
Sea this year, a most modern I'ieet, 
equipped with motor boats and all 
facilities to take the unwary possessor 
of the envied fleece. Not bound by 
tho treaty of IS'.);!, Japan may seiui her 
craft lu the three mile limit about the 
Iblands, while the Canadian, Russian 
and American fleets may approach no 
nearer than sixty miles. Tlie deiiari- 
ment hopes to get Japan to recall 
the fleet. 

"When these motor boats get to 
chug-chugging about the rookeries, and 
their crows take to blowing wlilatles 
and shooting off guns, the seal will 
beat It from the sliore fpx open water 
in their fright, and tliere' will fall readyi 
victims to the Japanese, hunters," 
said an of flclal or the fisheries bu- 
reau today. , , " f,*^., ' ...... • 

The departm.eht ^foState 4s negotlat-' 
ing directly with the three powers 
named, asking them ' to join, in an 
agreement to prohibit, pelagic, sealing 
particularly in Beriii^ Sea. It Is pre- 
sumed that negotiations also will be 
taken up later with other maritime 
nations, if any such nation remains 
out of such an agreement or treaty 
its flag and its registry can be used 
to guard a pelagic sealer In his oper- 
ations. 

For years an agitation has been go- 
going on to check the ruthless slaugh- 
ter of the fur seal. The ■government 
and its officials have steadfastly 
maintained that tho decrease in the 
herds was due entirely to the open 
sea sealing, rather than to. the licens- 
ed killing on the rookeries, whore Uie 
seal has no chance get away. Far 
has It been from any official to in- 
timate that the com{)any's killing on 
tho rookeries could be productive of 
any decrease In the herds. The pela- 
gic sealer has ever been to blame. 

But what tho government, through 
Its dirdomntic officers, approached oth- 
er nations to ask them to please re- 
frain from pelagic sealing, as it wa.s 
diminishing the herds, those natliuis 
unkindly Intimated that i>crhaps the 
licensed butchery on tho islands had 
something to do with the shortage 
In seal. Hence these diplomatic re- 
presentatives, assisted by the loud out- 
cry of tho Camp Fire Club of Amer- 
ica, l-irought about the ready p;is?iigo 
of the Dixon bill. All licensed killing 
Is ."suspended; only pelagic scaling,' 
mains, and the United States alread.v 
has iirohlblted that in favor of the 
Canadian and tho Ja|ianese sealer. 

Now if Japan, Great Hrltain and 
Russi.a jidn in in'(dilbitlng pelagic seal- 
ing, the Cnlted States having stopped 
rookery killing, the iielagic sealer will 
have to go out of business or try to 
get under the Brazilian, Austrian or 
some other flag that comes Iruid.v. 
The state departnuuit and tho depart- 
ment of commerce and labor cherish 
the o|)tlmistlc opinion that the na- 
tions with which negotiations arc- now 
pending will cnmelnto the agreement 
before .Inly 1 — the date when thi! se.nl 
herds enter Bmdng .Sen for their an- 
nual stay on the ronkerles' — and that 
will fix everything, at least for the

to sail under. 

While the contract -with the Aiaaka 
Commercial comimny expired on April 
;fO, and oflcially the company was out- 
lawed on the rookery islands, by rea- 
son of closed, navigation, it will bo 
midsummer bofore the company Is 
really ousted from the islands. Com- 
pany employees on the island know 
nothing of the new law.

Mayor Morley to Offer. Reso- 
lution to Council Giving City 
Control Over 'Meet' "at Wil- 
lows^ 



Despite tho possibility of tl.o city 
becoming involved In a lawsuit 
Mayor Morley is dutermlned to exor- 
cise civic jurisdiction over the hold- 
ing of horse races during tho present 
year. In the desire he has the unani- 
mous support of the. council, but 
about the methods by which such ac- 
tion should 1>Q taken there is a di- 
vergence of opinion. At the council 
meeting his worship will recommend 
a resolution as follows: - ° ' 

"Whereas on March IBth, 1909, the 
British Columbia Agricultural Asso- 
ciation/did communicate to the city 
council certain proposals re the 
grantlDg . .tho usp of the race course 
track ' to a local club, tho preamble 
of the said communication being as 
follows: 

■'The Association has had a pro- 
posal made to It by a local associa- 
tion or club Incorporated under tlie 
coini)anies act asking for a deliiiitu 
arrangement permitting the use of 
the race course fur such meetings us 
it may lind It posalbio to liold for 
tho season of 1909 at a rental of $1)0 
a day for each day on which there is 
a race meet, and a jironilse that a 
lilce privilege will be extended to this 
club in preference to other.s at a nnt- 
al to be agreed for a ttirther term 
of -four years. TIiIb Involves that If 
tho council of any future year does 
not give Its sanction to the holding 
of race meetings tho privilege Is end- 
ed." 

And tho closing sentence as fol- 
lows: "This Association, unless tho 
council expresses Its disapproval, 
proposes ns a means of making tho 
property revenue producing to grant 
the privilege asked for." 

"And whereas the city council In 
regular meting on .March 15th, 10O9, 
in responso to tho said conimunlca- 
tion did resolve as f<jllows; 

"Tliat tho council does not at pres- 
ent projjose to oiler any objection why 
the arrangement with the U. C. Ag- 
ricultural Association contemplates 
entering into, but reserves to itself ; 
the right to taice any action which ; 
circumstances may dictate . In tho 
case of any Improper use is made of 
tile jiroperty." 1 

Therefore be It resolved: "That on ' 
account of the race meeting held In | 
1909 being distinctly adverse to the 
interests of the cjlty, the city council 
hereby rf;fuses to .sanction ' the hold- 
ing of a race meet or meetings in 
1910, except* and .until due application 
has ' been made ' to the city council 
iind consent obtained as required hy 
the public morals by-law and amend- 
pients thereto, and that due notice 
be given and any further steps bo 
taken that may be necessary to on- 
ijforce the intention of the resolution."

Another bank has opened at Stew- 
art. The Traders Bank has followed

S. Garnham, the secretary, went on 
record the other night at tho citizens' 
meeting at Stewart by saying hia 
company stood ready to turn tho 
plant over to the city when It was 
r(?ady. According to the plans al- 
ready made It Is proposed to start 
with a temporary well and reservoir, 
but later to being water from -Aiar- 
mot River from which source a suf- 
ficient supply for a large city may be 
obtained. 

An engineer Is expected to arrive 
at Stewart in a few days to begin 
operations.

steamer Aymorlca, which reached 
port yesterday mornlns from tho 
Orient, brought news of a dra- 
matic sequel to the loss of a 
Jap[Ule^3o submarine off Kuro. 
\Vitli tho borlus of ton vlctlma 
wa.s found u letter aijologlzlng to tho 
Kiiiporor for Uie loss of tho submar- 
ine, this vessel, No. B, went down off 
Shlmuinato during tho Japanese naval 
manoouvros off Kuro last month with 
all on' board, and her - oommandeu-, 
Lieut. Saituma, left 'a record of tho 
dl.-'iister written while be was Ip such 
a state of asphyxiation that he bvoath- 
ed with groat dlfflculty. 

Tho letter, treasured by the JrpiiroHo 
Xavy department, was found with the 
bodies of the crew when the sub- 
marine was raised. The submarine, of 
tho newest type — she was completed 
111 lOOa— was ensagod in company with 
the parent ship Reliivan Miiru near 
iliroshima bay carrying out her part 
in the manoeuvro on April 15th, and 
was submersed 1800 yards east ot tho 
parent ship. Two hours passed with- 
out much notice belub' taken of tho 
submarine's failure to rise and then 
when signals were unanswered a boat 
was lowered and efforts made to lo- 
cate the submarine. Wireless mossagci 
were sent to the Admiral and seven 
destroyers, cruising near Miyajima 
were orderetl to tlie scene, and searcli 
was maile. It was not until tlio after- 
noun of llie following day lliat the 
subuiariiie was located and on April 
IVlh was rellouted and lowed to Kure. 

Not until the craft was docked was 
tlie examination made which revealed 
tlie bodies of her crew of lifteen, and 
tliere \va.s also the record left by the 
commander of what transpired from 
ilie lime the vessel aunlt until death 
slopi)ed his writing. 

JIucli of tho message from tho dead 
was not published, but it was stated 
tli;it Lieut. Sakunia apologized to the 
l-:mperor for the loss of his vessel and 
linither ol'iicer.s and crew of whom' lie 
spoke In highest terms ns to their hero- 
ism and calm wait for death, and ho 
requested the Emperor to succor their 
families,.,. . ..... 

The last wrltlne was made at 12.- 
20, an hour and-twenty minutes after 
the boat was Bubmerged, and it con- 
veyed messages of farewell to tho 
Minister of tiie.,Nayy, and., »;(rlends, 
sfatlng that .itoreath^g had,-; tlien .be- 
come' si? difflicjilt tKat further writing 
w;i3 iTnpossllile» Of*5that^art of ^tho 
commander's traeli3i^"rec6rd.'. pubjlsjicd 
much refers to the effort to raise the 
vessel. 

He said one of the crow had tried 
to close the valve of the ventilation 
pipe, Init the chain had broken, and ho 
tried to do this with his hand to (Ind 
it too late, AVater began to enter by 
tile rear part of the boat, which fell 
2.") (loKre(^s. The dynamo was sub- 
merged and all lights went out, bad 
g.-LS jiccumulating almost simultan- 
eously making breathing most dlf-. 
licult. The crew drove the current of 
water from the main tank, and fur- 
tlier tried to get rid of It by hand 
pumps. They wero drenched as they 
worlvod and ehiUcd. Tho message end- 
ed witli :itatoments that all were 
rtiarty for lieath, realizing that no 
more could bo done, and hoped for 
forgivoiiesa for tho loss of tho vessel. 
Japanese naval authorities stated that 
tho Kiibmarino was being tested on a 
gasoline submerged voyage, when a 
lealc was caused and water entered 
niul caused disaster. Three hours pas- 

1 after tho lealc before the crow 
died. 

Naval Increases 

Tokyo newspapers received b.v the 
steamer Aj-merlc .state that confer- 
ences aro being hold by naval and 
government officials to draft plans for 
enlarging the Japanese navy, and a 
big cxpiinsion programme will be sul)- 
mitted nt tlie next session of tho Diet. 
Vernacular newspapers state that Ja- 
pan has now but six modern liattle- 
slilps, and two aro on the stocks, 
Other battleships a:-o more or less ob- 
solete, and ru'tlon is imperative.

Tlio attention of the deiiartment of 
Sniitia and Defenc(^ of (,'aiiada hiia 
been called to tln^ fact tliat in certain 
instances military uund.siiien have re- 
fused to take part in eiigagenji.'iUs 
with members of otlier mllitai-y Ijands, 
solely for tho nuison tliat they are .not 
members of an organized union of mu- 
Eiclana. Whlie the deiiartnient do(;s 
not Intend to Intorfore In any way 
with tho rlglit of the militiamen to 
Join vinlons, yet us Kiich bandsn"jon 
are provided with uniform.j, quarters, 
light and heat, and in addition gi-ants 
of money from public funds are madcj 
t.. military bands, It la not considered 
in tho Interests of dlsclplhie <>! the 
force that military bandsmen while in 
uniform should bo permitted to act in 
an unmllltary and Improper manner. 
No exceiitlon is to Ijo taken on the 
score of membership or non-membi.-r- 
ship of military baiulamon In any 
union or society, and no discrimina- 
tion shall bo nuido In conserpience of 
such membcrsnlp or non-mcmborahip. 
Providerl that such niembL-rsliip 
noii-monibor.shl'i) In not allov.'ed to in- 
terfere with tile performance of mili- 
tary bandsmen when in uniform of 
the corps taking jjart in public or pri- 
vate ongageineula with other mem- 
bers of tlie militia in mdform, wheth- 
ei' they are or are not niemlu-ra of any 
like union or society. man who dis- 
obeys this regulation is nut permitted 
to serve as a bandsman, but niust 
perform his military aervicc in tho 
ranks of his corps.

Church and Labor Paragraphs. 

The other day tho editor of one of 
the leading daily papers in tho ilid- 
dle West wrote me as follows: 
■ "I feet that I m.-iy tell you of one 
instance that has como to my notice 
In which your address of Sunday af- 
ternoon changed a rabid .anti-labor 
man to a tolerant friend of organl'zed 
labor. Ho is a young real eatato-man, 
wiio has extensive bii.sine.ss connec- 
tions with the manufacturers and 
otiiers who" have been bitterly' op- 
Iiosed to tho unions. He told me a 
weeic or two ago that ho had been 
given a now turn by your address, 
and that he, as a Christian' and a 
member of the church, had been 
made to sec that his attitude had 
previously been wholly un-Chrlstlan- 
ilke and uncharitable. Ho said that 
his conversion had been ^ao sincere 
as to cause him to place an advor- 
tiaement in the new labor paper pub- 
lished here, something which no man 
could have Induced him tO' do pre- 
viously to hearing your address." 

After an address upon "Tho Church 
and the Labor Movement," in tlio 
(luostions which usually follow, a car- 
penter asked tills: "Why has the 
church just awakened to these 
tilings'.'" and the speaker replied, 
"How long, brother, have you been 
awakened';" With some confusion 
tlie man answered; "Why aljout live 
years." He was astonisiied to learn 
that the Presbyterian cliureh has been 
ofiicially agitating close relations bo 
tween tlio workingman and tho church 
for seven years. During those seven 
years tlie whole modern industrial un- 
rest has cr.Nstallzed and become defi- 
nite. The church is abreast of mod- 
em institutions In its Intelligent in- 
terest in the workingman's cause. 

Pometimos tho Department of 
(,'hurch and L^alior has been asked 
"Why do you %\iirk in alliance with 
labor unions'.'" Tlie answer is found 
in tlie recent experience of the d 
partment in thr country church. Tho 
farthest possible from the labor union 
among workingnien is the farmer. But 
tile same economic interpretations of 
religion which enlarges the church's 
heart to sympatiiize with the work- 
ingman Is turning the Presbyterlau 
church before all otb.er rienomlnatioiia 
in an organizeil effort to revive tho 
ciuintry church and rural coinnmnity 
'I'he farmer's instlttitions, ids social 
life and his religious life are depend- 
ent, as are those of the mechani 
and artisan of the cities, upon his in 
du.'trlal condition. Tho church is 
riiu'.ing the clue to her policies and 
the iiath of her service in the nnder- 
luaiidiiiK of tiie econ.Tinie life of tile 
jieople. — Rev. Charles 31e,lzle.

It Is twenty years since the T^ady 
Klnalrd Hospital wiui built as a nicui- 
orial to Iiady liinaird wlio was among 
the flrat of English women to see that 
medical aid for ^he high caste 'n'omen 
was one of the greatest needs of that 
vast land around which there Is to the 
western world, so much of mysterj-. 
Though managed by the Zenana Bible 
and Missionary Society, who have 
liospitals in several of the other cities 
of India, this hospital is largely en- 
dowed and supported by her children 
Ijord Klnalrd and liis sisters. 

It was lo thlr homo In London that 
Mrs. f.'lelanrl went on landing in Eng- 
Inad. Here slic stayed for live weeUs 
rind learned much about her future 
ivorl: from the Honorable Louisa, and 
Oertrude Kinaird, who liavo inherited 
Ihelr mofher'.K intere.st in Jndia. In the 
ladles of tiiis family J[rs. Clelaiui 
I'ojind the Iviudet-t of Iio.-^ti.'sses. Tliey 
are tliree .sister.s anil all are earnest, if 
unassuminR' iihilanthropi.st.'i.

It accommodate.^ about si.\ty in- 
patients and is visiti'd b.v a far greater 
nuniljer of otlicrs from out.side. Like 
most ICa^itern buildings it surrouud.s 
a court. Its porticos or verandahs arc 
curtained. It has^ a -staff of two Eng- 
lish and ojie native doctor, un Eiigli.sh 
trained nurse and a matron assisted 
by .sixteen native nurse.s. from soven 
to ten in the morning the di.-;pensary 
is open and visiting patients arc treat- 
ed. All patients are taken to t!ie hos- 
pital in closed cnnveyanees, carriage?, 
palangJiiiiK, or automobiles. 'I'hese, 
when posijiblu pass into the eurtained 
portico before the ladles .-iliglit. 

Tlie poor little women .are ni'ten \'ery 
ill. T.liey «re married when mere ehll- 
dren and are even in iniiture \-ears like 
affectionate little girls. With very few 
f'xceptioiis. the.v- are sweet a;-.:! sen- 
tile, and i'.\trenie!\- doi'ile. It w;is no 
uncommon .siglit to see a woman uf 
forty, the mother of six or se\-en chil- 
(Irnn, nursing a dull willi the delight 
of a little English girl of Hve. Indeed, 
the nurses depend upon dolls and 
variou.s mechanical to^'H to soothe their 
patients and amuse tliem during con- 
valescence. -A woman has been iier- 
euadcd to take an iinaesllietic liefore 
a serious operation liy being gh-en ri, 
(loll to hold. The mortality among 
these women has, in the iiast, been 
terrible for they cannot be attended 
by doutor.s, wliother English or native, 
not olT thir own . sex. Tiieir gratitude 
is very touching .and It was often dif- 
ficult to prevent them from kinHing the 
hem of the gannont of the phy.slcian 
whom Uiey look upon as a benefactor 
or iM'ostrating themselves at her feet. 

These little ladies dress beautifully 
atui \vear the richest gems. A Purdah 
woman's jewels are her wealth, and 
the number and beauty', of them are 
wonderful. Elaborate head dresses 
gloam with ropes of pearl. Jewels hang 
from their ears ahd are fastened nbout 
them. ' Lovely young women wear 
jewel? in their noses. Necklaces and 
bracelets and girdles are studded thick 
with diiimond.s and eapphlres, ."md vu- 
l)los, and the slender ankles are sur- 
rounded hy rings of tluely MTOuglit 
gold ami sliver, .lewels form the ehief 
part oir.the dowry wiiicli every brifle 
nmst.; bring to her husband and one 
of the reasons why an Indian woman 
does not desire many daughters is b- - 
causfe her .Jewels must bo dlviiied 
among them. 

The universal dress Is the Sari, a 
long scarf of silk or muslin usually of 
the most brilliant color which the little 
Indy, with an art very hard for a for- 
eigner to acriuiro, wraps around her 
In graceful folds. The want of color 
niake.s the photographs of Indian 
women less lifelike than tho.so of their 
more soberly clad northern sisters, 
l^pr will they ahow their jewels when 
posing for a picture. 

Although many of the Indian women 
are thankful to accept the minlstra- 
tlonr of the foreign doctors and while 
tliey are ill allow the nurses to wait 
upon tiiem, no sooner are tl)oy bettor 
than they insist upon having their 
food prepa'^d, either by themselves or 
their own attendants. ThiiS Is done In 



the courtyard. li,\'en liie shadow of n 
iloctor or a Christian nurse fallmg on 
the food or utensils durlpg its jirej)-

A woman 'Seldom' comes alone, to the 
hospital 'and lt«ls •■Aot.^an uncommon 
thing for a'^atlpnt. to bring her motli- 
er, her daughter, andi her daughter- 
in-law with^ her.' .'^ 

On one occaslort Dr. Clelat\4. noticed 
that the 4aughter-i[n-la!w of,***! -patient 
always drew her -.sari ; overjj-her face 
when she oame Into the room. This 
was done several times till her curi- 
osity was aroused dnd she asked for 
an explanation. She was told that a 
son's wife never appeared uncovereil 
beforo his mother till she had borne 
him a son. 

MlsB McCracken, . an American mis- 
sionary, now in Seattle, was house- 
keeper and teacher as well as nurse 
In the hospital. She was a great fav- 
orite with tlie patients who admlreii 
her verj' much. They could not, how- 
ever, understand why she was not 
married. "Your father could not hiive 
loved you." they said. Xo Hindu girl 
Is allowed to grow up unmarried. One 
of the moat patlu.'tle cases treated ;it 
the hospital wa."; that of a llltle girl 
who had grown lieformed. The pari'iitM 
were in great grief beoiuisc sh<' muM 
not be married. Tlio doctors Inuiul [ 
that liy a surgical ooperatioii and care- 
ful frcalment tiie deformity could be 
cured which wnt; done, greatly to the 
delight of the poor child and the grati- 
tude of her pari iits. 

Tliough the surgical npi'r.ations per- 
formed In tlie iiospital wore often 
ver.v serious indeed, owdng to previous 
neglect and the delicacy of constitu- 
tion of these women whose dives, were

SYNOD CONDiNS 



His Course in Opposing IVIiiler 
Anti-Betting Biil and Recom- 
mending, Pardon of Skill Is 
Strongly Objected to 



VANCOUVER. May 7— Hon. Mr. 
Aylosworth was erlUed by the Pres- 
byterian Synod ot Its session today 
for his attitude on the MlUer antl- 
raco track gambling bill by a resolu- 
tion which in part read; "That the 
Synod place upon record its convic- 
tion thiit Hon. A. B. Aylcsworth has 
revealed moral obtusenesa, rendering 
him incapable of rightly discharging 
tlio duties of Minister of Justice, and 
that his removal from that olllco is 
Imperative In the interests of public 
morality." 

The resolution was moved by Uev. 
Wurdlaw Taylor, New Westminster, 
seconded by Itov. l.)r. Peter Wright, 
Vancouver. It wns unanimously passed 
nftor a discussion of the committocs 
rejiort on social and moral reform 
and a stirring address by Itev. Uy. 
Shearer, of Toronto, wlio, by a separ- 
ate resolution, was tliankod for ills ser- 
vices in tlie work of social and moral 
efforts to jiass the bill. 

Tho yroamblo to tho resolution 
asain.st :Mr. Aylosworth pointed out 
tliat during the debate on the bill Mr. 
Aylcsworth had publicly expressed a 
contempt for moral legislation and a 
hostility to recent efforts for the sup- 
pression of vice inconsistent witli tho 
duo administration of the De]iartineiit 
of Justice. Also tliat by his delibcrato 
judgment in the case of Rex vs. Skill, 
ns explained by himself In the public 
press, ho condoned as innocent tho cir- 
culation of books excluded, becaii.so of 
their impurity, from every public' lib- 
rary in Canada and tho United States, 
and forbidden in tho mails of both 
countries. 

A third resolution expressed regret 
that parliament had failed to pass the 
Miller bin, which would have rid the 
country of a sreat moral pestilence, 
but noted with pleasure that every 
member representing a British Colum- 
bia constituency supported the meas- 
ure, some rendering its promoters valu- 
able aid.

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In following the dim trail throup:h the for- 
est.'-which covers most of the 800 acres of 
H^jjtley Park, we unconsciously passed the 
'nousc G^rouncls, and when, guided by the rap- 
rap of liaminers and tlic shouts of the t^ardcn- 
er's men, \vc swung out from the screen ot 
trees and brush into the immense clearing, 
which slopes gently and naturally to the water, 
we came upon the mansion from the rear. The 
effect could not have been more striking had it 
been carefully planned. For halt an hour wc 
had been plodding, in sinule file. o\'cr a rough 
woods trail, to the accompaniment of the blue 
grouse's hooting, tlic trilling of forest wild 
birds, and the call of wedges of brant geese 
overhead. To all 'intents and purposes we 
might as well have been in the very heart of 
the wildest section of unexplored Vancouver 
Inland. A single step took us from the midtet 
of this into a contemplation of one of the most 
magnificent houses 'on the Pacific Coast, the 
new residence ot the Hon. James Dunsmuir 
and famih', rcccntlv occupied and not yet 
quite comiileted b}' the architect, Mr. S. Mac- 
lure, and the br.ildcr, Mr. 'I homas Cattcrall. 

At our feet were the outi^osts of the gar- 
dener's army laying out the lovely terraces 
which, when- clothed in green, will form a fit 
setting for.the splendid pile of granite and free- 
stone which' has already been pronounced by 
the most expert architectural artist on this 
coast, a master]:)iecc on \vhich he woilld be 
proud to carve his signature. The surrounding 
grounds were just taking shape, outlines show- 
ed here and there like the rougli sketches of 
some mighty master on ten league canv?is, and 
hinted'to the imagination which, thits encour- 
aged, formed some pleasing notion of what will 
come to be. We could see that the scheme in- 
cluded a scries of lakes between the first lawn 
terrace and the lagoon shore. We learned af- 
terwards that these would he fed from a famous 
everlasting spring, noted for tiie purity of its 
water, which formerly supplied the naval sta- 
tion sit jEMUinialt when it . Wfis in full bloorn. 
Froth th'e ajm" rough-cast of the slope we irir 
ferred, and correctly,- that the lakes would lie 
at varying levels. The water,-entering at the 
upper lake, would tumble, over a miniature 
falls, into the second, and so on into the third 
lake, and ev,entually.pass^t9 tjie lagqop. . On the 



second lake the first steps in the makiii 
Jajjanese garden had been taken. The (juaiiit 
bridge and the tori lent an Oriental touch 
which, >yhile differing entirely frotji thc: general 
scheni'c, was quite -in harmony 'With it. 

•e the' first, lake, as we- walked towards 
the house, we- discovered the' pretty lily pond 
^vh'e^e, when ■ the warm weather comes, gold 
fish -will have their home beneath the lily pads. 
The head of a ferocious lion, carved- in stone 
•arid, set in the base of thc stone terrace, guards 
.this pond, and from the beast's capacious mouth 
flows the fresh water -which .supplies thc basin 



great house. It was evident that thc sea pros- 
pect is the garden side of the ihouse,; and that 
we had come on it from the rear. But.ior all 
that, we had unwittingly chosen, the side which 
r^iade the greatest artistic appeal. The en- 
trance, wc discovered later, is from the north, 
which, while it is unusual in these parts, is, in 
this instance at least, very admirable. 



When we drew near to the house we found 
it necessary to skirt the graceful lawn terrace 
immediately beneath the broad stone terrace 
because the workmen were hovering over it 
like flies. This grassy bank, level as a bil- 
AU this we noted as we walked towards thc Hard board and lOO feet in width, will, we were 
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told, be used as a croquet lawn. Tennis courts 
\\^i\li6o.cupyranptjtier - ley^^^ JoVen clq^vn, .

The examination of .' these indications of 
future beauty in the grounds did not deter us 
from admiring the line viev/ of the great house. 
Spreadifig'ifs two white wings to a length of 
205 feet, the error of a true balance being clev- 
erly avoided, the beautiful palace of rubble 
granite laid in snail creep style witli dresjsings 
of Saturna Lsland free stone, rose licforc us iu 
majestic dignity, at the summit of the natural 
rise, aljout 300 3-ards from llic siiore of the la- 
goon. The dominant feature, from a distance, 
was tlie great square turret almost in tlic 
middle of the pile and rearing ils white bat- 
tlementij to a height of 80 feet. This gave the 
whole structure a castellated effect, .carried 



to i)e, in our eyes, one of the most charming 
.featvijfesj;ofjtlie Iti;is,>vide and bigh? 

and!letvds 'n|t^'f*^tb^ which is always 

a difficult point about corridors. When we 
were shown through the house, we Ijegan at 
llie eastern end on the main floor. Mere wc 
found the kitchen, a .marvel of daintiness and 
modern appointments, done in stained native 
fir bcaiitifully grained^v/:;From this wing we 
passed into the dining rooin.' ' The effect that 
met us liere was one of sliadowy grandeur. 'J'he 
snowy white linen of tlic table, which iiad l)ccn 
laid for lunclicon, L^listened wilii cut glass and 
silver and lent a sharp contrast to the dark 
walls and coiling panelletl anrl beamed in dark- 
stained quartcr-cnl Canadian oak. The win- 
dows looked out over the wide terrace to the 
lagoon, and the fresh salt breeze stirred the 
filmy curtains and kept the room cool and 



a model. of elegance and taste. The, beatitifully 
.decqratedr ceiling, thejchaste; enrichment of the 
fneze, the 'white eriaml of the Avoodwork, the 
deep green carpet — all combined to impress the 
visitor with an indefinable charm without ^\\y 
one feature obtruding itself. The fireplace, on 
closer inspection, disclosed itself as a model of 
beauty. Done in the Adam period, it was quite 
in keeping withj,the. rooni as a whole; with its 
serpentine mai-lile facings and English hob 
grate and equipment. 

As we passed along the main corridor again 
to enter the living room and library — all the 
rooms being separate and unconnected — we 
sa\\' the first section of frieze with which the 
corridor \\'\\\ be enrlclied. It was a studv of 
horses, a study made right here in Victoria and 
executed with- wonderful strength and richness 
of coloring by a young Dutch artist. Jacobus 



charming fireplace done in green Rockwood 
tiles surmounted by aiheaYy mantel inlaid with 
brass and ebony and inother-of-pearl, made the 
first appeal to the visitor. The room' held 
many interesting ornaments and pictures, and, 
above all, it was restful and comfortable, as a 
living room should be. 

Again- we entered the long corridor and 
visited -the smnking room, to which .Air. Duns- 
mttir had a private entrance, and which he will 
make peculiarly his own. To, reach ,this,ropm 
we "passed a branch cotridor opening^' on the 
stone terrace, and this corridor, like a great 
part of tile long corridor, was hung with a gal- 
lery of historic and authentic prints of great 
age and mterest, all of them wonderfully well 
preserved. ■. •" ' ' • •■ 

Thc' smoking room we found- to-be another.- 
room where absolute comfort ^and livableness : 



brick and sandstone. About the walls were 
deep leather chairs and settees, -built for cpra- 
fortable lounging. ■"t'\'yi>'^.'''ki:^-'y'i\ 

Next to the billiard rpprivlii^lwe 'enfe^^^^ 
small," cosy room, fitted up'as'the office of the' 
house, and leaving this we passed up-stairs, . 
where we saw Mrs. Dunsmuir's suite of bed"' 
chambers. Pink and white were the. compon- 
ents of the scheme here. The woodwork 
gleamed with snowy enamel, the walls were as 
delicately tinted; as. thevinteripE>ofva-;^heUv -.^^ 
fii-eplace Avas coristructe'd of pint' tiles, and the 
mantel was of white enriched with gold. ' Thc' 
large brass bedstead, the mahogany furnish- • 
ings and the delicate curtains; innved gfnt-Iy by 
the brec/.e from the water which gleamed, far 
out from the large bay window, combined to 
' give, au: effect of sweetness and refinement of 
the highest type of individualityi v 




out by leaser towers and battlements at the ex- 
treme ends of the house. 

The gables, at either side of the main tur- 
ret, dix'iding the two Avings each in turn, were 
done in half timber which, wdiile it is seldom 
seen used in this combination in this part of 
the world, is historically correct and in har- 
mony with the whole effect. 

As we came up to the house from one end, 
after having made our way around the nucleus 
of the lawn terrace, we obtained the full effect 
of tlie fine terrace of freestone running the 
full length of the house on the southern ex- 
posure. Thirty feet in width, floored in stone, 
and of a height above the ground sufficient to 
render it commanding, this terrace is one of 
the finest features of the whole mansion. The 
windows of all the principal rooms open on to 
it as well as two doors, one from the drawing 
room and one from a corridor branching from 
the main corridor near the smoking room. 
From this terrace we had a mf)st woiulerfiil 
view. The lawn slo|)es with the lakes and gar- 
dons slid gently down to the ([uict water of the 
lagoon, iloyond lay the long saiulsint stretch- 
ing its arm out into the blue deep and dividing 
the smooth water from the white-capped body 
out-side. The sun glinted far out on the Straits 
of .San Juan, strewing necklaces of diamonds 
against the more sober setting of turcpioise and 
sapphire. The farther shore was lost in ruby 
mists, but above these, painted against the 
afternoon sky, like some great .sky-to-sky can- 
vas, rose the majestic Olympics, i)ink and 
brown and grey, all streaked witii ])urc wliiio 
snow. Truly, this was a magic cascincni oiumi- 
ing on the foam of perilous seas in fairy lands. 

Leaving this beautiful terrace with its still 
more beautiful view, we rounded the lionso and 
entered, beneath imposing ])orlo cocherc of 
stone, a broad Ijrass-studdod door, the main 
hall. W e passed the spacious cloalc rooms and 
found inirseK'cs c<Tnfronting a cheerful fire in 
an immense fireplace of red Arizona sandstone, 
cut from the quarries at Flagstaff, and built 
into a charming effect with a liea\ ily-brark-cted 
canijpy and enriched with a I'riczc of ("lothic 
tr.acory. .\bo\'e this lirc])l;ire wc caught a 
glimpse of the g;dkry on the second floor. 
The ijroad stairwa\'s, cliarmingly effecli\-e, led 
to this from both sides and, on the half laiuling 
which formed a lower gallcrv, beneath a great 
colored window, there was an organ. 

This main hall and the principal suite of 
rx)pms on the .second floor, belonging to Mrs. 
Dunsmuir, and ihe great drawing room on the 
main floor, are all contained in the dominant 
turret we had first seen fi-om the edge of the 
woods. l''rom the second floor we found a 
winding stairway leading up through this tur- 
ret in charming fashion, to the upper floors, 
where the big ballroom is located, and these 
winding stairs .we saw had the advantage of 
giving access, to the upper floors without en- 
tering the servants' quarters at all. 

From the fine, impressive maiii entrance 
hall we stopi)ed into the main corridor running 
from end to end of the liinisc, and giving access 
to all the rooms on tlie main floor. This c(M'- 
ridor, .suggestive of old world mansions, proved 



sweet. Out of doors a woods bird warbled at 
intervals and the sound of the workmeiis' 
voices floated in lazily from afar off. .\t one 
end of the room were great dark china cabin- 
ets bound with brass and full of shadowy cor- 
ners. The heavy curtains, draped;- ovec the 
lighter ones on the windows were of a deep,' 
rich blue, wdiich merged harmoniously into the 
blue of the carpet and the I)lue Rockwood tiling 
of the groat firej)lacc with its heavy oaken 
mantel. 

We pasiicd from the dining room into the 
great drawiii^, room opening opposite the 
grand hall. This immense room, with its mas- 
sive fireplace, selected, as were all the fire- 
places in the house, in England, proved to be 



Semcyii, late of Amsterdam, who has taken up 
liis work here, and who is fighting against oilds 
to establish his art here as he sees it. It is prob- 
able that considerable of this young man's 
work will be used in the mansion in Hatley 
.Park, and .it is- to be hoped that hei,>vill find 
success not too long deferred, for his ability 
cannot be gainsaid. 

We found the li\-ing room, wdiich also con- 
tain.s the library of the house, done in .Aus- 
tralian mahogany of beautiful finish. This 
room, like all the principal living rooms, gives 
on the broad terrace and its windows com- 
mand an insinring view of the^scene in the rear 
of the mansion. The strong, useful-looking 
bookcases, built into the" paneling, . and the 



were conibinctl with charm and elegance. Tlie 
fire])lace was snug and suggcsti\-c of long 
evenings with easy chairs and warm slippers 
beneath a pungent cloud of smoke. The tiling 
was of green Rockwood and the mantel aiid 
woodwork was done in Yal<^a wood from the 
Fiji Islands. This wood, so very difficult to ob- 
tain, owing to its rarity and to the natural lazi- 
ness of the South vSea Islanders, is most re- 
markably and wonderfully grained, and it 
takes a finish like satin. 

Across the corridor from the smoking room 
wc entered the big billiard room, the whole ef- 
fect of which is Dutch. The table occupies 
the centre, of course, and on the left. as we en-, 
tered was the immense fireplace of Glayburn 



It is curious how the lar.gc hat has imi)osed 
itself upon us all. liven a to(|ue ud k)nger 
manages to confine itself within modest di-

There must be some 
sort of »proportion between the .size of a hat 
and the height of its wearer, if the eflfect is to 
be happy.

BOOKS OF THE WEEK REVIEWED ; 

A Book on Poetry, by the Poet Laureate 
In his bpok, "'riie iiridling of I 'egasus," >ir. 
Alfred ;\ustin gives us ten papers wliich he has 
written during the last thirty years, which he 
styles "Prose Papers on Poetry." INlr. .'\ustm 
i.s very well qualified to write on this subject. 
There is no rpiestion about his scholarlincss, 
bowc\cr much our oijinions may differ in re- 
gard to his power of impressing his readers.. 
The subjects lie deals with in order are a^. tcd- 
lows: "The Ksscmials nf .(".real Poetry' : 
"The Feminine Note in English Poetry"; "Aiil- 
ton and Dante : .A Comparison and a Contrast" ; 
"B)'ron and Wordsworth"; "Dante's Realistic 
Treatment of the Ideal"; "Dante's Poetic Con- 
ception of AVomen" ; "f'oelry and Pessimism"; 
".\ \'hulication of Tennyson" ; "(Jn the Rela- 
tionship of Literanu'c to I'olitics"; ".V Conver- 
sation with Shakespeare in the Elisian Fields.'-, 
In the author's dedication to Sir Alfred 
Lyall, he says : 

"Whether (these papers) be deemed sound 
or otherwise, they arc at least coherent; the 
canons of criticism can be regarded as poetry, 
whatever other c|uaHties it ma^ possess; that 
imagination in poetry as distinguished from 
mere l^'ancy. is the transfiguring of the Real, 
or actual, into the Ideal, hy what ]'ros])oro 
calls his 'so potent art'; and if these ci^ndi- 
tions are complied with, that the greatness ot 
the poem depends on the greatness of the 
theme." 

"The deca}- (.if authority, " begins .Mr. Aus- 
tin, "is one of the most marked feature,-', of oui' 
time. Religion, politics, art, manners, speech, 
even moralitj', considered in its widest sei^se, 
hav.C all felt the waning of traditiot])al author- 
ity, and the substitution fpr it' of individual 
opinion and taste, and of the wavering and 
contradictory utterances of publications osten- 
sibly occupied with criticism and supposeil to 
be pronouncing serious judgments. liy 
thority I do not mean the delivery of dognuilic 
deqisions, analogous to those issued by a legal 
tribunal from which there' is no appeal, tliat 
have to be accepted and obeyed, but the exist- 
ence of a body of opinion of long-standing, ar- 
ri\'cd at after due in\-estigation and experience 
during man}' generations, and rcjiosing on fix- 
ed principles (.)r funtlamentals of thought. This 
it is tiial is being dethroneil in our day. and is 
being supplanteil by a babel of clashing, ir- 
reconcilable utterances, often. proceeding from 
the same quarters, even the same mouths. 

In no department of thought has this been 
more conspicuous than in that (jf literature, 
especially the higher class of literature; and 
it is most patent in the prevailing estimate of 
that branch of literature to wdiich lip-homage 
is paid as the highest of all, viz.. poetry. Chau- 
cer, Spenser, .Shakespeare, Milton have .,ot 
been openl\- dethroneil ; but it would recpiire 
.some boldness to deny that even their due rec- 
ognition has been indirectly qnestioncd I)y a 
considerable amount of neglect, as compared 
with the interest shown alike by readers and 
reviewers in poets and poetry of lesser stature. 
.■\re we tij conclude from this that there is no 
standard, that there exist no permanent canons 
by which the relative greatness of yoets and 
poetry can be estimated with reasonable con- 
clusiveness ? 

Melod lousness, ^Ir. Austin tells u.--, ,ind 
lucidity arc the first (|ualifical ions of true 
l)oetry, and he gives the fMlhiwing reasmis fur 
the deplorable cliange in ])id)lic taste and sen- 
timent. After the decay of aulhorilv already 
mentioned: l. The perpetual reading of novel.s 
of every kind, many of them of a pernicious na- 
ture, but nearly all of them calculated to indis- 
pose readers to care for any poetry save of an 
emotional lyrical character. _'. The increase — 
be it said with all due chivalry — of feminine in- 
fluence and activity alike in society and liter- 
ature ; women, generally speaking, showing 
but a moderate interest in great issues in pub- 
lic life, and finding their satisfaction so far as 
reading is concerned, in prose romances, news- 
papers and short lyrics. 4. The febrile quality 
of contemporaneous existence; the ephemeral 
lixcitcments of the passing hoiu'; and the 
\^■ilolcsalc surrender to the transient as cim- 
trasted to the perinanent, great ijocti'}- concii-n- 
ing itself oniy with this last — a circumstance 
that makes tlie Odyssey, for instance, as fresh 
today as though it had been published for the 
first time last autumn; whereas the life nf 
most prose romances, like the lady's scmiy at- 
tire, commence a peine, et finjt tout dc suite. 

This writer thinks th'at'thi; novelists gi\ c 
a ver}' unfair idea of Avomen that they repre- 
sent them for the most part, that is the modern 
novelists represent them as consuming their 
days in morbid longings and sentimental re- 
grets, and men are represented as having noth- 
ing to dp save to stimulate or satisfy such feel- 
ings.

Thei^c wore in svune cases ^'iven 
to persons, who in one w.i} or aiiollier had 
gained the favor m" tlte rei,i;nni;_; -overeij^u. and 
in others were iMireli.\>ed b\ wealtlix iner- 
eliants. AnuMii; tiie l.r.ter w.»s one nanted 
f'.oleyn. who seoir.> to l\.i\e been wealthy, as 
wealth was evuinuvl -.n those days, that is, he 
probably had an titeoi-.te ot two or three thon- 
.saiitl poumls. the purchasing power of whicii 
was alKHit ei}VK»! tv> thut of .*=;ioci.ow now;ula\ s. 
In the iinte ot !Uiuv the representative 

of the tanii'y u.-o Thonias, who tor some ser- 
vice had. been tiuuie a knight. He had a sou 
aiul a d.ai'.i;h[er. Sir Thonia- was sent to I'aris 
on some mission, and look his ilanghter with 
hini. whetice s^he returned in her sixteenth year 
ami at once was a conspicuous figure at tiie 
royal court, being appointed a maid of lionor 
to Queen Catherine. Her \ i\aeity at once at- 
tracted tiie attention of the Kiiil;. 1 lenry liad 
grown tireil of Catherine, lie did not wish to 
niarr\ her in the first place, the nnum having 
been hronghi aimiii iCr political reasons in or- 
der to bind tile royal bon.-^es of lingland and 
Spain closely together. She was a good deal 
older than he. and se\ere and c.xchisive in Iter 
manner Poubl liad. been raised at the lime nf 
the wed. line as to its validity, as she had 
■,ilre;ui\- been wife of i lenrv's older brother, and 
the death of her children by Henry led bini to 
think that the curse of Heaven was iijion the 
marnage with liim. He had gri.>wn gloomy 
and desp^Mident. de\-oling nuich of his time to 
the study of theology. When Martin Luther 
was at the height of his uifhience. Henry had 
ljublished a boolc defending the .Seven Sacra- 
ments, whicii so gratified the Pope that he 
^vas given the title "Defender of the I'aith," 
which all succeeding liiiglish kings have born 
until this da\-. ^\"llen the merry little .\mie 
llole_\n appeared on the scene, inclination and 
religion combined to comince Henry that to 
continue to live with Catherine was a mortal 
sin, bu' the latter was not .sufficient to restrain 
the former so far as Anne was concerned, and 
ho proposed that they should effect an irregu- 
lar union. I!ut he had to reclcon with a jiower- 
ful combination, iicr father was wealthy and 
ambitious; her brotlicr was po])ular and am- 
l.)itious, and siic herself was fascinating and , 
ambitious. She does not appear to have been 
beautiful. She was small, had a profusion of 
hair, pp.ssessed a cpiick wit, was merry and free 
within limits. The more she refused the 
King's advances the more deterninied he be- 
came to po.ssess her. In the end he succeeded, 
first Ihi-ougli the means of a pri\ate marriage, 
and after he had divorced Catherine, by public 
acknowledgment, followed by a splendid cor- 
onation. .Anne's married life was short, not 
tjuite four years, Avhen she was executed for 
treason, her treason consisting of unfaithful- 
ness to her marriage \-c)ws. There has been 
much flcbalc as to her guilt, but as her con- 
demnation was at the hands of seventy |)cers. 
over whom her uncle presided, there can iiardiv 
be any doubt on the subject. While she ne\-er 
admitted her offence, she sought to c\cide the 
consequence of her 'conviction by alleging that, 
having been affianced to the Duke of Nor- 
I luinilicrland, she never was Heni-)''s lawful 
\N-ife ; but the i)lea was set aside. Just before 
her ■ death she sent this nx'ssagc to Henry: 
"h'rom a siiii|)le gentlewoman }ou m;)de me a 
first marchii.mess and then a (pieen ; and now 
that you can do no more on earth, you are 
about to make me a saint in heaven,"' She left 
one daughter, whom we all know as Ouccn 
Elizabetli. 

The relationship between iienry and .\nnc 
woulc) have been nothing more than an inci- 
dent relieved from vulgarity riuly bv the i)roni- 
incncc of one oi the actors in it, if it had not 
gi\-en rise to im]jortanl changes in the condi- 
tion iji l{ng.land. When Henrv first a))- 
proaclied the \'o]>v and a>ked f(jr a di\(irce froin 
Catiierine. Clement, who then sat in St. I'eicr's 
chair, told him to place his case before the 
courts of England and alndc by their decision; 
but Henry, for reasons that liave ne\er been 
disclosed, insisted upon liaviiiL;- a papal decree. 
We have seen that Wolsev's bal f-liearlerl 
l)rc.senrali(.)n ;nid management of the case cost 
Inim liis ))o>iiion. He bad been \-ery desirous 
of promoting the divorce until be learned tli:il 
f lem'y proposed tei make .\nne his wife. I'.ng- 
land was growing very restive under ])apal 
control ill ecclesiastical matters, and a law 
was passed by J'arliameni declaring that the 
I'ope had no longer any authority, civil or re- 
ligions, in l''.ngland. and the King was given 
authority to bring the Act into force at his 
own i)lea.snre. llenry's object in securing Ibis 
legislation wa> to enal)le him to force the hand 
(jf the l'(jpe. T'he Liulieran movement had 
spread rapidly on the Continent, and there 
.seemed to be danger that Rome would Icse the 
adherence of .all the leading nations except 
Spain. Clcmcnl was in a jjosition of great em- 
barrassment. He had to choose between of- 
fending the limpt-ror Charles .and King 
Mcnry. lie arlopleil a middle course and scut 
a legate to iMigdaiul to l.ike cotipizance of 
divorce ]jroccedings. When the proceedings 
were about to be ended, the legate po.stponed 
his decision, and the further consideration of 
the case was removed to Rome. On the follow- 
ing day Henry declared the .Act of Parliament; 
above mentioned in force, and thus eiidetl i'lr- 
cver the authority of the Vi)\K' in ICnglisli land--. 
The people sided' with the King. They .agreed 
readily willi those wIkj told ihem that il vvas 
unseemlv for their sovereign to go to I'Lomc 
as a suitor, and when Thomas Cromwell .de- 
clared that when HQiiry we^it to Italy, it wdiild 
be at the head of ail inyinciljlc army, the whole.. 



nation ai)phuuled. In due course Henry did 
what the I'ope suggested in the first place, and 
declared iiis marriage witli Catherine void. Of 
course he did not do this as an act of royal pre- 
logative. He called to his aid Cranmer, .Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, who pronounced the 
necessary judgment declaring the marriage 
with Catherine invalid, when it was luuiid that 
the relations between Henry and .\nne could 
be no longer concealed, and flenry was de- 
termined to legitinii/-e the fruit of their union. 
Thus we see that the desires of an amorous 
king and the cleverness of a brilliant girl made 
England a Protestant land. 

It would he a rnistake to Suppose that the 
l-'rotestanlism of Henry was what we under- 
stand by the term. Me was opposed to freedom 
of religious tliotiglit, and when Tyndall began 
to make a translation of the IWble into li^ug- 
lish, he was driven from the kingdom. When 
his translation was sent over from Germany, 
Wolsey with the full concurrence of the King 
ordered all available copies to be collected ami 
burned. A stringent law was passed forbid - 
iHng all iniio\-atioiis in the creed or practices 
of the Church, and the doctrines of Roman 
Catholicism were retained in their entirety, cx- 
cci)t only that which vested the Pope Avith au- 
thority superior- to the sovereign. 

V\""e have now reached the beginning of a 
new era in the history of England. The old 
order of things had passed ;iway. W'c have 
seen that for many reigns the great prelates 
were the king's ministers; that the archbishops 
were statesmen rather than ecclesiastics; that 
the Church was (uie of the b'stales of the 
Realm. Hereafter things were different. Wol- 
sey was the last of the ecclesiastical ministers, 
and when he was dismissed, the people of Eng- 
land reallEed that the kingly office , was .su- 
preme in the land. He was succeeded after a 
short inten'al by Jsir Tlion-as .More, the first 
l.-iyman to occupy the place next to the king. 
To More succeeded 'i'bomas Cr(n-uwall. a man 
of remarkal)le jiowers. who was in.sijircd with 
the belief in the al)solnte power of princes, 
wliicli he had acquired from a study of the 
writing of Machaeyelli. As the years passed 
the King became more and more powerful, and 
Parliament more and more subservient. Only 
the semblance of the old-time freedom of the 
I'ritisli people remained, so far as the making 
of the laws was concerned. Fortuntitely the 
cr)urts ])reserved their integrity. In tlie next 
.article the general conrlition of England at this 
time will be considered. The present one may- 
be closed with a brief referisnce of the remain- 
der of Henry's career. The day after the exe- 
cution of Anne, he married Jane Seymour, wdio 
died a year later in g-iving birth to a .son, after.- 
wards Jidward A'l. He then married -.Anne 
(if Clevcs. whom he divorced in a short time. 
J lis next mairimonia! venture was with Cath- 
erine Tloward. who \\-as executed two }-cars 
later for the same offence tli.at cost .Anne her 
head. PI is sixth and last wife was Catherine 
Parr, widow of Lord Latimer, a lady of many 
good qualities, who survived him. Henry died 
in 1547, when he was in his fifty-sixili year. 
He reigned 38 years. In addition to what has 
been above referred to his reign was noted 
for the perfecting of the union between iCiig- 
land and Wales and the c^tablislimcnt of ire- 
land as a kingdom. Iienry having received from 
the Irish Parliament the grant of the title of 
King of Ireland. He was thus the first sover- 
eign to be King of England and Ireland and 
Defender of the Faith. He retained the formal 
title cif King of France, as did his successors 
for some time afterwards. There was as yet 
110 Kingdom of Great Britain. Scotland being 
as yet an independent sovereignty. 



AN ERA OF CHANGE 

This article v\-ill be soniewhal 01 ;i digres- 
sion from the general course of the short, 
series of which it forms a part. Init it may not 
be the less interesting on that account. W e 
all like to think that we live in an age which 
represents the consummation of human en- 
deavor. .\'ot that we suppose we have reached 
the limit of progress, but we like to think 
we have gone .1 little farther forward than any 
|)ersons, who have preceded its. Perhaps we 
have, in some ways, but then also perhaps 
we have not. Ccrtainl\- il we have done so 
in acliicN'emcnts. we li.ive not in fancy ; if 
the greatest philoscjpher of his time was n<.it 
deceiv ed we have iir)t (k^nc so in fact. Roger 
I'.acoii was born in Somersetshire iniJi.f. He 
was undoubtedly the greatest scholar and 
philosopher of the Middle Ages, Whether or 
not lie had access to .•sources of information 
iiot now available we do not know ; but if 
he had not, he certainly possessed a grasp 
of the potentialities of luinian invention quite 
equal to anything that the Twentieth Cen- 
tui"v has produced. He iouikI his conleiti- 
poj-arics linn belicv-ers in magic and he soiiglU 
to disabuse their miiuls of this snperstilion by 
telling them some of the things that can be 
accomplished by human skill. I'or he said: 
"It may be seen that magic power is inferior to 
these works, and worthless." ITis own lan- 
guage may be quotec], for it is- so quaint and 
so ex])licit that to change it in the slightest 
would be to weaken it. First he says: "In- 
strtimejlts of navigation can be made without 
men as rowers, so that the largest slii|)s, river 
and ocean, may be borne on with the guidance 
of one man. witli greater s'pced than if full 
of men." Was this simply a deduction from 
reason alone, or had the learned h'riar some 
knowledge that such a thing had been accom- 
plished? The latter explanation is suggested 
by . the following: Also carriages can be so 
made that ■without -.an -aiiimal ' they may be 
nioved„3vith inconceivable • speed ; as we may 
asstitiid .the scythled: chariots to have been 
with which, battles were fought in ancient 



limes.'' 'J'lius we see that the mediaeval 
philosophers either had heard cf or anticipated 
by nearly seven (:euturics the automobile. He 
anticipated , our Wright .r>rothers, our Santos 
Dumonts and the rest of the bird-men by 
seven 'hundr,ed years, for he said: "Also in- 
struments for ■flying can be made, so that a 
man may -'sit fri, the middle of the instrument, 
revolving some contrivance by which -ivings 
artificially constructed may beat the air in 
the manner of a bird flying." Wc arc specu- 
lating nowadaj's as to means for overcoming 
the force of gravitation, but Bacon thought 
this quite within ilie range of possibility, for 
he says: "Also an instrument small in size 
for the elevation and depression of weights 
almost infinitely, that which nothing more 
useful may chance." VYe.talk about the Fourth 
Dimension, and thf latest writer has explain- 
ed it to mean that if wc .mderstood it we 
could instantly remove ourselves from any 
place wdierein we might be. and Bacon speaks 
of "an in.strumenl three lingers high and the 
same breadth and a less volume, by which 
a man can snatch himself and his friends from 
all danger of prison, both to ascend and de- 
scend." He tells us that "instruments can 
also be made for walking in the sea and rivers 
down to the liottom without bodily peril." 
and here he claims to be on historical ground, 
for he adds, "For .■\lexaiider the Great used 
these tilings that he might view the secrets 
of the ocean, according to what Etiiicus. the 
astronomer, relates." To all this he adds: 
"These things were dcnie in ancient times, ami 
are done in mir own, as is certain, unless it 
may be, the instrument of flying", which I have 
not seen, nor do I know any man who has 
seen ; but I know that the wise man who 
planned this device completed it. And such 
things can be made almost infinitely, as 
bridges across rivers without pillars or any 
other support, and machines and unheard-of 
devices." W'c are told that the telescopes 
was invented in the Seventeenth Century, 
bill five hundred years bet'orc that time Bacon 
wrc/ic: "b'or .glasses can be so constructed 
that things placed far off may appear very 
near, and vice versa ; so that from an incred- 
ible distance we may read the minutest letters 
and number things, however little, and make 
the stars appear where we will. For thus it 
is belived that Julius Caesar, on the shore of 
the sea in Gaitl, discovered throu,gh hu,ge 
.glasses the disposition and site of the castles 
and towns of Britain." .■\ftcr setting out 
these and similar wonderful matters. Bacon 
explains wh_v the people do not know of them. 
He quotes Aristotle who says he "would be 
the breaJcer .Qif the h^Ycns'- seal if hc'>pom- 
municated the secrets -oi nkture and art,** and 
Gellius, who excused liimself for not teaching 
his pupils what he knew to be true by saying: 
"It is foolish to offer lettuces lo an ass that 
is satisfied with thistles." Me also says that 
Aristotle showed to .Alexander the Great the 
'■greatest secret of secrets" and "the divine 
l-)Ovver that cnabletl hiin to conceal the mys- 
tery." He then .goes on to speak of the Phil- 
osopher's stone, and what he had in mind 
seems to ha\-e been something lowards wliicl-i 
we arc groping in our cx|ierimcnts with ratli- 
un-i and other niysicrious substances. 

These e.\tracls from the writings of the 
first of the I:',nglish philosophers may be of 
at least passing interest to those who are 
speculating, as most of us are, upon the pos- 
sibilities of human invention, and they may 
perhaps put a reef in our self-conceit with 
which w-e assure ourselves that we are wiser 
than any generation that preceded us. The 
truth is that we have measured the achieve- 
ments of antiquity by the accomplishments 
of a time when learnin.g had been obscured 
under a cloud of superstition and inventive 
genius had been checked by the savagery of 
war. Wc have very inadequate conceptions 
of what ancient civilization really was. We 
only know that a virile race swept it out of 
existence. except for .some fr.igmentary 
acliieveiiients assignable to the Dark .A,ges. 
When wc endeavor to penetrate the veil that 
shows that jieriod in the history of mankind, 
we ,get glimpses of things that sti.ggest al- 
most infinite piissibiliiies. We live in an era 
of change, but when wc think i)\ what we are 
accomplishing in connection with what seems 
lo have been .'iccomiDlishcd long ago, ^vc feel 
like saying with the Hindu philosopher that 
all knowledge is only a recollection of what 
has been, and that our progress is towards the 
beginning. 



THE TROUBADORS 

A very remarkable phase of progress from 
the senii-savagcry of the Dark Ages to the re- 
finement of the Renaissance was that repre- 
sented by the Troubadors, These siii.gers mu.st 
not be confused with the Bards. _ The latter 
were the historians of their day. Their origin 
is lost in the mists of antiquity. They were pe- 
culiar to the Celtic race. In !)attle they excited 
anil encoura.ged the warriors with fierce song.s, 
which they sang to musical instruments, prol)- 
ably reseinbling the bagpiijcs. Picture in your 
mind a mass of half-naked fighting men charg- 
ing upon the Roman hosts and at their h.ead 
some even fiercer singer, now, piping wildly^ 
some weird strain, now chanting the story of 
some by-gone hero, now exhorting his follow- 
ers to protect their wives and children from a 
rajiacious foe. In times of peace it was he who 
went from hall to hall and sang of the bravo 
deeds of those who fell in llic fight. These 
bards were the product of a rug,god time. They 
made no pretence of refinement. Tiieir theme 
waswar, bloodshed and"death; or perhaps they 
told of the day.s that were even then old, when 



men who ^vere more than lialf gods played with 
the elements as they willed, and to whom the - 
storm and the ocean acted as servants. The 
¥roubadors were' the product of a later time. 
Their cult began about the Tenth Century and 
continued for about two hundred years, its 
culmination being in the .latter part of the 
Eleventh Century and the be.ginning of the 
Twelfth. The Troubador was not the poet of 
war, btit of 'love, -He did iKjt. sing of the brave 
deed's of heroes, but of the charms of fair wo- 
men. The triumphs that were his inspiration 
were the real or imaginary conquests of gallant 
men and fair women." As a rule they did not in- 
culcate a very high order of morality, although 
there were conspicuous exceptions; but it is to 
be remembered that the morals of those days 
were not just the same as those upon which we 
in the Twentieth ^Century profess ourselves 
and insist that others, at least, shall practice. 
The cult of the Troubadors was the immediate 
]M-ecur.sor of that of Chivalry, as Chivalry pre- 
ceded the Renaissance and the Renaissance 
jjrecedcd Aiodern Civilization. 

The Troubadors were not the .same as the 
W''andering .Alinstrcls. The latter were travel- 
ling jierformers, the predecessors of the stroll- 
ing players and the ancestors of the theatrical 
profession. They sang, danced, performed fests 
of sleight-of-hand, and in various ways amused 
both gentle and simple. The Troubadors were 
as a rule people of high social standing. Kings 
did not disdain the practice of the gentle art, 
as witness our own Richard Coeur de Leon, 
who prided himself no less upon his skill in 
versifying and song than ujion his martial 
achievements. The story of- how he made 
known his presence when in prison by singing 
one of his favorite lays is familiar to all. Nor 
was the male sex along given to it, although as 
a rule ladies only ])racticecl it in secret and 
showed their appreciation of it chiefly by their 
patronage. Many of the most famous women 
of the tune encouraged the Gia Saber, or Gay 
Science, as it was called. Among these was 
Eleanor, wife o' Menr)- II., by whom it was in- 
troduced into England and made extremely 
fashionable. Among the great Troubadors was 
AX'illiam IX.. Count of Poictiers and Aquitaine, 
some of whose songs have been preserved to 
this day. Unfcnntinately in many instances 
they are of too coarse a fibre for modern use, 
but in others they are full o£ beauty. Not in- 
frequently the Troubadors Avere of humble or- 
igin an<l gained favor of princes by their talent, 
whereby they were elevated to a rank equalled 
only by the nobility. Such an one was Bernard 
of Ventadour, whose admiration for the wife 
of the first prince he se"-ed became so strong 
that he had to take reiugc at another court. 
By the way, it is worth-mentioning that rarely 
were maidens the^ subjects of the lays of the 
'I'roubadors, married women always always be- 
ing the objects of the poets' admiration. .A 
famous Troubador was Junfrc Rudel, Prince 
of Blaya. Avho journeyed far to see the object 
of his passion, only to die in her arms a.s she 
greeted him. \A'iliiam of Gabestaing was an- 
other whose end was tragic. He paid his devo- 
tions to the wife of Raymond of Roussillion. 
The latter caused him lo be slain, and had his 
heart cooked and .served at the lady's dinner. 
^Vhcn she had eaten, he told her'. "Horrified, 
she sprang from the table, and leaping through 
an open window, was dashed to death on the 
stones below. Columns could be filled with 
stories of the Troubadors, some of them tragic, 
many of them gay, but the. aforegoing will 
have to suffice. 

The language of the Troubadors was al- 
way-s the same. It was a form of Latin, known 
as the Lengua Roniana at first and after- 
wards ;is Provencal. Its home was in Prov- 
ence, whence its sjjrcad to Limousine, Auvergne 
and adjoining countships, becoming the gen- 
eral language of the people. It travelled "fur- 
ther afield and became known at all the courts 
of Europe. Raimon A^'idal, one of the greatest 
of the Troubadors, claimed that it was the 
only true language of poetry. It wa.s written 
in rhyme, this form having been adopted from 
the Arabian invatlers of .Spain, who were of all 
])eoplc the most fluent rhymstei-s. It thus was 
the basis of alnnxsi all moderti poetry, for the 
])oeins of classic Greece and Rome depended 
wholly upon accent and made no pretence at 
rhyme. It is not possible to translate the songs 
of the Troubadors so as to be certain that the 
exact meaning of the words has always been 
caught, for the Provencal language has been in 
disuse for centuries; yet fair reproductions of 
some of them have been made. The following 
is one of the stanzas of a poem composed bv 
the Countess of Die, one of the famous singers 
of the Twelfth Century: 

J sing of one I wouKl not sing. 

Such anguish from my love hatli sprung; 
J love him more than earthly thing; 

But beauty, wit or pleading, wrung 
From my heart's depth, can again for me 

Ko .gratitude or courtesy. 

■' Bernard de V entadour, to whom reference 
has been above made, thus sang when he left 
the court where hi.s first love : 

i know not wiicn wc meet a.gain. 

For grief hath rent my heart in twain ; 

For. thec'the rpyal, court I fled, ^ ^ 
. piit guard me from the ills I dread; • ' ■ 
. , And'qtiic'k lUl joint U^^ - 
, , Of courteous .knights and ladies gay. 
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"On your trip abroad, did you sec any won- 
derful old ruins?" he a.sked. "Yes," she re- 
plipd archly, ."and' guess what?" "Well?" 
"One of them wanted lo marry me."

WhateveA'arying opinions we may hold, re- . 
garding the works of this prolific writer,;-iaU 
critics must agree as to her great conscien- 
tiousness and ability. She is uiKiuestionably 
and deservedly one of the most widely read of 
modern novelists, and her works have done 
something more than win a cheap notoriety for 
their author. They have created an indelliblc- 
impression upon the mind of the reading pub- 
lic for .good, for she exalts what is best in hu- 
man nature, and does not, a.s so many of our 
novelists do, disguise evil, under Avhich head- 
ing Ave may place flippancy, morbid cynicism 
and hysteria, in a cloak of apparent morality 
to insinuate a bad impression whether the 
Avritcr intends it to do so or not. Ariothcr 
reason for placing Marie Corclli in the front 
rank^'of Tvvciitieth Century ji'ovelists, is that 
she has never fallen short of the high stand- 
ard she set herself in her first notable produc- 
tion, "The Romance of Two Worlds." Each 
succeeding book has shown the Avriter's intel- 
lectual advancement. \^'hile'her style is not 
ponderous, there is alAYa3's a certain amoiiiit of 
unshakable dignity about it, and a dejith of elo- 
quence that has its birth in the auth.or's own 
courage of her convictions. Her themes arc 
usually lofty ones, and perhaps for this reason 
Ave do not miss the necessary ".saving sense of 
humor" which .Marie Corclli does not display- 
to any marked extent whether she posses it or 
not. ■ . 

It is only during the last fcAv years that 'Ave 
have had anything more than a fleeting 
.glimpse of this author's personality. One of 
the rea^ions, it is said, that she Avas treated so 
unkindly at first by the majority of critics was 
because she avouIcI not sue for favor, denied 
herself to interviewers, refused to give anv in- 
formation regarding her lifs, and held herself 
so loftily aloof as ,to^g<?tivinfie- jpurnajistic 
members that she felt lierself infinitely siiper- , 
ior to the rest of humankind. Happily this 
opinion has been. reversed, and Ave have learned 
a little something in regard to the character, of 
this really lovable, hard-AyqYkjng,-.ji).ainst^^^^ 
and noble-minded Avomaii. .' ' ' 

It can be qtiite readily understpqd wliy a 
large number of people decry some of her 
books oh the ground of their so-called attacks, 
upon the Church of Rome and the Chiircti of 
England. But, looking beneath the surface, 
Ave perceive that her condernnation is in no 
sense of the Avord a sweeping one. Some of 
the most beautiful characters that she has 
created are churchmen. Indeed, there is hard- 
ly one of her books that does' not hold;, up for 
our admiration men of Avhom she lias made 
more or less heroes, and Avho folloAV religious 
callings. Miss Corelli has never hesitated 
to attack hypocrisy wherever she found it, and 
she has no patience Avith charinin.g effects that 
cover ati unlovely interior, dogma that stands 
for narrow-mindedness and bigotry, or a par- 
ade of dignity as a cloak to sin. There is noth- 
ing prejudicial about her vicAvs of life, and she 
aims alwa)'-s to be a tolerant, fair-minded 
judge, whether or not Ave all agree as to her 
capabilitj' of judgment. 

Miss Corelli is very charming in her OAvn 
home, her manner is cordial and sympathetic, 
and she dispenses hospitality Avith a lavish 
hand, ller love for children is well known, 
she has befriended many homeless and suffer- 
ing ones, and is interested in various works of 
charity. Reccntl)-^ she has taken her place; on 
the public platform as . a' speaker on v various 
topics of the day, and she contributes an inter- 
esting paocr now and then on current events to 
leading publications. Needless to say, Avhat- 
ever she Avrites is ahvays in great demand by 
publishers and jjublic. 

The meagre facts which Ave can glean in re- 
gard to her early life are sufficient, ncA'crthe- 
icss, to enable us to judge that her childhood 
and young girlhood rnust.have been romantic. 
Though most people belicve'her'tO be an Eng- 
lishAvoman born and bred, she Avas, in fact, 
born in Italy. W'hilc she was a bab)^ the poet 
Charles Mackay adopted her and took her 
home to England. ProfoundI_v impressed by 
her intcHectual ability as she began to develop, 
her foster father .gave her the advantage of 
the best of educations. She started Avriting at 
an early aee, and when she felt that she- had a 
career before her she dctetmined. to. literally 
"make a name for herself," and adopted'.- the 
pseudonym of Marie Corelli as her legal name. 

Her books are many and varied. In one or 
two of them \ve find a slight!)- pessimistic vein, 
Avhich ha-^-ily does not nredominate in the 
.most of them. "The A'endctta," lor instance, is- 
a .gruesome tale, and " WprniAvood" is little bet- 
ter ; but there is-a long list of stories Avhich con- 
cern themscK'-es almost entirely Avith pleasing 
themes, so- avc can afford to overlook the ex- 
ception. 

In the order of their productions her books 
are as follows; The Romance of Two W^orlds, 
Thclma, Ardath, AVornnvood, Soul of Lillith, 
The \ endetta, Barabbas, The vSilencc of the, 
Mahrajah, SorroAvs of Satan, Cameos, Thcj 
' Mighty .Atom, The Murder of ■,peliciav•^J.£^.l^^^^^ 
The Master Christian, Boy, Temporal 'Powdr; 
God's Good Alan, and In Holy Orders, which 
has been ])ublished within the last few months. 

Miss Corelli is forty-six, and it is probably 
not t(x-) much to say that shcdias her best work 
yet ^o do. )

Hybridization involves a knowledge of the 
parts of the Howcr and of their particular func- 
tions. It is based on the fact of the sexuality 
of plants. When ripe pollen from the stamens 
of a flower belonging to one variety of species 
is placed on the mature stigmas of a flower 
belonging to another variety, the pollen grkins 
.s^n4.. down- slender tubes through the styles 
into the ovary, where they enter the ovules 
and come int6 contact with the egg-cells. A 
male germ cell then passes out of the tube and 
fuses with the nucleus of the egg-cell. This 
process is known as fertilization of the egg- 
cell by the male germ cell. The fertilized egg- 
cell soon divides into many cells and becomes 
an embryo. The plant that develops from this • 
embryo.is a hybrid, and the process of forma- 
tion' iS called hybridization. 

The principles of hybridization of plants 
were unknown before the eighteenth century. 
The development of our knowledge of hybrid- 
ization is largely due to Kolrtuter (1760), 
Knight (18 — ) and Darwin. Later additions 
were contribut'^d by Gaertner, Naudin, Kocke, 
Vilmorin, Mendel and others. To Darwin we 
owe the phrase: "Nature abhors perpetual 
self-fertilization," which does not hold true in 
the case of many vigorous plants such as 
-tobacco, wheat and barley. Dr. East says 
.Darwin's phrase should probably be changed 
to read: "Nature resists any sudficn cliange 
in long estalilishecl con(liti(Mis." 

It is well known that many planes ha\-e 
special adaptations in their flowers, whereby 
self-fertilization is prevented ; that the highly 
.colored flowers are usually cross-fertilized by 
insects; that the more inconspicuous flowers 
are. cross-pollinated by wind, etc., etc. Darwin 
proved by numerous experiments that the pro- 
ducts of crosses were tVsually more vigorous 
than the parents of the hybrid. It has also 
been observed that "in general the closer the 
botanical relations of two plants, the more 
easily they will cross. Crosses between vari- 
eties are generally very easy to make ; those 
between Linnacn species have been made in 
quite a number of instances, while crosses be- 
tween genera and families are rare." More- 
over, it has been observed that hybrids arising 
from parents not closely related are much 
more likely to be sterile than are those from 
parents nearly related. 

While a host of facts regarding hybrid- 
ization had been accumulated, no gfeneral prin- 
ciple had been established until Mendel pub- 
lished a report in 1865. The e.xperiments em- 
bodied in the report were made between 1855 
and 1865,- and were published in the trans- 
actions of an obscure society in Brunn, Aus- 
-tria. This publication lay up.r^oiiced until 
1900. i.-.i-- •■■ t . 

-,If one turns to the ^yorks on plant breed- 
ing published before 1900 he will realize how 
vague at that time Avere our notions of the 
laws regarding hybrids. No per.son seqmed 
to be able to predict with any degree of cer- 
tainty the result of crossing varieties of plants. 
In fact, contradictory results are often report- 
ed by dilTerent plant breeders. "The facts were 
wonderful enough, but tl.ey showed no signs 
. of falling into orderly arrangement." Mendel's 
results were formulated in two laws: 

,1. The Law of Dominance, which may be 
expressed thus: "If two contrasting characters 
which have previously bred true are crossed, 
one only, the dominant character, appears in 
the hybrid." ("Kast ) ; and 

2. The Law of Inheritance, which may 
be stated as follows: "In succeeding gener- 
ations, self-fertilized j)lants grown from seeds 
of the cross reproduce both characters, in the 
proportion of three of the„dominant charac- 
ter to one of the recessive character.- Further- 
more, the recessive character- continues ever 
to breed true, while those plants bearing the 
dominant character are one-third pure domin- 
ants, which ever after breed true to the dom- 
inant character, and two- thirds hybrid dom- 
inants which contain the recessive character 
in a hidden condition." (East). 

iMcndel's experiments in cross-breeding 
were made with ihc common .garden peas, 
which are cajiable of self-fertilization, and 
-which have numerous varietal forms, distin- 
guished by the color and shape of the seed, 
the cqjor of the flowers, the color of the pods, 
the, length of the stems, and the arrangement 
of the flowers on the stem. He determined the 
heredity first of all, of eacli set of characters; 
i. e., yellow and green seeds, round and angu- 
nlar seeds, smooth and wrinkled seeds, and 
so forth. He found, for example (a) that 
when yellow and .green seerled varieties were 
crossed he cihlained only yellow-seeded hy- 
brids. (Generation I'\ t ) the' yellow being 
^dominant to the .green which is recessive. 

. (b) ■ When, however, the hybrid plants 
•were self-fertilized, the seeds obtained in this 
second ■ generation (F 2) were composed of 
both yellov/ and green forms,— ^in the- propor- 
tion of three yellow to one green. 

' (c) When the plants arising from green 
seeds of tlie second generation^jwere self-fer- 
tilize?!, only plants with gj^n (F3) seeds 
were obtained. ''^ 

(d) When the yellows of the second gen- 
eration were self-fertilized, some gave rise to 
plants with yellow seeds only, while others 
gave rise to plants with yellow and green 
seeds in the proportion of three to one ,as in 
■.the second generation (F2). 

In like manner Mendel crossed peas, each 
possessin.g one of a set of characters and ob- 
tained similar results. He found "round seeds 
dominant over wrinkled, colored seed coats 
over white seed coats, tallness over dwarf- 



ness," etc. The similarity of the results led 
"Mendel to the conception of pairs /Of imif- 
characters of which cither can be carried to 
any gamete, or sc.x cell, to the exclusion of the 
other." De Vrics adopts this idea of an or- 
ganism being composed of a bundle of unit- 
characters in his theory of mutations, and con- 
siders a mutation to differ froni the parent 
plant in the addition of a unit-character, not 
previously possessed by the parent. Such is 
the idea of a discontinuous variation. 

Mendel carried on experiments where peas 
possessing two or rnore pairs of contrasting 
characters were crossed, and found that the 
separate pairs were transm'ittcd entirely in- 
dependently of one another. 'When, for ex- 
ample, a tall yellow-seeded pea was crossed 
\yith a dwarf green-seeded one, the Fi plants 
all exhibited the dominant character of each 
pair, and were tall yellows. In the next gen- 
eration appear, as usual, talis and dwarfs in 
the ratio of 3. i, and also yellows and greens 
in the same ratio. If we suppose that there 
arc 16 plants, it is clear that 12 of these will 
be tall, and that the other 4 will be dwarf. 
Now, of every 4 talis, 3 will be yellows and t'.ic 
other green, (^ut of our 12 tails, therefore, 
9 will be yellows and 3 will be green. Similar- 
ly, of the 4 dwarfs, 3 will be yellow and one 
■ will be green. Consequently, the F2 gener- 
ation arising from the cross will consist of 9 
yellow tails, 3 green talis, 3 yellow dwarfs, 
and one dwarf green. In other wonls, thre 
will bo for every 16 plants a class of each 
sho\ving the doniinant cliarncter of one jiair 
and the recessive of the other: and one plant 
with both recessive characters. Mendel es- 
tablished by experiments that these were the 
proportions that actually occurred, a result 
which has been amply confirmed since his 
time for other plants as for animals. And the 
principle- may be extended iridefinitely for any 
number of pairs of character's." (Punnctt).

COLOR OF THE HORSE 
CAME IT? 



WHENCE 



S. Johnstone in Canadian I'arm 
If you should chance to ask a friend if he 
ever saw a white horse he would surely reply 
that he had, and the chances arc that he would 
be wrong — (piite wi-on,g. Why? Because a 
white horse is a white horse and'most horses 
\vhich people think are white are not white at 
all. They are merely .grey horses, \vhich with 
advancing age, have grown lighter and lighter 
ill color until they seem to be white. Never- 
theless they were not born white, never were 
white and never will be white. I have known 
red loan horses turn whiter — if the term is ad- 
missable — than any grey one I have ever seen, 
but, even they Aveie not white, tliough the 
reason why they should be more nearly wdiile 
than those ori.ginally .grey is not hard to give. 

Now, did you ever see a horse that was born 
white? In an experience which covers the best 
part of four decades I have had personal knowl- 
edge of two in widely separated portiinis of 
North America. 1m \ c nther.^ 1 have seen which 
I knov.' must hnvQ been horn white. Morses 
that are really white are .VIbinos and come into 
this vale of tears as pure s])orts of nature or as 
the immediate descendants of such freaks. 
The Pre-historic Horse 
Perhaps to the horseman the suhjeci of 
equine coloration may not be of much practi- 
cal interest in dollars and cents, but as a field 
f6r academic speculation and research it is 
fertile in the extreme. In the rocks we can 
trace the evolution of the horse from his origin- 
al ancestor ( Phenacoflus primaevus, ancestor 
of all ungulate animals, tn the Pliocene f<n-m in 
which he had assumed a horse-like a|ipearaiice, 
if iiot size. His earliest history is as j^lain as 
if written, up to that time, but of course his 
color rintst remain a mystery. Fossils tell noth- 
ing about the liveries worn by animals of an 
age prior to the advent of man on this round 
earth. 

For many years a .great gulf remained fixed 
between the pi-e-liistoric and historic horse, but 
the Russian explorer, I'rjevalski, solved the 
mystery. In the Altai Mountains in Mongolia 
he discerned what is considered to be the or- 
iginal t^-iie of horse — a mere pony in size, hut a 
true horse in specific characteristics. I'rjeval- 
ski's horse has ln-en eapturcfl, reared in cap- 
tivity and thoroughly studied, lie bi-ecds true 
to color, and that color is a light dnn or clav 
bank. Therefore it is accepted as true that dun 
— a yellowish sort of color — was the hue of the 
original equine coat, and it is a very persistent 
color to this day, so much so that in range 
bands "yallers" arc very unwelcome indeed. 
A "yaller" sire will make a "yaller" band in a 
comparatively short time, anrf "yaller" is not a 
poimlar color nowadays. 

Starting with this yellowish or dun color as 
the foundation, we are confronted with the cu- 
rious fact that the Tarpans, which before Prje- 
valski's discovery were believed to be the earli- 
est equine type available, were mouse-colored. 
This race is now probably extinct— Western 
Asia was its habitat— but a very curious fact is 
that the only specimen of the Tarpan ever cap- 
tured, so far as I can find out, was mouse-col- 
ored with one bay foreleg. This may or may 
not throw light on the following contentions, 
but there is surely some unknowable connec- 
tion between the dun and the mouse-color. 
The Bay Horse 

Bay is the general name bestowed on the 
equine color in which the foxy red predomin- 
ates. . No. good reason has ever been advanced 
why tills- color should have been called bay. 
When you come to tliink of it, the term has no 
real derivative significance, save by common 
consent. Lexicographers of undying fame in 
every clime and nation give but halting defini- 
tion's and, derivations of the word. However, 



we all know what a bay horse is, but why a 
horse is bay we take on trust. Once upon a 
tii-ne a man undertook to prove that the word 
bay referred originally to the location of the re- 
gion in which the color was evolved — some- 
where around a bay— but the gentleman v/as 
unknowing of the antiquity of the historic 
horse and its original montaine habitat. 

Be the derivation of the term bay whatever 
it may, delvers in the du.sty lore of the past are 
agreed that toward that hue — foxy red — was 
the first, variation in equine coloration. A red 
horse is .more attractive to the eye than a'dun 
one. Reading your DarArin you learn how vari- 
ations in color are perpetuated-r-they attract 
the fetnale and so survi-ve. Foxy red (bays), 
then, was the first improvement on the dun, 
later the .golden chestnut, or golden sorrel as it 
is coi-nmonly but eri-oneously termed. But still 
we have no greys and no blacks. These came 
as sports — accidental exponents of Albinism 
and Melanism. Whether the dark chestnuts 
and browns came as the result of the coupling 
of the black with other colors, or the black 
came as a sjiort from these darker hues, need 
not bother u.s. .'\ftcr the white and the black 
came on the earth, whether after the domina- 
tion of the horse by man or before it, the equine 
race could run the full gamut of color-tones. 
.'\s bearing somewhat on this situation the fact 
remains to this day that white and black horses 
are the hardest to breed true to color. 
The White Horse 

So now we return to our white horse. Really 
white horses — .Albinos — are foaled white, witli 
pink pi,gmcntless skins. Grey horses are foaled 
IWack. Illack- horses are foaled a rust}- brown. 
Dun horses are foaled dim. Red roans, bays, 
browns and chestnuts are foaled much the same 
color — more or less of a rusty red. A foal will 
begin to shed around the eyes the coat that was 
born on him. There you can first discover his' 
true color. The domesticated horse is such a 
romposite that exceptions to all rules are fre- 
(juent, but the facts as detailed hold good in 
the main. All of which gives us quite a clear 
insight into the evolution of color, in the equine 
subject. The grey was a later color than the 
black, the black later than the red, the white 
a freak, the dun original, the other common 
colors iiearlv contemporaneous with each other. 

If a .grey horse is foalefl black and later 
turns what is called while, it is perfectly plain 
that he is not a white horse, because if lie is 
foaled black he has a black skin, and black his 
skin remains to his dying day. On the con- 
trary, if he is foaled white he has a skin which 
is flevoid of ]iignient and the hair inust be 
v.'hite. Then we have a really 'white or .'Mbino 
horse. Parallels drawn in any sort of a dis- 
sertation ancnt the horse are usually easily 
shattered, but this one is ventured. Incident- 
ally, the horse is thei' meanest thing on earth 
in this regard, as he Js the noblest, if the least 
intelligent, in manyibthers. Paying particular 
attention to this matter of coloration, I have 
noted men with hair on their heads "as white 
as the driven snow," yet with a hirsuit adorn- 
ment of the bands as black as the ace of spades. 
Which proves that the whiteness of the poll is 
an accident, a result, an effect of post-natal en- 
vironment. So with the everyday white horse 
of the streets. 

So far I have taken no account of piebalds 
and skewbalds, or. of the white markings com- 
mon to most horses, more especially to the 
Clydesdale, Shire, Hackney, Thoroughbred 
and other well kncnvn breeds, nor do I pro- 
pose to here. I invite no controversy, but if 
we lake Cajjlain Hayes' word for it we can ac- 
count for the parti-colors easily enough. He 
says that the Batak ponies in Sumatra were 
originally a mouse-colored breed. An Albino 
stallion, however, was foaled within the do- 
main of a certain nali\-e ]iotentate, which was 
commandeered as a sort of ro^'al prerogative, 
as it were. This white ]3ony was used in the 
"royal " stud, with the result, the fashion be- 
ing scl, that the Batak ponies are now a pie- 
bald race. Piebald means black and white; 
skewbald some other color, such as bay or 
chestnut, and white. If, as Dr. Andrew Wil- 
son v.-as wont to drill into us at the Iv.linlnirgh 
I 'iii\-ei sit \- in the days ot long ago, "the pres- 
ent is the kc\- to the ])ast," -we k-now hmv the 
parti-colors ori.ginated. And yet tliere are 
other theories and opinions. Perhaps the true 
.Ljdspel of the evolution of the coloration of 
the horse has not yet been preached. As I be- 
g.in with a question, yet me finish with an- 
other — just to keep interested people interest- 
ed Did anyone ever see a .grey horse which 
had not, at the least, cither a sire or a dam of 
that color? 



DISEASES OF THE HORSE'S FOOT— 
QUARTER CRACK 

Quarter cracks — or sand cracks as they are 
sometimes called — arc cracks in the wall of 
the hoof be.ginning at the top of the hoof be- 
tween the liair and the horn and extcnding 
downwards to the slioe. They usually occur 
on the insi<le quarter of the front feet. They 
almost always ])roduce more or less lameness. 
Every time the foot is placed on the ground 
and the weight of ^nimal thrown in it the 
crack will spread to a certain extent and pro- 
duce soreness of 'the part. Occasionally a red 
colored fluid will be seen issuing from the 
crack. 

This condition may occur in an instant by 
the horse treadin.g on a stone or other hard 
substance but ordinarly it comes on graduall}' 
because of sonic interference with the healthy 
growth of. the •.horn,, which becomes first dry 
and hrittlc atftl'" then the crack gradually ap- 
pears. It is n)ore likely to occur in weak feet 
and in fafct d ^quarter crack is usually consid- 
ered a sure si.gn of a weak foot, althou.gh the 
best of feet are liable to suffer fi-om it if ex- 
])osed to injuries snficient to cause the trouble. 
Treatment 

A quarter crack .will never grow together 



again. The only treatment is to start a healthy 
growth of horn from the top, in which case the 
crack will gradually grow downwards until 
the new and healthy growth.will have reached 
•the'shoe and the crack of course disappear. In - 
order to do this the top part of the crack next 
the hair is either cut out or seared with a hot 
iron so as to obliterate the crack at the top and 
start a healthy growth of horn. All dirt should 
be carefully removed from the crack and the 
foot put in a poultice of some kind every night 
to soften the parts and remove any inflamma- 
tion that may be present. 

Care must also be taken in applying the 
shoe. There should be no weight allowed to 
rest on the shoe on the quarter in which the 
crack is seated. The whole quarter should be 
rasped a little shorter than the rest of the 
foot, so that when the foot is on the ground 
and the weight, of the animal thrown on it, 
there will be bearing on the diseased quarter. 
A bar shoe is very useful in order to place a 
share of the weight on the frog .which in the 
natural unshod foot is required to bear its 
share of the pressure. — Dr. H. G. Reed in 
Farm and Dairy. 

PACKING EGGS °FOR HATCHING 

It is a well known fact that eggs for hatch- 
ing sent by post or rail frequently give poor 
results, The fault lies sometimes with the eggs, 
but still more frequently with the system of 
packing adopted. The aim should he to avoid 
not only broken shells but also to prc\'ent in- 
jury to the delicate nien-ibrane enclosing the 
yolk, as an egg may be completely spoiled 
for hatching without a trace of fracture ap- 
pearing on the shell. This can be prevented 
liy using a package of moderate size and 
weight. 

Of the many patent egg boxes some of the 
best are too expensive, others are too small, 
and a still greater number too fragile. The 
]jopular cardboard boxes are objectionable. 
The}' undoubtedly save labor in packin.g, and 
are light in weight, but their initial cost, the 
number of breakages that occur whenever 
they are used, and the fact that so few people 
return them, make these boxes an expensive 
item for the small poultry keeper. 

After trial of many difl'erent kinds of pack- 
age, nothing has been found to compare with 
a plain wooden box 11 x x 3^/4 inthe^ 
(outside n-ieasurcments) i-nade of the very 
lightest boards. Divisions of wood or card- 
board are not necessai-y ; they add to the cost 
without increasing the efficiency. Boxes should 
be bought from the manufacturers in pieces; 
that is, the wood, should be cut to the exact 
size ready for nailing together, the nails being 
supplied with the wood. The advantage of 
buying in this way is that the cost of car- 
riage is less, and the pieces can be packed in 
a sack, and are, therefore, far less liable to 
damage in transit than the made-up boxes 
would be. 

To pack a dozen eggs a layer of hay is 
placed at the bottom of the box*. Each egg 
is first wrapped in a piece of newspaper and 
then in a strip of soft hay, after which it is 
placed on end in the box. A box of the di- 
mensions given holds twelve eggs in four rows 
of three eggs each. It is most important that 
the eggs should stand on end, and that they 
should be so tightly packed that they cannot 
move when the box is roughly handled or 
shaken. The proper amount of hay to use is 
easily determined -with a little practice. The 
lid should be tied on, never nailed, and no 
label is necessary, as the address can be writ- 
ten with indelible pencil on the white wood. 
The danger of having valuable high-i)riced 
eggs broken or interfei»;d with when sent in 
a box that is tied only, and not nailed, can be 
overcome by screwing down the lid. 

Every vendor of eggs for hatching should 
be provided with a stamp and a bottle of en- 
doi-sing ink to stamp every cg.g sold, l.iy this 
means, any attempt to substitute inferior cg.gs 
on the jourtiey or to claim falsely for the re- 
placiii.g of infertile eggs can be detected. 

In order to get best results, all eggs for 
hatching that have been sent a journey should 
be unpacked and allowed to rest on their ^ides 
for twenty^hours before they are placed under 
the hen.

A POULTRY-GARDEN COMBINATION 

Along the line of the articles in Country Life 
on the truth about the poultry business, I 
would like to suggcs. that the ])oulti-yman who 
would raise poultry oidy, without a garden or 
selling eggs for hatching, would lack so much 
> in business acumen that he would not succeed 
in anything under heaven. 

One of the most valuable assets of the hen 
3'ard is the fertilizer produced ; no one who 
tlu-ows this away can hope to succeed. This 
guano is worth $3 per barrel. What business 
could afford to throw away such a by-])roduct? 

A combination of stnall fruits or truck and 
poultry is ideal, and the only way quo can 
make the fullest use of the produpts of the en- 
tet-prise! 

To utilize the manure it is only necessary 
to have a few barrels — whiskey barrels arc 
best — and bore about two hundred small holes 
around the aides in rows. Then fill this with 
soil and the guano, and in each of the holes 
place a strawberry plant. As you fill up -the 
barrel gradually to the top place a' small hol- 
low tile vertically in the barrel so that the top 
of the tile coi-ncs just to the top of the bar- 
rel; then water through the tile cve;y other 
day, filling the tile with water. In this way 
two hundred plants can be raised on space 
that would take care of but five plants. 

Another way is to use ton-iatoes instead of 
strawberries. . Fewer holes would be necessary 
■ and it would be further necessary to prune the 



vines quite closely as they grow. The guano 
should also be used in hotbeds in early spring. 
In fact, it should go very far toward supplying 
the fowls with food. 

'The yards soon become foul from drop- 
pings. The ordinary poultry keeper grows de- 
spondent at the losses- through disease from 
this filth. The proper way should be to make 
a frame about six inches or more high and ■ 
cover with wire netting. Under this frame 
coyer the ground completely with wheat ;',pr 
oats and then cover with a thin layer of soil. 
Water this daily and a very thick sod will 
spring up and the wheat or oats will grow up 
through the v/ire to feed the chickens. They 
will cat it as fast as it grows high enough to 
reach, but will not scratch the roots up. 

When the^soil is thus purified place the 
frame elsewhere in the yard and repeat the op- 
eration till the whple yard is purified, and then 
keep on doing the satne thing over again. Thus 
the great value of the guano is made an asset, 
while the ordinai-y poultryman makes it a 
source of contagion. This little plan will fur- 
nish green food perpetually. 

The selling of eggs for sitting should be 
counted in as part of a utility plant; it would 
be madness for any poultryman to do otherwise 
than breed from pure-bred fowls. There is a 
demand for eggs from such, stock which will 
advertise itself, and no breeder would be wise 
to breed from mongrels when there is a de- 
mand for eggs at from fift}^ cents up to $30 
per sittin.g for eggs from pure-bred stock. 

Poultry raising .goes naturally with smalt 
and large fruits. Each needs the other, and 
fancy breeding is also a part, for no one would 
buy eggs of the verv finest mongrels at any- 
thing more than say five cents per dozen above 
market i^rice.— Milton AV. Brown. 



THE ARMY HORSE PROBLEM 

A conference of representatives of the 
various agricultural societies and the chief as- 
sociations connected with horses has been 
discussing, in London, the question of the 
supply of horses for war purposes. There 
has been a considerable decline in horse breed- 
ing in the last 30 years, especially in the lighter 
breeds, and at recent years the rapid introduc- 
tion of motor cabs in London and other cities 
has lessened the demand for horses to an 
alarming extent. The London Omnibus 
Company is disposing of its horses at the rate 
of as many as 150 a day, and motor pmtiiubses 
replace the older horse-draWn- vehicle. 1[*he 
South African war took 400,000 horses, a.nd 
in case of emergency the government would 
need from 3OO,00b'to 500,000 horses within 12 
or 18 months. ■ ' 

The conference recommended a i-nuch more 
liberal appropriation for the encouragement of 
horse breedin.g than the present grant of £5,- 
000. France spends £300,000, Germany and 
Austria £200,000 each for this purpose and 
the suggestion was m.ade that, vthci; United. 
Kingdom could well afford £500,000 a year' 
for such a laudable cause. Another proposal 
was that 50,000 brood mares throughout the 
country should be "ear-marked for military 
purposes and that such a subsidy should be 
paid to the o-w,'ners as would prevent such 
brood marcs being exported. 

Whatever course the .government adopts 
must be done quickly as the remount problem 
is a serious one. Ever since the South Afri- 
can war there have been many weedy looking 
horses in even crack cavalry regiments.

THE DANGEROUS FLY 

» 

In an evenings address at the recent annual 
meeting c;f the Ontario Entomological Society, 
Dr. Hewitt, the new Dominion Entomologist, 
entertained and instructed a very lat-.ge audi- 
ence t)y an account of the common house fly. 
He said that these insects were among the 
most dangerous of all, chiefly through the.part 
they played in spreading disease. Numerous 
cases of typhoid were caused by them, and the 
death of thousands of infants was shown to 
have been brought about b}^ their agency. The 
main way in which the flies carry disease is 
by first frequenting excrement from sick pa- 
tients, or filth laden with disease germs, or 
sores on animals of any kind, and thus getting 
thousands or even millions of the germs on 
their legs, tongue and body. Then, alighting 
on the food and drink, they contaminate it 
with these .germs, and thus introduce them into 
the human system. All mothers and housekeep- 
ers should see that food, and especially milk 
for infants, is kept where flics cannot get ac- 
cess to it. Moreover, no filth of any kind, but 
especially horse-manure, should be left exr 
posed, because it is in these that the flies lay 
their eggs and breed. A single fly may lay 
about 1,000 eggs, and these may all turn into 
full-grown flies in about ten days after they 
are laid.

Germany has tlie highest developed system 
of forest nianaj^cmcnt and conscr\-ation. It has 
nearly 35 million acres of forest, of which 31. g 
per cent hclongs to the stale, 1.8 to the crown, 
16.1 to communities, 46.5 to private persons, 
1.6 to corporations, and 2.1 to institutions and 
associations. 

For>each citizen there is a little more than 
three-fifths of an acre of forest ; and thouj?h 
53 cubic feet of wood to the acre is produced 
in a year, wood imports have exceeded wooil 
exporUs for more than forty years, anil 300.- 

000. 000 cubic feet, valued at i^So.ooo.obo, or 
more tiian one-si.xth of the home consumption, 
is imported each year. 

In forestry, Germany has always led in 
scientific thoroughness; the scientific knowl- 
edge has been applied with the greatest techni- 
cal success; and it has ]5rociireil an increasing 
forest otiti)iit togctlicr willi an enlargement of 
profits. It will be interesting at the outset to 
state the luiropcan forestry theory, the l)asis 
iiw whii'li Germany and other nations have con- 
tlucted tiieir conservation worl<, and statistics 
and summaries to come later to show that there 
has been a profit in the practice of the theory. 

In the cultivated forests of Germany the ab- 
sence of underbrush and decayed logs and 
lind)s. the density of the ol'rcst. and tlie even 
distrilnition of the trees, often planted in long 
straight rows, immediately arrest the attention. 
One can walk witli ea.se, or drixc anywhere 
among tliem, except where the hills are loo 
.steep or stony« or where the trees .stand too 
closely together, this always being the case in 
young woods. The trees arc not permitted to 
reach tiic ftdl limit of their life and then, as the 
result of decay, to tall and remani rotting on 
the ground. 'Piicy are considered as wood cap- 
ital, wliicli adds interest to itself as long as the 
trees continue to grow, at first slowly when 
the trees are small, more ra])iclly when they are 
of medium size,, and more slowly again when 
they become large. When the trees die the 
wood interest ceases entirely, and as they dc- 

1. a\' the cajiital i.s reduced. The forester leaves 
this wood canital as long as the interest con- 
tinues satisfactory. Then, when the growth de- 
clines, it is removed, the forester taking the 
trunks and limbs, and the peasants gathering 
up the brush and often dieting the stumps, 
although these, too, are frequently taken care 
of bv the forester and sold in the market to pay 
the cost of their removal. In some German dis- 
tricts all the t)roclucts are marketed. In Meck- 
lenburg a good la\ er of lea\-cs and moss sells 
for S\6 an acre. In some sccti(~)ns a nominal 
sum is charged for brushwood; in iIt^ Spcssart, 
Bavaria, it has long been the right ( f peasants 
to gather the forest litter without charge. 
Sometimes this permission applies to the gath- 
enn{r of nuts, wdiich are used as, food for do- 
mestic animals. 

The United State shas 164,000.000 acres of 
land in the 165 national forests, besides 2,722,- 
726 acres of stale-ov.'ned forests and 40,000.- 
000 acres of woodlands in the Philippines. .And 
the tnblc below, taken from official go\ern- 
ment statistics in a United States Forest Ser- 
vice bulletin, is what oui* national forests re- 
turn as a federal investment, cotupared with 
the Saxon figures. 

In this statement the American may learn 
the difference between advanced Huroix'an for- 
estry at almost lis highest profit and the lesser 
profit just Ijcginnin'*;- to accrue to llu' United 
States as a residt of its endeavor to i'o.ster its 
wood-|)rodticing resonrccs. Sa.xonv's total 
area amounts t.i 5.780 Fnglish square miles, of 
which almost one-half is covered with nrivale 
and governmental forest. The last the state 
treasurer place.s as the highest revenue pro- 
ducer after the state railway, anrl they e.Nceed 
the revenues from all other sources, taxation 
included. The total rpiantity of timber cut in 
ii;o6 is estimated at 1,231,472 cubic A-ards ( ^t,.- 
250.J.97 cubic feel), representing woocN used 
for fuel and for all other purposes. To this 
nnisl be added a '-''dd f)f brushwood cut and 
sold for fuel use principally of 190,415 cubic

Deducting from the total figures llie cost 
of forest cultivation, witli salaries and wages 
of the entire service included, amounting to 
$l,,"?c'7,c;8o, the net profit of $2,126,036 was add- 
ed to the treasury in iqC^ There is nothing 
unusual in thii> result, as the ten preceding 
years show equally high figures, a few .slightly 
exceeding the 1906 revenues, and others being 
lower in a very slight degree. 

More and more accustomed to weighing 
(|uestions, whether national or individual, in 
dollars and cents, there is contained for the 
.■\nierican public in the above official state- 
ment the most potent argtimcnt for increased 
conservation of forest lands. Systematic slate 
forestry began in' Germany 150 years ago, 
when the countrv felt the pinch of a wood 
shortage, but there were also contributory 
causes, such as the effect upon agriculture and 
stream i\o\v, due chiefly to erosion, just 
across the b(5rder, I'Vance. denuded of its for- 
ests, vi'as having trouble with its mountain tor- 
rents, and the Germans opened their eyes to 



the daiiger.s of floods in their own lands. Pro- 
tective forests were provided for by Bavaria 
in 1852, by Prussia in 1875, and by Wurttem- 
berg in 1879. -^^^i^^ '•'^'^ German states 

practice forestry with success. 

In Prussia the forests cover nearly 7.000,- 
000 acres, and methods of management adopt- 
ed call for a sustained yield. In conseciuence, 
the productivity has been multiplied threefold 
in seventy-five years, in 1830 the yield was 
20 cubic feet an acre; in 1S65. 24 cubic feel; in 
1S90, 52 cubic feet; in 1904, 65 cubic feet. 

Sa.xony has 4^,000 acres of state forests, 
and its yield rose 55 per cent between 1820 and 
1904. It is now 93 cubic feet an acre. These 
increases are not limited to Germany, since 
other F.uropcan nations, notably Italy and 
.Switzerland, are now reaping large revenues 
from their timber lands. 

Where Sa.xoii forests are yielding $5.30 an 
acre, those of Wiirttemburg yield a. net annual 
revenue of $6, and those of several smaller 
administrations exceed this! There are also 
a large number of private forests managed 
with great success, whose revenues equal or 
exceed $6 an acre. For 15,600,000 acres of 
state, munioinal, and private forests included in 
a cam-.iss. it was found that the a\-eragc net 
annual rc\'enuc an acre — from good, bad, and 
indifferent land — was $2.40. 

The forests are managed largelj' in com- 
partments, each of which, when the mature 
trees arc considcreil ready for removal, is cut 
clean and ])lautc(l with a new crop. vSomelimes 
the cnm])artincnts are located so that the cut- 
ling proceeds rcgularl}- in one direction as a 
protection against the prevailing winds, and at 



intervals of perhaps ten years, in wdiich case 
the forest shows distinctly ten or twelve "age 
classes," arranged in a series of jirogressivc 
heights. If a compartment is harvested and 
re-stocked each year, the number of age classes 
will of course equal the age to which the trees 
are allowed to grow. "Cutting clean" is most 
commonly used in pine and spruce forests of 
Germany. These trees are mostly started in 
nurseries where the seeds are .sown. In two 
years they are transplanted when six inches 
high. They grow in two or three years morfe 
to be twelve or fifteen inches tall,~ arid then 
they are moved again to denuded fields and re- 
planted about four feet ai)art, so that in a short 
time thev will begin to crowd each other. This 
condition compclls the trees to grow tall and 
slender and to shed their lower branches, there- 
by permitting a growth of timber free from 
knots. The trees are usually planted in straight 
rows, and in about twenty years a thinning is 
necessary. In spruce forests sometimes more 
than half of the trees are removed at the fir.st 
"thinning." These are sold for firewood, poles 
and various other uses. The fuel wood, laid 
at the road.sidc. brings aboni S2.25 a cord. Sub- 
sequent thinnings arc necessary about every 
ten or fifteen vears. I'uilding material laid 
at the roadside brings nine cents a cubic foot; 
good spruce fuel wood, $3 a cord. On the poor 
.sandy soil of ^Mecklenburg, a thinning in 
Scotch, fiiiic. when the trees are twenty years 
old, yields onlv about $2 an acre; wdien forty, 
.'s5 ; when sixty. $10; when one hundred, ,^30. 
Ill the I'!rz Mountains, Saxony, thinnings when 
twenty years old bring $4; \vhen forty, $15; 
when sixty, $80. 



Every product of the forests of Germany 
and Southern fiuropc finds ready utilization. 
This is due to the good market, population, 
low wages, and good' roads. The effect of the 
market is everywhere . apparent in the great 
economy of wood. In hotels heat is a luxury 
for which guests often pay an extra charge. 
\ illagc and forest houses are seldom construct- 
ed of wood. Walls of plaster or cement are 
the rule. Floors arc made of stone in many 
cases, and tiles and iron take the place of shin- 
gles. AVooden fences, board sideyvalks, and 
block pavements are uacommon. 

Yet the forest's, which cover one-iourtli of 
the area, fall far short of the requirement. 
Germany imports more than 300,000,000 cubic 
feet of timber, jiaying the duty of 28 cents for 
every 210 iiounds of rough timber or logs and 
S1.J5 for e\-ery 210 pounds, or one cubic nicler 
(3.T-3 cubic feet) of dressed limber. Germany's 
own production of timber amounts to more 
than 600,000,000 cubic feet. If Germany were 
to supply the deficiency from its own soil, it 
would need an additional 20.000.000 acres. The 
percentage of forestr\' soil wrnilrl be increascfl 
from 26 to 40 per cent rif its area. It is doubt- 
ful if there arc more than 2,500.000 acres for 
this purpose. If e\cry .ixailablc spot were 
utilized, and all the waste lands that arc not 
well adapted for agriculture were planted in 
pine, spruce, fir, and other trees, it would re- 
(|uirc fift}' years for them to be ready for 
market, and then the supply woiihl not ecpial 
the demand. Onlv B:u-aria and Wurttemberg 
have a surplasage of home timber. 

It is the custom to buy iiidi\'idual trees 
rather than forests. There is a market unit of 




Forty years ago the artificial Icite. in the

Any define 
ite facts are of great value, but those who 
have recorded their observations of the be- 
havior of elk, <\ccr. foxes, horses, cows, dom- 
estic poultry, i)arlridges and (|uail, in the most 
important |)articiil;ir of all li;i\e failed to make 
their oliservations of u'^c. They lia\-e not al- 
wavs said whether lliey referred to tlirigibles 
or aeroplanes— that is, to gigantic snails or 
to winged things ; and the birds at least will 
distinguish between these two. I am less 
sure about the fo.xes and quadrupeds gener- 
ally. They, I dare say, will be startled by 
either, but probably not much alarmed. Still, 
not the greatest fear, but the loss, will do the 
most harm with game birds. That seeming 
parodox is simjiic truth, and siiiipl\- explained. 
First of all, il should be known that a brooil, 
or covey, scattered is one which will quickly 
return to its own ground to find relations. Il 
is the brood that rises as one bird that goes 
far and leaves no hostages to fortune to bring 
it back again. Scattered bird.s usuallj- begu 
to call together again ten minutes after they 
have settled. When they are too "far off from 
their own relatives to receive nck'iiowledgnicnt 
and response, they begin to return whence 
they were scattered. Tli;it spot is the load- 
stone acting on the magnetic influence of 
blood tli;il is lliiclcer llian water. 

The kite that makes birds lie is an influen<-c 
that enables them to be scattered when flush- 
ed !)>• man or dog. That is, they have been 
subjected to a fear greater than theirs for man 
or dog, and, being flushed in that state of 
terror, fly singly, and scattered in all ways, 
or any direction that chance dictates, so that, 
whether shot at or not, no harm is done. They 
will not go further th;in the nearest good 
ground co\'ert, will hide in th;it, .ind ne\er 
come forth to call until the horror above has 
long since disa])pearerl and they have regain- 
ed their iierx'cs. W'lien that liapiiens they 
will still be 011 their own ground, and will soon 
get together, apparently iliiiikiiig no more of 
the incident. 

Do Birds Reason? 
fhit in order that this real terror should 
occur, and not the minor fright, the counter- 
feit of the woodcraftsman, must not be. seen 
coming. If it be detected low down, and no 
bigger than ;i man's li;iiid ,011 the horizon, it 
forebodes a clu;u'ance of the ground, and few, 
or no, close lying birds. That is sfi for the 
very obvious reason that if il were really a 
bird of prey, seen thus far off, aiul so low 
down, near to the sky-line, any game bird l.iy 
using its wings could jnit itself in safety and 
out of sight long before the swiftest flying 
raptorial could get within blood-curdling 



range. Then, having no terror, but only that 
self-iircservatiou instinct that wild things are 
hatched with, the covey or the brood Avill rise 
as one bird, and will fly far before 'I set- 
tles down again. It may go for miles, ar.d the 
fact that its memory of its own ground is that 
there are dangers .there, may ])re\ ent its re- 
turn, and most likely does so. That is if game 
birds can reason, a mere precaution without 
terror, is that which should prevent its re- 
lurn, for the simple reason that they have been 
driven away by a thing in the air above their 
own ground, one thai remains there for all 
they know to the contrary. That is wdiy the 
kite may do harm, or no damage, according 
to its use, and also why some lucky sjiorts- 
nien lia\'c each shot forty brace of grouse un- 
der it in the day, and others with work as 
hard, and ;i kite as good/ have only succeed- • 
ed in driving the game to their neighbors, and 
have condemned the artifice for a fraud ever 
since. 

J have just assisted in both performances 
on the same day. It was the fringe of the moor, 
where grouse are too few for driving, and in 
a county in which that proceeding is still held 
to be a foreign practice. The ground is rough, 
with lots of "kiiowics," and the grouse could 
lie out of the wind and in the sunshine of a 
Sciitember tlav. The heather on those knowies 
is long, so that from the' leeward side the 
heather and the hill between them ]irolected 
the down-wind floating kite from avian sight 
until the former was near, and almost verti- 
cally above. Thus grouse sat tight, and want- 
ed finding, for although they crouch so close 
and are themselves almost scentless then, they 
cannot reabsorb the scent e.xuded previously 
to their terror, and left clinging to the herbage. 
This enabled dogs to p(")int, with uncertain 
dogs re(|uiring cautions lest they, believing 
the birds flown, emulated them, as v/ell as 
four legs can. 

Influence of Ancestors and Airships 

It is a fate of kite-flying of more sorts than 
one to be not (|uite satisfactory at the best 
of times, and we gunners were at the end of 
our down-wind beat, because our ancestors had 
not the forethought to stick up their land 
marks a few miles further down the wind. 
Compelled, then, to go in the direction of least 
resistance, a parallel line to the previous one 
was tak-cii dead up wind ; that, of course, com- 
]ielled the kite man lo go ahead far in adx'aiicc 
of dogs and men, to pull the kite after him. 
That would always be l)cst for giving dogs 
llie wind if il were i)racticable in other ways. 
It was not; for ;ilth()ugh points were many, 
birds were few. The game was still basking 
on tlie lee and sunny side of the "knowies," 
but the heather, sloi)ing away below them, 
was no obstacle to their sight of the kite afar 
off down the wind. There was not a grouse "to 
be seen, although the puzzled dogs pointetl 
just as they did on the down-wind beat, and 
at fool scents as before. The makers thereof 
had vanished before the shooters got within 
viewing distance, and for birds' sometime 
Ijrevioiis [)resence there was the circumstan- 
tial evidence that every shooter knows, be- 
sides the corroboration of the still more be- 
wildered pointing dogs. They, by this time, 
thought every foot-scent stood for grouse un- 
derfoot. That delusion lasted for the rest of 
the day, and may last still, for^ught I knoyv.,;;. 
for although a good no^e can instantly ' disp 
tinguish body scent from the most recent foot 
scent, that statement applies only to- natural 
conditions, and not when the foot 'Scent is 
strong as ever, and has been made' by crea- 
tures since become as scentless as they arc 
scared. 

Then wc tried the marsh for snipe, beat- 



ing, like llawkeritcs, first down wind. But 
the snipe, too, had seen the kite low down, 
and had gone off in \vliis])s. Yet sometimes 
they w'lU lie well under such circumstances. 
Even a wild goose has done so, and if a goose 
will cower to be shot, wdiat game will not, 
provided the sportsman's artifice can be pre- 
sented vertically before it gives horizontal 
warning? I wonder what the dogs think of 
the thing itself? The efl'ect on them is not 
all caused Irv the physical changes of the 
methods of scents. Thc\' do not like the look 
of this unusual object in the air, and allhotigh 
they come to investigate before it gets up, 
and after it is down, they arc just a little 
scared all the time it is in the air, and wdiile 
they are hunting. Still, they do not run howd- 
ing into houses, as a German paper describes 
dogs doing in the piresence of an airship. There 
are no houses to run into, and gun-dogs do 
not howl. Mow the black storks and wdld 
ducks that perceived the German dirigible 
from afar and flew off would have treated an 
aeroplane is not suggested by the incident. 
.\nd whetlier the jiartridgcs and quail and 
other game birds that cowered and hid did so 
l)ecause of a mnchino with wings, or one with- 
out them, is not staled, altli.oiigh it is said 
that they and a domestic cock behaved as if 
they "beheld some gigantic bird of prey." 
.\'or is it notified by these observers, or by a 
Swedish aeronaut, what their machines were 
when elk, roe deer, foxes, hares, and other 
wild animals took "flight." and dogs rushed 
howling into the houses. In .■^jiitc of all this, 
I shall ex])ect further observations lo confirm 
the reasoned hehavitu' of game birds, as wdien 
tiicy bcliolfl an artificial or real bird of prey, 
;ind shall believe that the feathered creatures 
will cither cower or fly, according to the van- 
tage elevation of the supposed raptorial. Rut 
as lo a dirigible with no wings, <3.nd like 
nothing in heaven, earth, or the sky, I do not 
believe that it will terrorise game, or make 
it cower, although it may "put it away" like 
any other strange sight. — Manchester Guar- 
dian.

volume by wdiich timber is generally pur- 
chased, called the "festmetcr."' It is a cubic 
■ meter (35,3 cubic feet) and is equivalent to 
r.44 riiarkets, or 19-inch standards, or about 288 
feet board measure. In America large and 
small logs are scaled and sold together. - -In 
Germany, when the trees are felled, each drife 
is marked wdlh a number stamped in the-bntt,- 
They are then sold by number in five or six 
classes according to size. 

Recently in the liartz, $22.65 ^ thousand 
feet, board measure, was offered for spruce 
tree trunks containing more than 300 feet;" 
.Si 8.56 for trunks containing ; from 150,-. to. 300 
feet, and for smaller sizes about $15. The live 
market for wood appears also in the number of 
metal railroad ties, being used in one-fifth of 
the entire mileage. The use of wooden ties in 
recent years has been greatly encouraged, how- 
e\-er, b}' the discovery of methods of impreg- 
nating wood wdth such preservatives as creo- 
sote, chloride of zinc, or sulphate of eoppcr. 

As the forests are to be lumbered perpetu- 
ally, the roads are made for permanency. 
They consist oftdn of stone, laid with much ex- 
pense and not infrequently macadamized.. In 
1903 Saxony spent $175,000 on forest roads,' 
and larger sums have been expended since by 
several states in the gernian federation. The 
roads at Geroldsau, in the Schwarzwald, are 
especially fine for forest hauling. 

Germany's sawmills are usually small. Most 
of them would not cut more than 25,000 feel, 
board measure, in a day of ten hours. Almost 
any fair-sized American saikrmill cuts 100,600 
feet a day. But the small mill of Germany is 
permanent, being supported by perpetual crops 
f)f timber hauled to it by wagon or shot down 
streams. ^Vhile some railroads carry logs, 
and rafts are still floated down the Rhine, Elbe 
and other rivers, the method of hauling is very 
larg.ely by wagon or by the old-fashioned Am- 
erican "carry-log." Along the Enz river , in the 
Black Forest are located some of the' lii'gest 
mills, and to these the stock comes inostly on 
llie railroad in long large logs, much of it be- 
ing brought from Wuittembcrg and Swabia. 
h'or each load of logs two cars are necessary. 

In Austria there are 24,000,000 acres of for- 
est, of which 7 per cent belongs to the stale. 
Private owners hold 58 per cent. As Aiistria 
has been independent of the German . Federa- 
tion only since 1866,' its forestry systemj in the; 
main, has followed German lines. Private 'for- 
estry is encouraged by a system of taxation' 
which relieves forests in which forestry is prac- 
ticed. The total net annual state forest revenue 
is .$5,000,000. The net yearly revenue of 21' 
cents an acre is comparatively low, due mainly 
to the facts lliat only 56 cents- an acre is ex- 
pended, and that most of .the! area-.'is lotateddnij 
the rugged Alps and; Carpathiaiis,' where ^ad--' 
ministration and logging are costly. The for-' 
est department was started in 1872, and reor- 
ganized in 1904 into three departments — ad-' 
ministration proper, reforestration, and the cor-: 
reclio nof torrents and forest protection. For- 
estry is successfully practiced on 60 per cent 
of all the state forests, and on 82 per cent. of 
the private forests.' The rnostv conspicuous 
fruit of the state forestry is the restoration of 
the "Karst," .a stretch of barren lands in the 
hilly country of Istria, of Trieste. Dalmatia._ 
Montenegro, and neighboring territory along 
the .-Vdriatic sea. It comprises 600,000 acres. 
This work has been carried on by the Forest 
Protective Service, which .was first createdifpr 
Tyrol in 1856. 

In I-Iungary there are -23,000,000 acres of,, 
forest, of which the state owns 16 per cent,, 
corporations 20, other institutions ,7.5, and. pri- 
vate persons 56.5. ,From ten to tw.elye rniUign 
dollars' worth of wood i.s annually exported, ,- 
and the stale forests jdeld .$600,000 revenue. - 
.■\uslria exports 3,670,000 tons of wood, the 
greater part of il .going to Germany. About, 
lialf of all the Hungarian forests is under work- 
ing plans. I)}- which the an'uial cut of 1,000,- 
000,000 cubic feet is regiilatcd. Forest planting . 
is encouraged by the State nurseries^ at. vv.hifh; 
10,000,000 seedlings are 'raised each ye'^^ /for'^ 
free distribution, and by bounties paid fpit fp^r;", 
est plantations on private waste lands. ' 

Since dead limber is not left in any forests,-' 
there is but little loss from fires. In Saxony' 
this is rarely iiKn'e than .S300 a year; Wurttem- ■ 
berg-, about .S650 ; and the Duchy of Baden, 
with 240.000 acres, luul only 99 acres burned in.' 
nine years, h'ires ;ire started mostly by care- 
less smokers and workmen. Locomotives 
cause about ten. per cent. In many, places. along 
the forested .^ide of a railroad track there is a 
ditch about eight feel wide which is kept free., 
of vegetation. Freciuently a strip of forest 
about a rod wide, running parallel with the.-, 
railroad, is prepared in the following mamier: 
A path along the edge of the woods is spaded 
about four feel wide. In the forest, about a , 
rod from this and running parallel with it, a 
second path is made. Cress paths are made at . 
intervals of about a rod. These paths are free 
of vegetation, and the ground in the s.trip ls' 
raked of leaves aifd twigs. ' " , 

In Germany forestry is a well-estabHshe.d 
profession, for which the candidates rhust pre- 
]xirc themselves thoroughly. They must learn 
the science in a forestry school, wdicre the 
course of study requires much hard labor. Af- 
ter graduation they must ])raclice the science, 
under masters for several years. These maslers 
are iisuall}- officers having charge oi ranges. A 
canilidale lakes first a position called in Ger- 
many "Forstreferender," at a salary of about 
r,20o marks ($286). In two or three years he 
;.;as adyanced,.to..d at 3,000 

■■5mai-ks- ($7f^^ service he may 

then be promoted to the position of "Oberfor-^ 
ster," with a salary of 4,500 marks (.$1,071), ; 
and a dwelling especially suited to his needs ,

Mr. Heiir}' James, in his essay on London, 
speaks- eloquently of that poetry that descends 
upon one in London in the season, when the 
mists redden in the park and the whole West 
End prepares herself for an evening six par- 
ties deep. He summons up that splendid sight 
betWeen eight and nine in the cyening,- when 
every pair of wheels presents the portrait of 
a diner-out. "To consider only the rattling 
hansoms, the white neckties and 'dressed' 
heads which greet you from o\er the apron 
in a quick interminable succession conveys 
the overwhelming impression of a compli- 
cated world. Who are they all and where are 
they going and whence have they come and 
what smoking kitchens and gaping portals 
' and marshalled flunkeys arc prepared to re- 
ceive them?" lie pictures the broughams 
stainding at every door and carpets spread on 
the pavement under the fading light in the 
big sallow squares and stuccoed streets of 
gfcntility. If the emanation of [.ondon's pe- 
culiar and stupendous hospitality that ;ii-iscs 
from his page were lo limit its grandeur into 
one personality, the figure that would arise 
in the minds of most Londoners who are suc- 
cessful men as well as diners-out would 
lirobably he that of Lady St. llciier — "the 
clever, bright, atul sym])athetic lady," to 
quote her own description of her mother-in- 
law. Lady Stanley of Ahlerlc)-. under whose 
aegis she began iier hospitalities in London in 
the sixties after her first marriage with Col- 
onel Stanley. In the pages of her reminis- 
cences' 'we how have Mr. James' rhetorical 
questions about the diners-out abundantly 
answered. We learn who they are (or wjio the 
pick of them are) and follow them over the 
pa\-cment carpet through the marshalled 
rtunkcys to the very dining-table. 

All London went to Lady Jeunc's parties 
— to use her earlier and better-known title. 
Herself belonging to the old-established class 
with connections throughout the peerage, she 
was one of the first West End hostesses to 
welcome the "social revolution" when "the 
world began to realize the enormous crowd of 
bi-illiant men and women who had hitherto 
lived unrecognized and unappreciated at their 
very- gates." In her early days Sir Henry 
Thompson, the eminent surgeon, was the only 
representative of his profession who wander- 
ed l)cyond the social boundaries of his brelli- 
rnc. A new spirit of the limes was abroad, 
and she was among the first to welcome it 
— to parai)hrasc Erowning-'s words, "to greet 
tl\e-. Unseen with good cheer." "It seemed 
sorrfewhat audacious." she writes, "when 
society was more or less in the melting pot 
to attempt to get the very different elemeilts 
simmering on the top to meet." Society came 
out of curiosity, and so too, possibly, did the 
])ersons society came to see. Everyone ex- 
cept those of the upper world was supposed 
to be remarkable in some way or other. Into 
this novel and interesting Agora (like the 
Ideal Inn that one dreams aijout). with its 
electric atmosphere and its endless possibili- 
ties for the comic spirit, the gifted hostess 
giVes' us far too fleeting glimpses. The mag- 
nificent self-control of a 5|rong High Church- 
mail' in contact with an outspoken Socialist 
or irreverant Agnostic, how nearly every 
.Sunday through the season .Mr. Justin M'- 
Carthy and Lord Longford met at her lu)use 
and each time were ir^i-avely introduced lo 
one another, how Lord Justice Mathews and 
Colonel Saunderson met under critical cir- 
cumstances and -talked of the weather, how 
Mr. Whistler always arrived late and made 
excuses none of them true — of which he was 
j)erfectly conscious, and also of the fact that 
his host and hostess knew that they were not, 
— how the I'rincess Christian and Lord Bca- 
consfield were among her guests at dinner 
fuic night, and how Lady Jctnie was accused 
of having the 1 louse of Commons counted out 
early that night as so many of the mcinlu'i-s 
appeared at her evening party, and how .Mr. 
George Grossmith and ivlr. VV'ecdon Grossmith 
and' Mr. Arthur Roberts once performed a 
visit to a dentist and the extraction of two 
large teeth in her drawing room— these are 
some of the glimpses. Ilcr story that opens 
the most amazing vista of Loiulon's stupen- 
dous hospitality is about Sir William llar- 
court dining out for ,-i whole week ahead of 
his cngagcmenls. and only leannng his luis- 
take on the last night when he found his host 
and liostcss alone. One wonders if there are 
any other cities in the world where such a 
thing is possible. Another bad mistake that 
passed off harmlessly on the ])erfect and un- 
ceasing machinery of London social life was 
the arrival at Lady Jcune*s of a lady "of the 
highest possible rank" and an undcscribcd 
gentleman a week earlier than the day of in- 
vitation. Neither of them. Lady Jeunc .says 
-ivith pardonahle triumph, discovered their 
\n is take. 

/ Eminent per-;nns ihnnng the pages of this 
book. By some e.xtraortlinary social gift (of 
the charming mechanics of which we gel some 
slight hints through the letters written to her 
by her friends) Lady Jeune seems to have 
been abic nqt only to secure her various lions 
for her parties but to make friends of them 
for" life. The most unpromising starts were 
turned lo ad\'antage. Her acf|uaintancc with 
LUiclvstonc began through iicr party being 
publicly rebidced by the actor from the stage 
for talking during the play. Cecil Rhodes was 
introduced to her at Lady Burdctt-Coults's, 
and took her down to dinner, where he de-- 



voted nearly the whole of his evening to his 
hostess, but at the end he became penitent 
and became an habitue of Lady Jeunc's house. 
He went with Lady Jeune and a young girl 
to see "The Gay Lord Quex," and after the 
play was over sat with Lady Jeune in the 
corridor attacking her as to the propriety of 
taking a young girl to such a play until the 
manager asked them to leave the theatre. 
Carlyle came into her circle through her aunt, 
Lady Ashburton. and he became godfather 
to her daughter. Browning, who "§pokc louder 
and with greater persistency than anyone 
I have ever come across in my life," at one 
time used to call every Sunday afternoon. A 
very curious i)iclure is given of an afternoon 
at the Dean of Westminster's, wdien Queen 
Victoria met those two eminent men. The 
Queen had expressed a wish to meet some of 
the most distinguished men of the day in an 
informal manner. The party was a vcvy small 
anil very select one, and Carlyle was iu 
a good humour and in a very loquacious 
and communicative vein. He treated the 
Queen like an ordinary mortal. He did not 
wait for her to begin the conversation. He 
talked incessaiuly to her on the subject that 
was uppermost in his mind, and sat down in 
presence without being told to do so, and con- 
tinued lo talk to her during the greater part 
of her visit. .As she rose to leave and [nissed 
the remaining guests who were making their 
obeisance, she turned to Mr. Browning, who 
had not been able to get in a word during 
the whole afternoon, and said, "What an ex- 
traordinary man Mr. Carlyle is! I have never 
met him before." Tennyson also could not 
conceal his human nature from the lady. The 
first meeting he happened when Tennyson and 
the Stanleys were going down to K"aworth. 
'Leini}son "was very restless, and ga\'c vent 
to cjaculatory exclamations lo the effect that 
he was not at all comfortable." (Other bio- 
graphers have given us hints of the .sort of 
ejaculatory exclamations that were Tenny- 
son's when he was not at all comfortable.) 
He had swallowei.l at breakfast a large quan- 
tity of very hot bread and milk, and so had 
l)in-ned !n's mouth. "During the whole of his 
\-isit he repeatedly cxplainctl to us the cures 
•which he was taking and the processes which 
the discomfort' from which he was sufl'ering 
was being overcome." At Lord Tennyson's 
house in Eaton Square Henschel sang the 
host's "Break, break, break." "When Hen- 
schel finished the song there was a pause, and 
Lord Tennyson drew his handkerchief out of 
his pocket and put it to his face. This was 
interpreted as an evidence of how much he 
was liioved by what he had just heard, and 
simultaneously nearly the whole aiuliencc got 
out their ]3ockel-han(lkerchiefs in affectionate 
imitation of the poet." It must have been a 
singularly afYccting sight. 

We get a somewhat acid and curious 
glimpse of "Diana" in her old age. When a 
girl Lady Jeune had visited Mrs. Norton in 
her Chesterfield-street house. 

"She often gave little dinners of eight or 
ten people, and I hardly ever met any women 
there, ."^he expected a great amouiU of at- 
lentior] and deference from her guests, and as 
I was only a girl and was much flattered and 
]deased by her kindness she had no rival. She 
liked lo talk herself and ^vas \'er}- imiialient 
of any interruption, but she was .so willy ami 
entertaining that most people listened to her. 
She was even in those days a most beautiful 
woman. She had a most perfect Grecian pro- 
file and head and such wonderful lustrous 
.soft brown eyes. .'\ little grand-daughter 
li\ed with her. whom she loved in a sort of 
savage way, and she was always either petting 
or scolding her. Mrs. Norton was very 
communicative at times and often tf)ld long- 
stories of her life, and talked much of the 
people she had known. .Vothing pleased her 
more than hearing her own songs, and 1 be- 
lieve that her kindness to me was due to my 
knowing and being able to sing a large num- 
ber of her own compositions." 

Lady St. Helicr permits herself proper 
freedom when writing about those who are 
dead, but with the li\ ing she is discreet to a 
fault. That is the only fault of the book. 



THE RAILWAY MANNER 

The Board of Trade rettn'ns announce the 
scores of millions of i)eople who tra\'el l)y rail- 
way, and almost at the same moment my eye 
falls upon the story of an accident. It was the 
account of the first passenger killed on the 
electrified underground. He was killed through 
forgetting that the train starts more rapidly 
now than it did a year or two ago. He had 
perhaps ren:enibered the old bylaw ^vllich fines 
you f(u"ty sliilling.s for altempling to board a 
train in motion, but not the older law of na- 
ture, which makes it hazardous for a man to 
jump on a swiftly moving train. But there are 
millions of us going about every day and week 
aiul month in railway trains. We come into 
contact with each other for a few minutes or a 
few hoiu's. Bui whereas in the street we pass 
in a .second, in the raihvay train there is a cer- 
tain appreciable bit of the day in wdiich the 
strangers who jostle each other have to ob- 
serve their manners. For, of course, you know 
that manners are merely the surface froth of 
morals. 

Take it as your first ])rinciple wdicn you ar- 
rive at the station that you are one of a crowd 
of people trying to reach the lioint X from the 
]K)int ,'\, with the least jxissible inconvenience. 
Do not be the single rude man in the crowd 
who cuts the queue at the ticket^officej or you 



would be dead by tins time. We have' organ- 
izcd that. But when we arc in the train, have 
found our seats, have disposed of our belong- 
ings, and leaned back to read'^he. news that is 
coming down in the guafd'afi,van.^behind--r-theh 
is the test of manners. 

"I\Iany shall run do and fro, and knowledge 
shall be increased." Yet knowledge is not m- 
creasing quite so rapidly as .our.runs to and 
fro, and there is usually the ignorant man who 
does' not observe the unwritten railway rules 
of courle-sy. It is not possible to make bylaws 
that shall ensure courtesy, and one must, in 
the last resort, depend upon the good manners 
of the people who are boxed together on the 
railway journey. I am not speaking of the 
swift, suburban train, but of the sort of train 
that starts on an hour or so of non-stopping.," 

And the first instance of railway courtesy 
is the right of the seat to the man wdio has ar- 
rived and put his bag or rug upon it while he 
goes out to buy a newspaper or look at plat- 
frn-m life. No law nrotecls that seat. No law 
protects the seat of the member of a new Par- 
liament who puts his hat on a benoh in the 
House of Commons. But courtesy counts. And 
— mark it — no M. P. puts two hats on a bench. 
So you will refrain from annexing more than 
one seat from the courtesy of fellow passen- 
gers. If courtcs}' permits )x)u to claim one seat 
by squatter's rights, do not with one ticket 
stake out a claim over the whole compartment. 
Nor should you regard the last man in the 
compartment as an intruder. He may interfere 
with l!ie pleasant disposal of our legs and 
other belongings. Xeverlheless he is S(j often 
frowned into the altitude of apology, as though 
the man \vith the nne ticket and a (luickcr step 
had bought the corridor 

The question of luggage comidicates mat- 
ters, especially \vith the ))eo]de who want to 
save on the foreign baggage charges, or the 
people who want lo keep their trunks under 
their eye. There is a rack above every seat. 
Now very many railway travelers pile their 
bags, coals, golf clubs and other impedinjenla 
on the rack op]i(jsite. They can keep an eye 
on the ill-packed lump. If a sudden jerk oc- 
curred the wdiole mass would come down on 
the head of the stranger on the other side. 
Would it not be better lo split the risk and 
pack, both of ns. tlic doom above our heads? 
It is not ciuile fair to ask a stranger to sit 
placidly under the punishment of oin- own mis- 
takes. 

And there is the window. That is a per- 
soiml question, an international question. 
Whether the window shall be open or closed 

is a (|uestion that has ne\er yet been solved in 
h'ngland, though wc have ach.ieved i certain 
point of courtc.sy that enables the man who 
does not like a draught in face to invite the 
man who docs not like a headache — to change 
[)laces ancl open tiie windo\N-. Your raihvay 
manner will be quite correct if you resign the 
seat and permit the.iother man to feel the 
draught. That is in England. But your rail- 
way manner becomes, rather more complex 
wdicn you have crossed the Channel and en-, 
tered the corridor train with a generous mix- 
lure of nationalities. The |)olicy of the open 
window in the corridor train becomes impos- 
sible, unless by a sudden chance the English 
invasion wins. Even then, perhaps, railway 
manners forbid the opening of windows by the 
foreign faddists of fresh air. .As a mere matter 
of raihvay courtesy, wc should not put on Eng- 
lish airs abroad. 

But the i^erfecl railway manner is one of 
silence, combined with a respect for the silence, 
hurry and volubility of others. You should not 
force conversation on the man opppsite — with 
whom you are traveling for a few hours. Few 
Ijcople rcalh' want to talk' in a train ; the noise 
is too itisislent ; and fewer \vant lo listen to the 
N'ague preliminaries of a.]ierson \vho is (juitc 
unknown and not obviously interesting. To 
the man opposite you are just the haircutter 
^vllo says, "It's seasonable weather," and is 
snubbed. 

You have noticed, of course, the immense 
amount of current literature that is on sale at 
the terminal platforms, and the spread of that 
literature about the railway compartments as 
the journev ends. .All that mass of ])rint was 
bought and thrown away simply because the 
man in the train did not want to talk or strain 
their cars for tallc. They buy literature as a 
shield, and read to save their ears. Therefore, 
as a traveler, you will conclude that when you 
have thought out all the little courtesies that 
sweeten life, the final renunciation will occur 
— and you will not insist upon talking to the 
stranger in the train. He is in your company 
only for an hour or two, ;ind the least you can- 
do and the best vou can ilo is not to tread on 
his toes a.s vfju enter or leave your temporary 
home. — Clarence Rook, in the London Chroni- 
cle.

Parliamentary^ Speech 



By parliamentary language I do not mean 
"langwidge," for that is of the unparliamentary 
kindi' - I mean the language employed in Par- 
liament, considered, not as vituperation, but as 
a grammatical elegancy. .-\nd I want to know, 
why do parliamentarians, as a rule, use such 
bad language? Most of them are educated 
men, with academic qualifications, but few of 
them seem to know how to string a few sen- 
tences oratorically together, and-we' have bare- 
ly an orator left in public life. If is true that 
during this week's debate in the Commons 
four good si)eeches were made in one day. 
But the rarity of the phenomenon vva.s empha- 
sized by the' delighted unanimity with which 
the newspapers called attention to the achieve- 
ment. 

The old Parliamentary debates are worth 
reading for something more than the purposes 
of historical research, but who reads the mod- 
ern Hansard? — excellent verbatim compila- 
tion though it be. It is valueless except as a 
book of reference, and is. moreover, never re- 
ferred lo except for the ignoble purpose of 
confuting some honorable member by the 
words from his own mouth, Am\ parliamentary 
oratory is almost a lost art. Not only is it 
unpracticcd, but it is positively disdained. Per- 
haps something of the blame must be put down 
to the advance of democracy, which is sup- 
posed lo like "plain speech," though jilain 
speech need not mean speech unadorned by 
any grace or felicity of expression. And par- 
liamentarians themselves (when admitting the 
state of affairs so far as other parliamentarians 
are concerned) tell you that it has declined be- 
cause it is not worth Avhile being an orator 
when the newspapers luu-e cut dow^n parlia- 
mentary reports. But probablj- that explan- 
ation is a confusion of cause ami effect, for the 
newspapers began to drop their "verbatims" 
just about ten years after Parliament began ta 
drop its oratory: 

Others, again, may say that the rca.son lies 
in the absence of high and inspiring themes, 
but "that don't do," as Mr. Justice Cave used 
to sa}-. Fox and Burke would ha^'c asked for 
no belter theme than that high constitutional 
theme which current controversy sunplies; but 
no statesman has risen to the height of that 
opportunity. Let us console — and delude; — 
ourselves with the reflection that several 
statesmen were quite able and prepared to rise 
to that height, but they were deterred' by the 
fear of going above the heads of their audience, 
in and out of Parliament. 

And certainly one reason why parliament- 
ary oratory does not rise very high is that jiar- 
liamentary thought does not go very deep. The 
superficies rather- than the dimensipns of a 
theme fall in better with the methods of inod- 
ern parliamentary debate, -which '^ee-lc' to score 
a party point rather than to state a fundamental 
]5rinciple. 

But I .think the immediate, though not the 
ultimate, reason for the decay of parliamentary 
oratory is the incursion of the "business man," 
who has brought into Parliament the English 
of the boardroom and the office. Now, in 
bu.siness, speech, plain and unadorned, is in its 
right place. Business correspondence has 
stereotyped a curt and jerky language of its 
own, wdiich is as clear as it is inelegant. "Yours 
to hand, and have duly noted contents of 
same," is quite good enough for its purpose, 
and when a business mail is speaking to a busi- 
ness man he very sensibly uses the codified 
business English which each ha;, come to un- 
derstand. In business, anything but business 
English would be an irrelevance and a compli- 
cation, but in Parliament business English is 
not in its right place, for it is fitted oidy to 
ex|)ress facts, and in Parliament ideas — that 
is, the philosophy of facts — are of more import- 
ance than the facts themselves. 

Parliamentarv English should be something 
more than making the meaning of the speaker 
clear and discharging the lumber of his mind. 
It should be a, stimulus to the minds of his 
hearers and a charni to their ears. But so many 
business men in Parliament (though there are 
three or four conspiciu.)us exce])tions) address 
it just as though they were giving instructi(,)ns 
through the telephone or dictating a letter lo 
a typist. In a word, they arc uninspiring, and 
oratory must be speech that inspires, even if 
it be not inspired. 

And the tendency is to level downwards, to 
reduce all parliamentary speech to a "plain 
business-like statement," easily to be compre- 
hended by the mediocre intellect, and not to 
elevate it into the region of oratory and ideas, 
lest in that unfamiliar Empyrean the orator 
should find that he was no longer "followed" 
by those he had left "on the floor of the 
Ilouse." It is well that our feet should keep 
their contact with mother earth, but if there 
is any grandeur in the stature of men they 
must occasionally have their hcad.^ in the 
clouds. Bui you ma}^ even read of Al.P.'s who 
speak derisively of "the talking shop,'' not he- 
cause "talk" docs accurately describe its 
speech, but because they have no symi)athy 
with speech as an art, And so parliamentary 
speeches have become little more than the raw 
material for the leader-tvriter's art. He trans- 
fuses it. Often prodiiced under greater stress 
and with less opportunities for ]jreparation 
than the speech — in or out of Parlianient — up- 
on which it comments, the journalist's leader 
gives points and meaning to the speech, stif- 
fens the bare pronouncement with some buck- 
ram of philosophy, touches the theme with the 
elegancies. The politician has thus' come to 
rely more upon his interpreters and commen- 
tators than upon his own language — and he 
])ay.s the debt by occasionally borrowing his 
ideas fron'i the journalist, who has become the 
tutelary gciiius of the politician. 
"' Andso' tnarked is the decay of oratory that 



if . you -wanted ~an orator m' public: life you 
would have to make' up a'"prescriptibn for him 

— Lord Rosebery's artistry in words (plus his 
.sense of the hislri(.)nic clement in oratory that 
makes it an art) >.lr. .-\.squith's unrivalled lu- 
ciditv (his granite-chips, fetched from the 
quarry face, strike fire by virtue of their hard- 
ness and miss the communicable tinder that 
would make the flames ; Mr'. Btrrcll's pensive- 
n^s, shyly hinting thought; a dash of Mr. 
Lloyd George's Celtic fire; the finished wit of 
:\lr. GibsonH'owles ; the analytical relcntless- 
ness of .Air. Harold Cox; with just a slight in- 
fusion oi the statoliness which Lord Curzon 
.simulates so well. ' Perhaps in Mr.-, Winston 
Churchill are united more of these qualities 
than in any other, but he has not developed 
therii. He sunnnarizes them, however, and in 
another age he inight, have though.t it worth 
while to he an orator.' But when it takes so 
many of our best men to compound an orator, 
our oratory must be in a bad way. In one re- 
spect only has it gained, and that by a loss. 
It has lost its artificiality, its most self-con- 
scious histrionism; Lord Roscbery carries 
that quality just up to its artistic limit, and 
he is the only man who dares and can. 

Ilislrionics arc at a discount now. Ea^cu 
in his day. Burke had to gather up all his forces 
lo save the situation when he threw the dagger 
on the floor of the House (though the words 
that accompanies the histrionic act had the 
right ring of oratory), and it is recorded that 
one unimpressed member nearly toppled the 
edifice over by the baltering-ram of "Where's 
the fork?" Today, even though it was actual- 
ly a lirummageni product, the tariff reformer 
would be sure to spoil the moment by ciying, 
"Made in Gemiany !" And when Brugham 
"begged and implored, nay prayed" the House 
of Lords to pass the reform bill, and dropped 
on his knees, he found that he had impressed 
the House not so much by his histrionic fer- 
vor as by his physical, three-bottle inability to 
regain the woolsack without assistance. 

But ns Parliamentar}'^ oratory has declined, 
the unconscious humors of Parliamentary 
speech have increased, for the bull and the 
mixed metaphor are the children of careless 
speaking: The old style may have been too 
artificial and grandiose for our modern "snip- 
])ety" tastes, but it was a safeguard against 
these lap.ses. Mi.xcd metaphors flourish like 
weeds in the Parliamentary garden today. The 
average member borrows phrases ready made 
from the floating mass of metaphors, proverbs 
and colloquialisms; and' disaster conies when 
he puts two incongruous ideas in juxtaposition,' 
and produces his "bull." '■ ' ■' 

The member wdio said, "Since the Govern- 
ment have let the cat out of the bag there is 
nothing to do hut to take the bull by the ho^ns" 
ought to have been suspended for a week, and 
his colleague who, the other day, told the 
House — and the foreigner — ^"If you continue tp 
twist John Bull's tail with your tariff -wall's he 
will some day jump down your throat" ought 
to have been taken up the clock tower and 
left with a loaf of bread, a jug of water, and 
the speeches of Burke, Pitt, Fox, Sheridan, 
lirskine, and even Brougham. And as for 
the member who said, "The right honorable 
gentleman was the father of a statement of 
w-hich the bottom was knocked out bv those 
wdio followed him, yet he has thought fit to 
trot it out again," I can only suggest the sub- 
stitution of the study of the present day Han- 
sard as an adequate punishment. 

More leniently might we deal, however, 
with offences which are extenuated by their 
unconscious humor, like that of Mr. Thwaites, 
once Conservative member for Blackburn, .who 
said. "We have a prudent chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, and he has done what I would like 
you all to do, namely, when you lay an egg, 
put it by for a rainy day !" The decay of or- 
atory has, indeed, the compensation for us that 
the casual slip-shod style of .speech wdiich has 
taken its place does occasionally produce a 
gem of unconscious humor, and give us a laugh 
out of the very abuse of our language. But 
how much better is the conscious humor of 
"The}' have nailed their captain to the mast!" 
That conscious gem .showed a mind at work — 
the unconscious humor of the slip-shod sjieakcr 
shows a mind only half awake to its task. — 
Harold Owen, in the London Chronicle.

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Twenty-five years ago today, (lu- people of 
Canada were thrilled by the n.H-otiU of the 
news that on the previous day tlio engage- 
ment at Fish Creek iiad been fo'ught ; that the 
^mali force under the connnand of General 
Middleton had received its baptism o( fire in a 
fierce and blooiiy encounter, hut lunl ludiavcil 
well, and driven ofl' the liuiiaii ami iialf-brcod 
rebels. Of about throe hundred men ;ictually 
under fire, tiic Canadian troops had lost ten 
killed and forty-lwo v,-ou!'ded, or about 17 per 
cent, of the number engaged, yet their ardor 
had not abated, and at thciclose of the day 
they were feeling chagrined and disappointed 
that the gcneraf cotnmandiiig had restrained 
them from charging the rifle-pits and bringing 
the figiit to a conclusive issue. \Vhile the 
country was shocked at the loss, particularly 
because such a determined resistance had not 
been anticipated, there was a feeling of pride 
and grim satisfaction that the Canadian militia, 
in the first exclusively Canadian campaign, had 
shown themselves to be such good material. 



The column under General Middleton, 
which numbered 850 men all told, marched 
north from Qu'Appelle on April 6th to quell 
the halfbrecd and Indian rising at Ratochc on 
the South Saskatchewan. The force was 
composed of Canadian permanent and active 
militia, tlie permanent corps being represent- 
ed by 120 men of A battery, more than half 
of whom acted as infantr}-, and 40 men of what 
was then known as C school of infantry , wdiich 
had been organized two years before. General 
Middleton had come to Canada in 1884 to 
command the Canadian militia. He was an 
elderly officer of great personal bravery, v/ho 
had seen much war service in India and New 
Zealand. Essentially an officer of the old 
school, he did not i)lace much dependence on 
militia troops, and this lack of confidence v\'as 
supplemented by strict injunctions from the 
goovernment not to endanger the lives of tlie 
militiamen any more than was absolutely 
necessary. Moreover the curious idea pre- 
vailed, and was especially strong in the gen- 
eral's mind, that the halfbreeds and , Indians 
would offer but little resistance. He regarded 
the campaign more in the light of a punitive 
expedition, and was not prepared for the de- 
termined and deadly form of fighting that 
Riel's buffalo hunters and Indians subsequent- 
ly put up. The.se facts must be borne in 
mind in connection with the strenuous crit- 
icism that was afterwards voiced against this 
fine old soldier, chiefly among the troops under 
him, for holding them too much in leash in- 
stead .of launching them boldly to the. attack 
on every occasion that offered. An additional 
reason for caution, which probably influenced 
his judgment, was the fact that the 35,000 In- 
dians in our Northwest were in a highly ex- 
cited condition, and a disaster to the troops 
might result in a great Indian war. I'ound- 
maker's and Big Bear's tribes were already 
on the warpath, and numbers of others Avere 
holding back to see if the Canadian govern- 
ment were strong enough, to punish those al- 
ready on the warpath. But paramount in the 
general's mind was the idea that fighting was 
not the business of a civilian militia an(l that 
the lives of these officers and men were too 
valuable to be sacrificed. He thought that the 
Imperial troops in Ilalifa.K should have licen 
called for to do the Avork. but the Canadian 
government, having been thrown on its own 
resources when tiie British troops were re- 
moved from Canada in 1870, felt that it was 
up to our own men to settle our own troubles. 
Possibly if the government had foreseen the 
seriousness of the fighting which was to en- 
sue, it mi.ght have come to a different de- 
cision. .Also the result might not have liccn 
as satisfactory as the work of the Canadians 
themselves, because the latter adapted them- 
selves to what was then a new style of fight- 
ing, without having to unlearn the lessons of 
previous training as reg'ular troops would 
liave had to do, and as the British army bad 
to dn under almost identical cf)nditions fifteen 
years later. 

It is interesting to note the conditioii and 
personnel of the troops that bore without 
flinching the severe purtishment they received 
in their first baptism of fire. The two per- 
manent units, A battery and C school, had 
never seen active service, though they luim- 
bcred a good many seasoned soldiers among 
them. The artillery was commanded (hn-ing 
the action by Lieut. Drurv, now Brigadier- 
General Drury commanding the citadel at 
Halifax, and Capt. Peters, now district officer 
-commanding at Victoria, B. C. C school con- 
sisted of a half company of infantry under 
Major H.enry Smith, now of the headquarters 
staff in Ottawa. Boulton's scouts were com- 
manded by Major Boulton, a Canadian who 
had served in the looth Regiment, but at the 
time of the breaking out of the rebellion was 
a rancher in Manitoba. Within a few days 
this officer enlisted and cc|uippe(l 65 scouts 
from among the neighboring farmers and 
ranchers in his own district. They could all 
ride and shoot, but few, if any. had ever had 
any military training. The 90th battalion of 
Winnipeg was an ordinary city militia regi- 
ment^ 'but Qwing to. the absence of its com- 
■ mandiilg officer for a year or so previous on 
service with the- •■Canadian Voyagcurs in 
Egypt, the corps was not in what coidd be 
regarded as very good condition, so far as 
drill was concerned. Its officers were mer- 
chants and professional men, and the ranks 
were filled with the average type of young 
Canadian, chiefly clerks in stores and offices, 



or mechatlics. ©rte'.of fts. senior/'officers. was 
Major BiicKan, later^on the general officer 
commatiding the province of Quebec, who 
died last year. The equipment of the column 
was anvthmg but satisfactory. The 9olh 
regnnent of VVuinipeg was furnished v/ith 
tciits that had been brought up from Manitoba 
by the Wolscly expedition in 1870, and were 
so rotten that on the third day out from Qu'- 
Appelle, when a blizzard struck the carop, 
they were torn to ribbons. The transport 
service was made up of farmers and other 
teamsters, whoo were hired with their outfits 
at $10 a day, and wci'e not sworn in. They 
were organized by Warden Bedson and Mr. 
J. H. E. Secretan, the latter, now a resident 
of Ottawa, having had experience in conduct- 
ing surveying parties in advance of the Can- 
a(iian Pacific, knew the country thoroughly, 
and had per.sonal knowledge of most of the 
rebel leaders ; moreover he was thoroughly 
qualified to handle the undisciplined and in- 
dependent body of men under him, who, later 
on in the campaign, numbered over 400. It 
may be said that throughout the campaign the 
manner in which the transport was operated 
and the line of communication maintained was 
one of the many creditable features of this in- 
teresting campaign. Half the time the trans- 
])orl had no escort whatever, but that did not 
1)other the jilucky frontiersmen in the least. 
It is mentioned as a great joke that, later in 
the campaign, when the unescorted transport 
found itself alone in the land of the hostiles. 
the teamsters made the reasonable request 
that they should be armed. The only arms 
available were a lot of old Sharp rifles for 
which there were bayonets, but no ammun- 
ition. A Sharp rifle and bayonet was issued 
the rest of the campaign quite contented, and 
in fact hankering after a chance to impale any 
blood-thirsty redskiri • that might interfere 
with them. 

The above were the troops that were ac- 
tively engaged at Fish Creek. The remain- 
der of the column consisted of French's scouts 
commanded by a genial Irishman who had 
graduated from the Mounted Police, two guns 
of the Winnipeg field battery, which was 
chiefly recruited from among the surveyor's 
Staff employed by the railways and the gov- 
ernment, a-id four companies of the Royal 
Grenadiers of Toronto, then as at present, one 
of the best militia regiments in the country. 
Among the officers of these latter corps were 
Major Jarvis of the Winnipeg battery, who 
later became an inspector ir\ the Mounted Po- 
lice; Lieut.-Gol. Coutlee, now of Ottawa, and 
Dr. 'J., G.'„Rtjthei'ford, now veterinary general 
of the Dominion, .who acted as principal vet- 
erinary oTfic&f fOr the whole column, and ul- 
tirriately had "under his charge over 3,500 
horses with no one to assist him but a farrier 
sergeant. Lieut. -Col. Grasett, now • chief of 
police of Toronto, commanded the Grenadiers. 



The first evidence that General Middleton 
underestimated the resistance which he was 
to meet was when he divided his small force 
at Clark's Crossing. .Apparently his only 
thought at that time was, that when he pro- 
ceeded down the right bank of the Saskat- 
chewan towards Batoche with the troops al- 
ready designated, Riel and his followers would 
retreat across the river and endeavor to join 
I^oundmaker at Battleford. .Actuated by thi.s 
fixed idea he had French's scouts, the Win- 
nipeg battery and the Royal Grenadiers, with 
a supply column of over 80 teams, ferried 
across the .Sask'atchcwan to the left bank, 
while he proceeded down the right bank with 
the rest of. his force. In the face of actual 
conditions no more dangerous manoeuvre 
covild be conceived. The only means of Cros.s- 
ing the Saskatchewan,' a wide and swollen 
river with the ice still running and its shores 
impedcrl with ice hnnnnocks and quicksands, 
was a large ferry scow nn a cable, similar to 
that which operates between Rockliffe and 
Galincau I'oint on the Ottawa river. After 
this force was sent over, the cable w'as cut 
and the scow utilized to transport the forage 
for the left column down the river, by the 
simple method of allowing it to float with the 
current. This isolated force was under the 
command of Col. Montizambert, with Lord 
Melgund, now the Earl of Minto, Viceroy of 
India, as chief of staff. To the strange ad- 
ventures of this force we will revert later. 

On the morning of the 23nl, General Mid- 
dleton marched down the right bank of the 
Saskatchewan, while Col. Montizambert's 
column kept abreast of it on the left bank. 
That afternoon some scouts of the enemy 
were encountered and captured by Boulton's 
men, being the .first sign of the enemy en- 
countered, Qn the morning of the 24th, Mid- 
dleton's column diverged somewhat from the 
river, and w°re proceeding along the trail in 
column of loute about 9 a. m,, apparently 
without any keen sense of impending danger, 
though luckily Boulton's scouts were well 
spread out, and only "a few hundred yards 
ahead of the advance guard. Many of the 
Canadian officers had warned the general to 
he on the lookout for trdpble, but so obsessed 
was the staff with the non-resistant idea, that 
Capt. Haig, the 'Royal enginper under Mid- 
dleton, went out duclc hunting, and when' the 
first shots were heard in the coltimn it was 
supposed that this ardent sportsman was "en- 
gaged in potting something" for the mess. 
What actually happened was; that, as Boul- 
t(5n's scouts were approaching a deep ravine 
that intersected the trail, they were suddenly 
fired. upou by a body of mounted Indians and 



'Jialfbreeds from a clump ■of'''i?ee's' oh the'Teft" 
of 'their line. The gallant Boulton^ in, good 
old Balaclava style wheeled hfs'' lianclf*il ' of 
horsemen and charged the enemy, who im- 
mediately fled towards the ravine a couple 
of hundred yards m front, and, letting then- 
horses go, got under cover and opened fire. 
The action that then ensued was almost a 
jdupHcate of- ihe fighting and tactics of the 
Boers.in South Africa fifteen years later, with 
the difference that the green Canadian troops, 
with marvellous instinct, immediately adapted 
themselves to the. new style of fighting and 
gave the enemy as good as they got. Major 
Boulton ordered his men to dismount and let 
their horses go, and they lay down in line on 
the prairie within a couple of hundred yards 
of the edge of the ravine and opened a rapid 
fire on the enemy, very few of whom they 
could see, Boulton's object being to keep them 
under cover until the supports came up. With- 
in a few minutes he had two officers and six 
men wounded, one of them mortally, but they 
held their ground and sustained the whole fire 
of the enemy until the advance guard and 
main body doubled to the front. Within a 
few minutes Capt. Clark's company of the 
9ath came up at the double, the men bending 
low and rushing swiftly forward to prolong 
the firing line of the scouts. It is character- 
istic of the training of the brave old general 
who commanded the force, that he shouted to 
the young Canadians, as they doubled into ac- 
tion, to "hold their heads up," when as a 
matter of fact they were carrying out instinc- 
tively the exact manoeuvre of advance that, 
fifteen years later, had to be shot into the 
British army by the Boers. The general car- 
ried out his own idea of tactics by riding up 
and down in full view of the enemy, and in- 
sisting on his A. D. C's doing the same thing, 
until he got a bullet through his cap and hiu 
two aides, Capt. Wise .and Lieut. Doucet, 
were wounded. Then he consented to dis- 
mount, but continued the whole day promen- 
ading up and down in the rear of the firing 
line, to the consternation of his own officers 
and men, who expected every moment to see 
him drop. He regarded this as a necessary 
example, but the Canadian troops did not 
need any example, as each company in suc- 
cession came doubling up to take its place 
in the firing line and got down under the best 
cover possible. 



Then ensued a fight that was duplicated 
in many a South African engagement with 
the Boers. The Indians and halfbreeds were 
down in the ravine, which acted as a natural 
parapet, and they had gqnstructed a labyrinth 
of riflepits and shelte^s,.dug into the bank to 
protect them from shell fire. The Canadian 
troops were out on the open veldt, wdiile the 
enemy was so completely secreted in the ra- 
vine that only occasionally a head would be 
seen. In regular Boer style they had their 
horses also down in the bottom of the ravine 
ready to mount and ride away in case the 
fight went against them. The guns of A. bat- 
tery were brought up, but the range Avas so 
short, only a few hundrqid yards, that the 
guns could not be depressed enough to fire 
into the ravine. Meantime the enemy were 
firing with the precision born of long practice 
It speaks well for the manner in which the 
Canadian troops took cover that most of the 
wounded were shot either in the head or right 
arni, as they rose to take aim or as they lifted 
their elbows in pulling back the bolt of the 
old Snider rifle. The casualties came thick 
and fast. The artillery resorted to the desper- 
ate expedient of running one gun up to the 
very edge of the ravine and commenced fir- 
ing into it, though five of the eight men at 
the gun were shot down in less time than it 
takes to tell it. Finding themselves unable 
to reach the enemy in that way. the artillery 
shifted further up the ravine and raked it with 
shells, but the Indians and halfbreeds snuir- 
gled down closer in their shelter trenches or 
were covered by spurs jutting out into the 
ravine, and thus were able to hold their ground 
though over fifty of their horses were killed. 
The enemy then set fire to the grass on the 
right flank, but General Middleton sent back 
for the teamsters undef Mr. Secretan, and 
these hardy chaps came up armed only with 
blankets and succeeded in putting out the 
fire, which luckily had not spread very rapid- 
ly, the grass being wet. Then a parly of the 
dismounted artillerymen under Capt. Peters, 
with a company of the golh, advanced down 
into the ravine on the left and attempted to 
enfilade the rifle pijts, and succeeded in rcacii- 
ing within fifteen yards of them before thcv 
were driven back, with a ghastly list of killed 
and wounded, considering the small number 
of the party engaged. It was here that Lieut. 
Swinford was fatally wounded, two men killed 
and a number of others put out of business. 

By this time the enemy commenced to 
give way and started stealing off to the rear 
through the bush in small ])arties, which could 
be seen galloping away. But a certain num- 
ber remained in an impregnable position 
known as "the hornet's nest," consisting of 
an angle of the ravine with spurs that pro- 
'tected them on either flank and an open field 
of , fire to the front over the prairie. Tiiis 
position could only be taken from the rear, 
and numbers of officers', appealed to the gen- 
eral to allow them, to''-jtake their men down 
into the ravine "to ifihi'sh the affair up." But 
by this time General Middleton's point of 
view had undergone a complete change. The 
heayy losses of his small force had caused him 



■'feal anguish of mind, both on acc6urit'-0f;-His' 
natural kindncs.s of heart and the recollection- 
of the government's injunction not to itriperil 
the lives of their citizen soldiery,. He' absolute- 
ly refused to allow the ravine to be rushed, 
and, as the firing was dying away, gave or- 
ders for the troops to withdraw a mile and a 
half from the scene of the fight and go into 
camp. The citizen soldiery far from worry- 
ing over the imperilling of their lives, were 
cursing in furious exasperation at not being 
allowed to finish up the day, after losing so 
many men, with a decisive result. The force 
was allowed to withdraw unmolested, but its 
cup of bitterness was full when a luimber of 
redskins came out from behind their cover 
when the troops were at a safe distance and 
laughed and jeered at them with exultant ges- 
tures. , 

We will now return to the adventures of 
the force on the left bank, which were at 
once thrilling and serio-comic. On the morn- 
ing of the day of the fight the scow with the 
forage had not yet reached camp when the 
time came to move. The civilian teamsters, 
still unimbued with any idea of military dis- 
cipline, refused to move off until they received 
feed for their horses, and the commanding 
officer perforce had to wait upon their pleas- 
ure. As a matter of fact this proved a lucky 
delay, for while Moiitizambert's force was 
thus tied up the .sound of gun fire was heard 
from across the Saskatchewan, where Mid- 
dleton's column had become engaged nearly 
four miles away. Capt. Jack French, who was 
later killed at Batoche, galloped out to sec 
what was doing, and on reaching the high 
bluff overlooking the river, which was about 
the same elevation as Parliament Mill, but 
shelved down more gradually, saw that Mid- 
dleton's force was furiously engaged. He 
.galloi^ed back, and immediately the force was 
ordered to advance in order to see if they 
could co-operate from the left bank of the 
river. The sconts extended and went forward 
rapidly. The Grenadiers also deployed beauti- 
fully at the double and followed after the 
scouts. The Winnipeg battery was ordered 
to advance, and in its ardor to get into the 
fight immediately imagined it was horse ar- 
tillery and Went forward at a 'gallop, follow- 
ing the scouts and leaving its infantry sup- 
port far behind. Then the most amusing 
thing happened. The teamsters of the trans- 
port column, which comprised nearly 100 
wagons, suddenly realized that they were ap- 
parently bcrng left behind. Dr. Rutherford, 
who , was with the artillery, humorously ' der 
scribes the scene that ensued: "As the guns 
galloped forward, bounding over the rough 
ground and far ahead of their infantry sup- 
ports, I heard a thunder of hoofs behind, and' 
turning in my saddle I saw the erstwhile 
striking teamsters coming galloping across 
the country in extended order, lashing their 
horses to a furious pace, and apparcnth' 
bound not to be left behind by the artillery. 
The ground was cut up by numerous buffalo 
runs, deep paths all at right angles to the line 
of advance and leading down towards the 
river. As the galloping transport wagons 
struck these hollows the contents would be 
shot up in the air, and spoons, knives and 
forks, tin pans and bales of blankets, were 
shot out of the loads with explosive effect. 
We never recovered tlie stuff and our mess 
outfiit was not replenished until three weeks 
afterwards, wdien we captured Batoche." 

When the force reached the edge of the 
bluff overlooking the Saskatchewan, Lord 
Melgund endeavored to train a gun across the 
river so as to open fire on General Middleton's 
antagonists and create a diversion, but the 
woods were so thick and the distance was so 
great that he could not be sure of not hitting 
our own troops. About the same time a bugler 
came down to the river bank on the other 
siilc and signalled over, using short and long 
lilasts to represent the dots and dashes of the 
Morse code. lie brought orders from General 
A! iddlcton to cross o\'er the Grenadiers to re- 
inforce his column. B3' this time the scow 
with the forage had arrived opposite the point. 
It was unloaded and the crossing of the in- 
fantry commenced. This was a most arduous 
and difficult task. On each trip when tlie scow 
was liiarled the artillcrx'incn harl to man the 
tow line ;iii<l drag the scow three quarters of' 
a mile iq) the river and then let out the wire 
cable so that llic current could carry it across 
to the op]:)osite shore, where a point jutted 
out. If the scow had got out of control and 
drifted below the point the troops on board 
would have been at the nierc\' of the enemy. 
However, in a remarkable short time three 
companies were ferried across in this way, 
and then the artillery was embarked. In order 
to get the guns doWn to the water's edge a 
road had to be cut through the bush, a task 
which was executed by the gtniners, most of 
whom were expert axemen, with such mar- 
vellous celerity as to elicit from Lord Mel- 
.guud cxi)ressions of the greatest admirat'on. 
The transport av;is formed into a zareba and 
cntrenchefl. one comi)any of the (h-enadiers 
under Major Dawson being left to protect 
it over night. It: -was, in- a most isolated and 
dangerous positidn, and they miist have pas- 
sed a night of great anxiety, not knowing 
wdiat moment they might be attacked - and 
wiped out by a superior force of the enemy. 
However, next day they crossed over safely. 

The Grenadiers and AVinnipcg battery ar- 
rived on the field of Fish Creek in time to 
cover the withdrawal of General Middleton's 



column* and then ifoUowed it to the sntrenched 
camp.: Having left their tents and blankets 
at the other side of . the river these two corps 
put in a miserable.mi^ht, as there was a heavy 
thunder storm with rain and sleet, and the 
weather was very cold. They found Middle- 
ton's force sore, disappointed and exasperated 
at what the}' regarded as a non-successful en- 
gagement, especially as they had not been 
able to_ bring ofl- some of their dead who had. 
been killed down in the ravine. As a -matter . 
of fact the engagement had been more-suq-' 
ccssful than they had any idea . of;;^, (JJabnel v 
Dumont had been wounded in ^the headv' -re- ' 
tiring early in the day with most of his fol- 
lowers, who had the fight pretty well knocked 
out of them. Though credit was not given at 
the time there is little doubt that the rapid 
manner in which the force on the left bank 
crossed the Saskatchewan had a good deal to 
do v/ith forcing the retirement of the rebels, 
who were apprehensive that their;. 1 retreat 
would be cut off. , 

What worked the real mischief was that 
from an attitude of over confidence Gen. Mid- 
dleton swung to the other extreme, and, after 
underestimating, overestimated his enemy. 
The troops were ready to advance the- next 
morning but he insisted that they would have 
to wait for reinforcements, replenish their 
ammunition and send back their numerous 
wounded before the column could be in a 
position to resume the advance. It may be 
argued that he was right in not taking any 
chances, but the delay of nearly three weeks 
Avhich ensued convinced the Indians and half- 
breeds that the Canadian troops had suffer- 
ed a serious reverse and it also gave Riel time 
to thoroughly entrench himself at Batoche, 
which there is reason to believe could have 
been captured with comparative ease had. the 
column pushed forward on the following day.

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AFTER- SHEEP AND GOAT IN THE 
CANADIAN ROCKIES 

Lane, in Field and Stroani. i 
The tn-,st link in the cliain of *nrenin;^Lances 
ilial led to my niaiving' a tri]) alter slicep and 
Ljoat took place on board a steamer from 
Liverpool to Montreal. ^My journey was to 
terminate at the latter city, whence I had been 
called on business, btit my friend — for friends 
\ve iiad become dnrini;- tlie six days' \ciyai^[_- 
— was merely starlin^;^' lurlh to spy out the 
land with the intention of making- his home 
in the western part of Canada, if the life ap- 
pealed to him. Our iirst evenini;- on Canadian 
soil was spent together and I saw lum olY at 
night, agreeing, at parting, to keep up a cor- 
respondence. Like many inomises tn curres- 
pond thi.s promise never materialized, and it 
was some two years later before I received 
any word from my fellow voyager. .One 
morning when tliin!':iiig nxer where and how 
1o spend a month's \acati(iii that was due to 
mc I recci\-e(l the folluwing letter: 

Dear Lane:— 1 am ikiI going t^ waste ynir 
time in cx|)laining why I ha\ e nui \vi-itten. tlu- 
fact is. there is no explanation. I w ill ^lun'ily teil 
you what liappened to me ^ince \^ e parted 
and then will come to the main object of my 
. letter. After .saying good-bye to you that 
evening' I stuck to the train till Calj>;ary was 
reached. Here I was fortunate enough to ob- 
tain a position as "chain-man"' with a .gov - 
ernment survey ]iarty, and tor a year was out 
ill the wilds, certainly seeing the country, but 
with little intention of making niy iH'rmanent 
home therein. IIo\\e\er. in Southern Al- 
berta we passetl through the spot where I 
, am now located, its beauty a])pcaled t(j me at 
once, and the desire to permanently settle 
amidst such enchanting .scenery so grew upon 
me that at the end of six vveevs all thoughts" 
of returning home had departed and I had 
made arrangements to buy a few horses and 
cows, had fenced 480 acres at the base of the 
mountains, put itp a house, and started ranch- 
ing oil a stnall scale. It was not only the great 
natural beauties of the locality thtil iiillitenced 
nie, but the vague reports of game being very 
plentiful in the almost unknown mountains 
loathe Avest. So here I am living by myself 
M'ith the exception of one hired man, .sonic 
thirty miles south of the railway on the north- 
ern-boundary of the Waterton Lakes Parks 
Reserve. Now to business — 1 want you to 
come and visit mc in September. Drop me 
•ir- line as to -what date T mu}' expect to sec 
you, leave the train at f'inclier station atid yon 
will ilnd "yours truly" with a team of horses 
read}' to escort •y«'>it to the ranch. It will only 
cost you your train fare and the government 
license of $25, and .1 will guarantee that you 
will not only enjoy every minute of your stay, 
hut that you will go home the proud posses- 
sor of hunting trophies that many a man has 
spent thousands of dollars and travelled 
thousaiKis of miles in the vain effort to ob- 
tain. "~Yottrs ever. I!ob. 

A decision was at once arri\ ed at to \ isit 
the budding rancher, and there being nothing 
like acting promptly. :i letter was (lesi)atche(l 
stating that 1 would be at I'incher station on 
.September 2ii(l. The weeks of waiting for 
the day of departure seemed months, but at 
last starting time came. The journey was 
pleasant and interesting, but in order to get 
to my story, any description thereof, or of 
the sensations experienced by a Iirst sight of 
tlie Rockies, must be omitted. Suffice it to say 
that by the time the ranch was reached all 
remembrance of city life had departed. 

The first morning we were u]j early, aiul 
personally I cannot >ay that I slept much

short tramp so that muscles and wind shouhl 
get, into something like decent order, and lo 
defer, going after the big game till "in train- 
ing," therefore we only took with ,_ns a small 
.22 ritle in order to shoot a few blue gron.-e, 
and a lishing rod, so that we might liax'c a few 
niountain trout I'or dinner. Almul tiiree miles 
from the ranch \\-e enU'ixil tlic niontli of u 
small canon ntul had scarce])- a-cended it Joo 
vards when a touch 011 the shoulder warned 
mc to drop to the ground, l-'ollowing the 
direction of niy friend's gaxe T saw thirteen 
mule deer — one an enormous buck — on the 
scrubby niountain side above tis, only 300 
yards distant. A suggestion had been made 
at starting that the heavy Sa\ age rifle be taken 
along ill case l)ig game should 'ne seen, .and 
tlie sight of the fleer almost forced an "1 told 
von so," but knowing that my lH.,-.t was ex- 
periencing the same feelings and regretted the 
absence of the rifle as nnich as I, the remark 
was wi.scly omitted. '''.llf][e we lay asid watch- 
ed them feed for a ArKlle^-there was nothing 
else to be done, for the little .22 would have 
no fififpct at. the distance. Eventually the deer 
disappeared over the ridge without having 
sighted us, so we continued our tramp. .Mioni 
,^00 further on we came to a small gulh' rmi- 
ninf^ down the mountain siile. the hoitoin oi' 
wdiicli resembled a small |)lanlalioii of ever- 
greens, and thinking that here we might lind 
a bird or two, Ave plunged down the side a:id 
had almost reached the bottom when a bunch 
of eleven deer which had been lying sunning 
ihemjselvef on the bank jumped" up almost. 
^ t 6iir feet. Eight of them went off in great 
ijonnds across the gully and over the ojiposiie 
bank, but three, including a good buck, started 
up tbp gully, and when about 100 yards dis- 



tant, climbed the bank we had just descended. 
Arriving at the top they stoj^ped to look I'or 
the rest of the bunch, but finding that they 
were alone turned back after the main herd, 
descending the bank they had just climbed. 
We had i)eeii so surprised to sec the deer 
getting u]) at close quarters that neither of 
us dui anything but stare, bufnow seeing the 
big buck preparing to recross the gully the 
rifle was bmnght into play and as he climbed 
a steep cut bank not more than 120 yards 
distant. I pulled the tri,gger. lie slopiicd', and 
firing again behind tiie shoulder, 1 had the 
great satisfaction nl seeing him droj) and roll 
down the bank into the bushes. ^'ou may 
be sure we covered the intervening space in 
record time, finding him as dead as a door- 
nail, both bullets having penetrated the heart. 
T'he camera had also been left behind ip the 
morning, and thereby we missed two fine 
chances of photographing mule deer in their 
native haunts. I low I wish that I possessed 
a picture of ni}' tirst deer as he lay dead 
among the bushes, though the >ceiie will never 
lade from my mind. \\'liile I went to the house ' 
111 get a ])on_\-, Pioh attended lo the olisetpiii's. 
and when I returned he had the animal skin- 
ned. We were not long in packing bade to 
the ranch and dinner. That afternoon we 
spent in a stroll down a beautiful creek, our 
reward in the evening being twenty-seven 
trout, the best fish weighing three and one- 
half pounds, and four o\-er two pounds. The 
next day P>ob had to go out to the railway 
again to firing in some supplies, hut I deci'l- 
ed that walking exercise would be better for 
me. I coiisecpiently spent the day in rambling 
along the creek with the small rifle and fish- 
ing rod, catching several trout which Avere 
returned to their native element for we had all 
wc needed for eating jiurposes at home, and 
incidentally securing half a dozen of that 
grand specimen of the grouse tribe, naniel\, 
the blue grouse. It is cpiite good sport shoiit- 
ing these birds at a distance of from forty 
to lifty yards, taking care that your shot if 
successful shall only strike the heail. Xcedless 
to say in securing the half dozen liirds manv 
cartridges were expended, for f am not proud 
of my skill with the rille. Late that e\-eniii,g 
Bob got back- with his pro\'isioiis, and we 
'arranged that next day should be spent in 
a .serious attempt to secure a .specimen of 
Ovis montana, the far famed big-horn of the 
Canadian Rockies. To get to their feeding 
grounds it was necessary lo make a lengthy 
trip, so early in the morning, having saddled 
horses and filled a lunch pail with bread, but- 
ter, salt antl ijcjipcr. we rode some ten miles 
to the mouth of a big canon. Here havin.g 
tethered the horses and dcjiosited the dinner 
pail, we started on font iij) ilie creek which 
'ran along the bottom of the gully, seeing 
many deer trails on the sand banks and hun- 
dreds of trout in the pools. In a short time 
the creek became too rocky and difficult to 
follow, so we climbed up the side, through 
the big timber, until wc emerged on the grass 
at the base of the rocks. As we proceeiled 
large game trails were seen vvorn deep in the 
loose rock aiul also many old trails in the 
snow at the bottom of the miiiierous ravines 
which scarred the slopes from wall-like rocks 
above to the roaring creek below. These snowy 
patches remain through the lear and serve to 
keep the creeks in good fishing order fluring 
the lioUest weather. We had only gone a 
few hundred yards, after emerging from the 
limber, when we came to the fresh tracks 
of nine animals which had croossed the gully 
ahead of us and }-on can imagine how my 
heart beat when I was told that these tracks 
were those of iiioimt;iin sheep, \''er}- eaii- 
tionsly we crawled up tli'e (li\-iding ridge and 
peeped over the edge. There on the front 
side of the gully- not more than one hundred 
and fifty yards away were nine sheep, two 
of them being old rams. This time we had 
big game rifles with us, and after resting a 
moment or two Id let nerves steady and to 
recover breath, anrl having decided in whispers 
which animal each should fire at, we took 
careful aim and at the word of command both 
fireil. .\ly shot was a bit loo far iiack to more 
than st;igger the slieej), bill the --econd siiot, 
properly placed behind the shoulder, did the 
trick. Bob only needed to ex|Kmd one cartridge 
for his bullet struck his animal in the neck 
severing his cervical vertibrae. The rest of 
the band dashed olT up the slide rocks and in 
a moment were climbing what looked to be 
a smooth and almost vertical rock wall with- 
out foothold for even a fl}'. When half wa\- 
np the cliff they stoi)[)ed on a ledge some 
three hundred yards distant, and there llie\' 
rcm;iined, watching iis while we went up m 
the dead rams, measured, and admired them. 
The two aniiTjals were fine specimens and 
might have been twins, for their measure- 
ments were practically identical, the horns be 
ing ()•>« inches in circumference at the base 
.[oyj inches in length along the outside cur\ e 
of the horn, and 2^/2 inches between the tips. 
On-.-e more the cruiiera was" where is should 
inu liave been, for \ve found it had been left 
in the dinner pail. 1 now got my first less(ni 
in sk'iiming b\i; game. This operation suc- 
cessfully concluded we took a last look at the 
bunch of sheep still on the cliff and made our 
way tlowii to the horses. IJeing hungry after 
our exertions, 1 made a lire in the bed of ;i 
creek while Bob returned to the slieep and 
cut some chops from the carcases. On his re- 
turn we had a meal consi.sting of wild sheep 
chops cooked on a hot stone before the fire, tea 
make in bush fashion, by first putting the tea 
into a pail of cold, creek water, which was then 



heated to near the boiling point, and bread and 
Initler. While smoking a pipe and looking up 
the mountain side to the north my eyes were 
attracted to a small white spot, about' three 
hundred feet above the creek, on the face of a 
bisi' 'buttress of large red rocks'. Thinking, 
however, that it was merely a' piece of snow, 
T paid little attention to it at first; until that 
patch began to move. Quickly drawing Bob's 
attention thereto and getting out the glasses he 
examined it. announcing that the snow patch 
was an except ioiially fine old billy goat feed- 
ing oil the ledges. We decided that his 'life 
should be spared, but afterwards were sorry, 
lor though wc each secured two goats (the 
legal allowance) none .were as fine -specimens 
as this old gentleman who was wandering an 
the sheep grounds. 

Thus ended our first slicc|) hunt, in what 
i believe ii; the best sheep country in the West. 
Jt were too long a story to narrate the details 
of the balance of that holiday, suffice it to .say 
that wc secured two more fine rams in addition 
to four goat.

-FISHING WITH FLIES FOR 

TROUT 



The most important thing in fly fishing is 
proper tackle and proper casting. The choice 
of flics is a secondary matter so long :ls the}'' 
are (piiet in lone, small in size, similar to the 
iialural flies in the waters of the Eastern and 
Middle States. 

In the clii:iice of a rod that will exactly fit 
the angler, it is a matter of experienced selec- 
tion ; a latge-framed, hjiig-armed man, can 
wiehl with .greater ease a long, heavy rod than 
a smaller man, so that it is best to change till 
one is ])rocared that is just right. A medium- 
sized man will handle with good effect a rod 
of 10 feet long, weighing 7 omices, made of 
^plit bamboo — or even a steel rod is a weapon 
I ha\e uscil \vi[h good effect to force the i^y, 
and play a fish in a satisfactory manner. The 
best reel is made entirely of rubber, or aluniiii- 
uni and rubber, with only a strong, single click, 
without any complicated gearing that is. likely 
to get out of order. On a'sniall river 75 feet 
wide — iiKirc or le.ss — the line need not be more 
than 150 feet long and it should be fine, of even 
tliick-ness throughout. The best line I know is 
the oiled silk, extra finisli, mist color "King- 
fisher brand." To my mind the tapered line 
has no advantages. I''pr,efer it fine through- 
out, so that I can taktJ 'it off the" spool and re- 
verse it to get the best; out of both ends. For 
the , very clear watdr of these mountain 
streams you caniiofgtil' a leader of gut loo fine. 
It should be 8 feet long ami tapered: the sec- 
ond fly should be 32 inches from the end fly, 
and from the second f!\- to the upper fly a di.s- 
tance of 30 inches. The two upper snells should 
be two and a half, inches lofig' froni'',the eye 
of the hook to the leader, and the snells must 
match the leader exactly. The leader 1 de- 
scribe is an Lnglish Cummin's leader, used in 
fishing waters where trout are plentiful, but 
\'ery, \ery wary. 

Don't believe pco])le who tell you that to 
cast 100 feet is essential : it is not good trout 
fishing, because .so much line out prevents an 
immediate strike wh^n fish rise to the fly. 
It is much better fly fishing to creep up 
stealthily 50 feet nearer, then cast 50 feet lo 
the fish in that 3011 will ha\'c complete control 
o\'er it, (|uicker action ;inil more certain to em- 
bed the hook, as well as an easy matter to stop 
the fish from getting under snags, lix en witli 
a big two-pound .trout, a hundred feet of line 
out is a nuisance to rnanagcr. The first dash 
of a big fish requires 25 feet more line out, and 
with fine leaders, small hooks, it is ten' to one 
Init what the fish gets off witli so much cum- 
bersome line and lack- of control. Totiriia- 
nuMii casting and actual fishing to hook a N'.'ild 
louii ai'c toil (ipi)osite things. There is no 
ipiestioii but any angler who is patiently indus- 
trious to practice, may attain the honor of 
cliami)ion caster. The same patience devoted 
to accpiiriiig a knowledge of the habits of trout, 
the study of their food — especially flies on the 
water ;a different seasons, is of infinitely mor^: 
service lo fill the creel, and is the .source ot 
much greater pleasure. You are never guilt\- 
of for everlastingly calling the attention of 
your angling friends to tliat "superb cast" 
which does not land a fish — and particularly if 
\ ()U lack their skill. Don't emulate them,' go 
on bagging trout at close quarters, even if 
they succeed in forcing their flies 500 feet 
away. 

b'or the Peiinsx Ivaiiia and Catskill Moun- 
tain trout, flies should be tied on No. rj-io-12 
s\/.v honks. \ like a slight neck bend, iliey hold 
fast lo the lips. .Alsf) choose flies with thin 
bodies fur -May and June fishing; tliev should 
be (piiel in tone, grey, black and brown, like 
the natur/il fly yoii-,see on the surface. Rc- 
nicmbei; that the fish sees the fly's body from 
below easily at a denth of 6 or 8 feet, lhat is 
why the body of the fl}' is the most important 
pari to exactly imitate. The cast is different 
in the waters of Nortlierii Maine and Canada, 
which is usually a .dark color; then the flics 
must be larger and brigjiler in color and al- 
lowed to sink, or they would not be observed 
by the fish. A safe cast of flies to liegin fish- 
ing \v\\h is the end fly with grey wings, silver 
or light body with black hackle. The middle 
fly. bruwn siieekleil wings, orange hackle and 
dark body. L'piier fly. a black gnat with thin 
body, and no hackle. Keej) a mental record 
which fly gets the most fish, if such hapiicns 
to either of the njiper flics, change the best lo 
Ihc end of the cast; it is safer and easier to 
land a good fish on the" end fly. Meanwhile 
keep your c}'cs open to notice the color and 
size, of flies that are flitting over the surface. 
•Reirieniber that flies in the early ' season are 
•most abundant at mornings from 9 to 11 and 



a short time from sunset to dark. Trout feed 
till about an hour after dark, because the cold 
mist of night drives flies tp' cqver, yvhen they 
again wake after the sitii'Ms w(:H up, about 9 
a. m., During the night trout go to the bot- 
tom for food, or take a rest ; therefore, a worm 
is more effective at night and early niorning 
than flies. The most unproductive time of 
trout fi.shing is from before .sunrise to S a.m., 
and high noon to sunset, simply because they 
arc not feeding, or they are resting. 

We will now step into .tlic water to, wade 
down, stream; There is absbhitely no advan- 
tage to fish up stream in quick running water. 
I fished the English River Dove last September 
and caught just a.^ many trout and grcyling 
down stream as up stream, in shallow as well 
as deep water. Jt is the English custom to fish 
np stream \vherc the rivers. are slow moving 
and deep, fishing from the banks of the river.. 

With us it would be impossible to fish and 
wade against the heavy flow of strong water 
in the streams here mentioned, unless fishing 
from the banks, which is not so effective, be- 
cause from the middle it i.s easy to cover and 
have full control of the entire water on both 
sides ; it is also of greater assistance lo the am- 
ateur who is not a perfect caster in that the 
water flow carries the flies with a little judici- 
ous manipulation, to the most likely spots 
where trout lie. There i.s also much -less 
chance to entangle the flies on trees and other 
obstructions. ] always fish from the centre, if 
not too deep : when it is, 1 move off to the 
shallowest side, then cast right across the deep- 
er runway and allow the flies to float down to 
tlvc middle, moving the tip in a jerky way, till 
it comes right back to my side of the stream. 
Trout are .so exceedingly quick as to often 
hook themselves before the angler sees or feels 
them — they also sometimes visibly strike by 
floppin.g out of the water in a leisurely man- 
ner — but feeling that the steel is not meat, 
flick the hook out in a trice, fn that short 
time they have closed their mouths, and it is 
at ,that time that a quick strike is effective. If 
the mouth is open when the strike is made thb 
fly comes back when the strike is given and 
the fish goes his way — for a time. It is useless 
to let the flies lie still in one place, keep ihcm 
forever on the move, either in recasting or flit- 
tering them along the surface; and if the flies 
arc not taken at the first cast, try another, place 
unless you have seen them rising ;*at such time 
a.fiew casts repeated may succeed. If a troiit 
rises to a fly and misses — ^wait just a minute or 
so till it goes down to its usual place of ob- 
servation to be again on the watch for your 
cast. Place your flies in circling eddies, run- 
ways, foot of falls — under and near all obstruc- 
tions in the water, also the deepest i)arls of 
open rippling shallows. 

. yyheii a fish is hooked, raise the tip, make 
no effort to curb tlie first rush outside of what 
the reel-click does, and keep your hands off the 
line, it is the most amateurish hiethd<d I know, 
to have a long stretch of line dangling in the 
water to become entangled any moment with 
the rod or nether limbs. Get control of the reel 
handle wdien the fish has gone some distance, 
then begin to reel in- — if it will not come peace- 
ably, follow it down stream, but stop it from 
running up stream even to almost breaking 
point in the tackle. The fish gains strength 
against the flow of water and becomes weak- 
ened much tpiickcr along with the flow of 
water. If you arc standing in deep water get 
out to the shallows in order to net and creel the 
fish with .greater freedom ; after the fish is 
reeled sufficiently close, place the net deep in 
the water facing its tail, then swoop it out 
and walk ashore in order to unhook it with- 
out danger of slipping back into the water. 

Fly and worm fishing are very much alike; 
indeed the art of fishing with an angle for all 
fishes differ but slightly. All fisii live to cat — 
take the lure upon that basis, and man, by 
many ingenious contrivances succeeds fairlv 
well. But fly fishing soar.-, far above other 
means as an art of catching fish. Some flies, 
notably those made and sold for 3 cents apiece 
in England, for both dry-fly and wet-fly fish- 
ing, when seen on or througli^the dear water, 
arc wonderfull}^ realistic and true to nature — 
furthermore, the wonder becomes a marvel 
how they are made, to be ruthlessly knocked 
about, chewed and even swallowed — to yet re- 
tain their perfect fo'fm and color. 

Insect life in its varied forms, constitute 
the -major portion of the food for mountain 
trout, and the rapid water requires constant ac- 
tivity on the part of trout to secure their food, 
which is the sole cause of their gamy qual- 
ities. The Willowemoc is remarkably free 
from coarse fishes, like dace, chub, suckers, or 
eels, and minnows arc not abundant. The case 
is very different with the Beaver Kill — its sis- 
ter river — into which it flows. The latter 
river is full of these coarse fish, in addition 
to a growingf supply of black bass; all; Ik^w- 
ever, are very ganiey by reason of the rapid 
flov>' of water. On more than one occasion 
] have had big chub, over a pound in weight, 
leap above the surface three limes when cap- 
lured on the fl}'. There is no objection to 
their presenccj except that they consume the 
food-.tjiat trou.ticqiild and' would eat. The re- 
pjjated. ^.tatements. ,.af; ^..yarlous;, wijcrs .that: 
liroivn trout are flull and' listless' fighters lias 
been the reverse of my experience with them. 
'J'licy are just as bold and vigorous to resist 
cajiture a.s the speckled trout, thou.gh I prefer 
to caplur.e tlic latter when of fair size. 

The foregoin.g statements are made wiLli, 
I trust, pardonable confidence; they^ are not 
made frdtir , the .writings of others, oi- taken 
from government reports, but from the experi- 
ence of 26 years at close quarters with /resh 
Avater game fishing — not annual two-week hap- 
hazard vacation, but some seasons of continu-' 
ckis fishing from early Api-il to end of Scptem-

Dr. F. C. S. Schiller, 
who, being a piiilosophcr of distinction as well 
as an Oxford don, has every ripht to an opin- 
ion as to the chief end of man, defined it suc- 
cinctl}-: "A man's final duty is to re-make 
himself by slow, well-considered steps," or, as 
a commentator might put it, man exists in or- 
der to. g(;t himself made different. 

It is obvious that this theory accords close- 
ly. with the teaching of religion. One might go 
further and declare that it is, however sm'pris- 
ing in form, nothing but the best kind of com- 
mon sense. Jf wc arc here to make the best of 
things, and oiirseh'cs, we nuist use all our en- 
deavors to make things and ourselves much 
better than they are, or we. And so by slow 
degrees we transmute the dictum of the phil- 

0. sopher into placid platitudes, which everyone 
will feel justified in thinking of no import- 
ance. But thi.s is unkind and unfair. Even 
this familiar platitude has its value, if you 
will only take the trouble to think about it. 
I'^or it implies the revolutionary command, 
''Thou shalt not be self-satisfied." There are 
indeed people "for whom that ordinance has no 
value. Unfortimately they are the only peo- 
ple who can be counted on to obey it ; and they 
arc not a majority. 

Most of us know them — earnest, diffident 
-souls, always Jiard at work trying to make 
things easier for someone else ■ ahvays blam- 
ing them.selves if things go wrong. They are 
probably the salt of the earth, but thcv can 
be uncommonly e.xasperatin«-. There is in all 
the complicated affairs of life no more diffi- 
cult situation to deal with than that which con- 
fronts 3'ou, when one of these dear, noble saints 
persists in excusing the offender at her own 
expense, and will not allow him the merciless 
justice you would teach him not to trade on 
other people's self-sacrifice. 

There is a good deal of wisdom in the cynic 
who declared that the great obstacle to the 
improvement of the world was not the sinners, 
but'the saints. So long as many a home con- 
tains a woman of infinite kindness, who be- 
lieves that neither her husband nor her children 
can do any wrong — so long as many a woman 

1. s_ married to a man who will condone all her 
piccadilloes and suffer gladly all her tempers; 
so long as selfish folks can find friends who 
will endure all things for the sake of fricndshi-j. 
just so long the disease of self-satisfaction will 
claim countless victims. No one — let us not 
try to slur over the ugly fact — no one suffering 
from self-satisfaction will ever be able to makfi 
himself different ; that is to make the best of 
himself. If wc use the masculine [)ronoun for 
simidicity, wc should remember it stands for 
both .sexes. We began with the iniquities of 
men, but that was merely a fantasia by way of 
overture. When the philosopher speaks of 
man's duty to re-make himself, he means that 
it is v.'oman's duty too. For no philosopher 
could treat of one .sex as a thing apart. He 
knows that the woman of ev'ery age have often 
speaking the men they deserve. 

Now all this, you may say, is merely a pica 
for hardness of heart, a thing in itself detest- 
able and not likely to i)c a remedy for any of 
the evils of mankind, if we are all at ail times 
to be playing the part of candid friend, point- 
ing out each other's mi.sdeeds and assuring 
each other that for our misfortunes we have 
only ourselves to think, suicide would be the 
rage. But wc need not leap from one extreme 
to the other. 

It is, of course, unfortunate that the peo- 
ple who will be most eager to take this |)re- 
scription of justice without ton nnich mercy, 
are the very people who stand in no need (if it, 
who are already .stuindly hard aiid incon.- Mi 
erate. But everything in this world is cajjablc 
of being misused. If we abide by the Golden 
Rule, that no one has a right to be self-satis- 
fierl, and that it is the truest i<indncss to .save 
our friends from that sin, and a sacred duty not 
to fall into it ourselves, we shall not go so verv 
far wrong.

SERVANT PROBLEM— A SOLUTION 

Everywhere one hears the same coinplaint, 
that servants are not to be found for love or 
money, that, in spite of the increasing wages, 
with the prospect of a more comfortable home 
and better food than the}' can obtain in any 
other career, girls of the working classes elect 
to remain from morn till eve in the unhealthy 
atmos])hcrc of an o\'cr-lieatC(l shop, or to slave 
(perhaps for a mere pittance) at some mechan- 
ical labor, rather than don the cap and apron 
of the much-valued cook, or housemaid. 

There must be some deeper reason for this 
than sheer perversity (one cannot lightly lic- 
ense a whole class of this folly) and it rcall\' 
seems as if the trend of modern feeling were 
against the existence of two distinct house- 
holds under one roof, 

Aleanwhile, the impossibility of finding 
competent service renders the life of the pres- 
ent-day woman when- she belongs to what is 
called, with cruel irony,, the "leisured class," a 
perpetual worry, and unending misery; many 
families exist in a haphazard way, the reverse 
of comfortable; and the expensive restaurant 
dinner has become of late years increasingly 
popular. 

The family residential club, which has 
finnid favor in .America offers one solution of 
the difficulty; and appears, far more deserving 
of attention, as it is mainly designed for people 
of moderate incomes. ■' • \^ 

AU that it means is the addition, to a>block 
of flats of a large general dining-rbom ••and 
kitchen, and the employment, in common, of ! 
a sufficient staff of servants to do the wbrk:of 
the whole establishment. 

Such a system practically entails less ex- 
pense on the residents of the Hats that the ar- 




rangement of paying separately for food arid 
service, instead of contributing to the common 
fund. 

They ought in this way to receive better 
value for their money, as the catering for a 
small family is never easy, and it is notoriously 
easier to buy food cheaper in large quantities 
than in small. 

Of course a thoroughly reliable cook-house- 
keeper would have tp.be appointed, a post that 
might be filled to advantage by some lady liv- 
ing in the place, and a balance sheet would be 
published twice a j'ear. 

Or there is still the other plan of trusting 
the kitchen department to some caterer, first 
binding him down to a fixed and moderate 
tariff, but this does not work out quite so sat- 
isfactorily in the end, and ot course he would 
be obliged to, make: il:?.;wqrth" his while.' 

Every morning, in such ah establishment, 
the club servants would be obliged to go 
round to each flat to do the necesary work; no 
more, if as much, being left for .ijiistress and 
daughter, than generally fall to their lot- in the 
ordinary household! 

At the same time orders would be issued, 
the menu submitted, and, if desired, a special 
arrangement could be made for :dirtner,,or 
luncheon to be served, at ia small additional 
cost, in one's own apartments, 

■'Needless'to say, each flat would be fur- 
nished with its own small kitchen, for it is 
.scarcely likely that among middle-class people 
a common breakfast and tea would find popular 
fsvor. 

Owing to the impossibility of fixing an 
hour to suit everyone, they woiild entail extra 
service; while the preparation for two such 
simple, meals could not be much of a tax on 
the energies of the household, especially as all 
the v.ashing-up, etc., would be done by the 
club servants. 

At the same time, in case people's economy 
overcame their public spirit, subscriptions to 
cinner and luncheon, or at least to one of these 
meals, woidd have to be made obligatory. 

Naturally a club of this description would 
not be complete without both playroom and 
;)layground for the children, where, under ef- 
ficient supervision, they could qnjoy fresh air 
and exercise. 

Co-operation makes many things possible, 
and the troubles of a mother, when her sole 
assistant is that nondescript creature known 
a.-, the "nurse-housemaid," are seldom ade- 
quately realized. 

Entertaining, which gives the much-needed 
spice to life, is another question which has to 
be considered. 

j\ little dinner at a reserved tab'le, with 
special dishes ordered for the occasion docs 
not seem to present much difficulty, and would 
i/c infinitely more agreeable to the. guests than 
the usual function, with cooked wife as the 
lirst course ! 

.A reception-room, to be taken by the guests 
in turn on their own chosen days, seems an ex- 
cellent method of giving teas; also there 
might be a small ball-room, which could be 
hired by such of the guests who might like to 
give a small dance, now and again, but all 
these additions must depend upon the amount 
of money which each family contributes to the 
common fund. 

Even as it is, hospitality remains largely a 
matter of means, and club life does not in itself 
I'/resent any very serious difficulties or draw- 
backs to social aspirations. 

In all such arrangements light and heating 
are bound to be shared in conmion, and the 
beloved, but dirty, open fire must needs fall a 
sacrifice! 

Its worshippers will probably cry out that 
here is' a notable disadvantage to the scheme, 
but as the present situation is fast growing 
untenable, a change of sonic sort will have to 
be made, and changes, even for the better, like 
a new ])air of shoes, are scarcely ever comfort- 
able imtil one has had time to become accus- 
tomed to them. 

Another objection sure to be urged against 
the plan is that as servants are^so.' scarcei<^uch 
a club must be as impossible to maintain in 
comfort as the ordinary household, and that 
its .supporters are bound to find themselves in 
the lurch some day because the cook has gone 
away in a "huff," or be obliged to clean their 
own boots, because the housemaid has disap- 
peared ! . 

But these are only imaginary difficulties. 

There are two good reasons' to prove this: 
firstly, the servant. required by a number of 



households amalgamated, as it were, together 
would not be nearly so many as if each one 
employed its own separate staff ; and, secondly, 
clubs have rarely much trouble in finding ser- 
vants, because their hours are more regular, 
the life offers greater variety, and, as a maid 
shrewdly remarked the other day, "You are 
not so much under the mistress' thumb!" 

The one supreme advantage, to my mind, 
in such a system is the opportunity it gives to 
many people of a much more varied and a full- 
er life than they haVe the leisure or the chance 
to enjoy at present. /' " j: 

How different the feelings of tHe„pQQr; 
harassed wife of today, if, when Her husband 
came home in the evening, she were able to 
don her prettiest frock, with its necessary ac- 
companyment, her sweetest smile, and go with 
him to the big dining-room, leaving the chil- 
dren safely tucked up in bed, her mind undis- 
turbed by dread of fire, or by what, "Sarah',\.

Large families — are they a ci'^sc or a bles-

In these days people seem to think the 
former.

Where are the gloriously large families 
of a generation or so ago? 

Time was when a fainilj'' of six or seven 
was not reckoned above the average size. Now 
it is considered a very large one. A paltry 
(l)y comparison) two or three is far more 
usual and often there is an only child. Such 
a change may, or may not, be conypnient aiivi' 
agreeable to the parents. But how about the" 
children ? 

Of what are the}' deprived? "What hap- 
piness do they miss? Wliot chances of the 
best arc taken from them ? To the large 
families belong pleasures and privileges ut- 
terly unknown to those who' have never ex- . 
pericnccd them. 

To begin with the pleasures. What play- 
mate in the world can equal a child's own 
brothers and sisters? They are always ready 
always present, and understand the games 
and ways in a manner impossible to .outstderis. ' 
Home made games are always the- merriest,- 
whether in the garden, schoolroom or nurs- 
ery. I"ew toys are wanted in a family that 
is well furnished Avith children. Little ones 
and big ones plaj^ with each other. The un- 
fortunate baby who has no playmate, no 
fellow-baby to kiss or pet e-xcept 'the little boy 
or girl in the glass" is indeed deserving of 
pity. 

Education, too, goes on easily and imper- 
ceptibly when there are many children about. 
Younger ones learn from older oties all 
sorts of useful lessons, not only the 
moral lessons of unselfishness and fair- 
ness, but also a good deal of necessaiy* 
knowledge, such as the first attempts at read- 
ing and writing. These arc often made a play 
of in the nurser}% where it is pretty to sec an 
elder girl "pretending" school with the little 
ones, both learning more than they know. . • 

It is still proverbial (for people have not 
yet had time to forget it) that large iamilies 
get on better in the world as they grow up' 
than small ones. The individuals that compose 
them have already had to put up with a cer- 
tain amount of friction. The}- have not been 
spoiled and pampered as chUdren arc when 
they are scarce enough to become curiosities ; 
neither are they fussed over so much in other 
ways. More freedom has been given theni, and 
this is good. . "' " 

Only children and children of very small 
families inherit of course niore of their par- 
ents' worldly goods, .At what a cost, how- 
ever! They are dejjrivcd of the natural in- 
centive to work. iM-om the first the spur of 
necessity is wanting. There is not much char- 
acter-making of the best , sort about w.ealth 
that is inherited. No other ties are like'the rje- 
lightful relationship of brother to brother of 
sister to sister, of brothers and sisters to each 
other. vSo strong is the bond, so pure, so true. 
In after life what greetings so- sweet. asvtho.se 
of our old hcarthmatcs? 

''No distance breaks the tic of blood — 
.Brothers arc brothers evermore," 

From the point of view of the chillrcn, 
mayhap, the dearth of large families is a inis- 
fortunc.

There is no more prairie; tlie cowboy is be- 
coming a myth; the Indian is getting to be a 
most uninteresting civilized person; they are 
irrigating the sagebrush desert and raising 
early spring vegetables -whece the mugtang. 
used to prance arid the antelope roamed. In 
fact there is no Wild West left outside of Buf- 
falo Bill's Wild West show, and to preserve 
that in the proper degree of wildness has be- 
come a serious problem. In consequence of 
these things I expected to find my old friend 
the Colonel cast down and sad. Herein I was 
disappointed. ■• , 

The Colonelfliike the other mighty hunter 
of the same title who is stirring things up a bit 
overseas, is a philosopher and an optimist. He 
ought to. be, with a perspective of twenty-six 
years in the show business and a life of forty 
years on the fighting edge of the old frontier 
to look back upon. There has not been any 
rumpus with the Indians since Buffalo Bill 
quit fighting^ them, and became a footlight and 
arena hero that amounted to much except the 
trouble at Pine Ridge, in '91, and then the Col- 
onel was on the spot and at the right hand of 
General Nelson A. Miles as soon as a special 
train could bring him to the Sioux Agency. 

Tlie trouble .subsided -when he arrived; no' 
another shot was fired. These arc facts that 
you can construe them as you will. The Col- 
onel did not tell me this ; he is far too models:, 
and the historians are going to have a hai'd 
time in making him tell just how big a part he 
played in the upbuilding of the new West. 

Tlic passing of the years ha.s not affected 
Buffalo Bill except to whiten the long curly 
hair, once shining, jet black. His form is as 
straight and soldierly as ever, his eye as keen 
as, when it scanned the distant horizon for the 
red foeman in the days of old. His manner is 
a little more gentle, more deprecating, and 
there arc few 1-nes in his face that I have not 
seen there before, but he is still the beau ideal 
of a plainsman, every inch of him — a perfect 
picture of the type of man who won our great 
Western empire from the redmen. 

* * * 

"When you go into a restaurant and order 
a porterhouse steak, don't you feel sorry you 
killed off all the buffalo in the old davs?" I 
asked him, jokinglv, after greeting and remin- 
iscences had been exchanged. 

_ "The price of beef is a trifle high, I do ad- 
mit, but it v/ould not be any cheaper if the buf- 
falo still lived. On the contrary, if we had not 
killed the buffalo off there would'bc little beef 
today. It was the extermination of the herds 
of buffalo on the. plains that made it possible 
to graze great herds of cattle over them. 

"Killing off the buffalo also cut the Indians 
off from their principal source of food supply 
and brought them to terms. No, I cannot say 
that I have ever suffered any pangs of regret 
for the part I took in slaughtering buffalo. 
The -massing of the buffalo herds of "the West 
was ordained by the Almighty to make room 
for the cattle rancher and the farmer gnd to 
bring the civilization of the Indian." 

"And the passing of the Indian?" 

"That was the will of Providence, too. 
Civilization must advance and governments, 
institutions, human beings, animals, anything 
that stands in the patli of nroj^rcss and civili- 
zation must go down before its march. How- 
ever, I do not think-that the Indians arc in need 
of any svmpathy now. They have nrospered 
exceedingly the last twenty' years under the 
paternal care of the government. The Indians 
are today, per capita, the richest people in the 
whole world, and if tlicy are not the hapDiest 
it looks as if they soon will be. Don't make 
any mistake about the Indians. They have 
been successfully^ civilized." 

"Please do not civilize the Injuns with the 
show; we need a few wild ones for educational 
purposes." 

"And we had a job getting them, I can tell 
you. Major G. W. Lilley and Johnny Baker 
went out to the Sioux agcncv and 'made a can- 
vass of the tribes. They were terribly discour- 
aged at first. They found that most of the 
Brules and tlie Ogallalas were riding around 
in automobiles, the scjuaws were wearing Mer- 
ry Widow hats, and the children were singing 
-"Ringrs on Her Fingers and Bells on Mcr 
Toes." Finally they managed, by offering 
great financial inducements, to contract for a 
very choice lot of Indians. 

"It is a fact, by thunder! that one chief of 
the Sioux has two motor cars and he is think- 
ing of ordering another. I never saw so many 
automobiles in my life as T did at a Northern 
Nebraska county fair last fall. I counted four 
hundred and two. 

. "The only way the people out West are 
ever going to know what tlie West used to be 
is to go to the Wild West show. 

"That's it. Our most curious and interested 
spectators have always been the Indians them- 
selves. We could make a couple of weeks' 
stand at the big reservation any time. Every 
Indian on the reservation would come every 
day to the .siiovv " 

"In. automobiles?" 

"But to see a buck Indian ridin garound in 
a touring car is not half as funny as to sec one 
of our old time cow punchers driving a mowin'>- 
machine. The cow punchers of the jiresent use 
a pitchfork more than a six-shooter. Do you 
remember Broken Nose Pete, who used to 
ride our bucking bronchos ? ; I saw him steer- 
ing a olbwIrtearNorth Platte 'a few months ago. 
Poor old Pete ! When I stopjped and sppke to 
him, he Said: - 

" 'What is the' use Colonel, the only place 
they ride bronchos now is in a circus tent. [ 
am getting old and want to settle down, and 
there is nothing else for a puncher to do these 
davs except raise garden truck!'" 



"What is the matter wi,th'cattle raising, in 
view of the price of beef ' 

"My boy, to raise cattle these days you 
must be a farmer. The whole situation is 
changed. There are no . more -big ranges left 
Avhere large herds of cattle' can be grazed; as 
they used to Le in the old days, and even ten 
years ago. 

"You cannot pasture your .stock 'in the 
South during the winter and drive them North 
in the spring, as formerly! The whole cattle 
country is taken up with small ranches and 
farms, which are under cultivation. 

"Every one of the old water holes where 
the big herds of cattle were driven in the Yel- 
lowstone, the Missouri, the Platte and the Big 
Horn valleys has been filed on. There is no 
p'ublic range left that will support a herd of 
cattle.' 

"The result of this settlement of the West- 
ern cattle country has made it necessary for 
every rancher to raise grain on which to feed 
his stock during the winter. It used to cost 
three or foin* dollars to raise a steer for market. 
Now it costs double that sum." 

".\nd cattle seems to be getting as scarce as 
the l)uffaloes." 

"I do not think there is any cause for worry 
about that.' There will always be plenty of 
beef for evervbody when new conditions are 
undcrtsood ancl things are adjusted to meet 
them. It is my experience in life that cvery- 
tiiing happens for the best. 

"I remember as a little boy seeing Kit Car- 
son, and hearing him say, when some one com- 
plained that all the game had been killed off 
east of the Missouri River, that 'for every wild 
animal killed there was a chicken, a hog and a 
cow in some barnyard to make up for it.' " 

"What was the greatest frontiersman in 
American history. Colonel?" 

"Tiiat is hard' to say, there were so many. 
\ye really do not know much about Davy 
Crockett and Daniel Boone, except whav was 
handed as tradition by word of mouth. Kit 
Carson was- the greatest hunter, Indian fight- 
er and guide in his day, and generally admitted 
to be. His achievements were the favorite 
stories at every camp fire on the frontier. 

"The conditions under w'-iich Kit Carson 
lived were favorable to the development -A 
such characters as his, and there were hun- 
dreds of plainsmen who havo never been heard 
of who probably could do as he did, if given 
the opportunity. 

"In my young days everything west of the 
Missouri v.'as the Great American Desert. We 
had a few crude maps of tlie country, but we 
never relied on them. We carried a pjpture 
of the country in our heads, for we had grown 
up there, and knew every foot of it. 

"If I had been taken by an air.ship and set 
down in any spot in Kansas, Nebraska or 
South Dakota in those day.s, ckiring the ni^ht 
when the sun rose I could tell exactly where f 
was and exactly which way to travel to reach 
any desired place. It was this knowledge of 
the country that made scouts invaluable in the 
work of fighting the Indians and settling the 
\\ est. and it is because no one has a chance to 
learn the country as we did that the true scout 
has passed away from the plains, with the buf- 
falo and the Indian. 

"Men who grow up in the wilds acquire a 
\vonderful bump of locality and sense of direc- 
tion. Tso compass was ever used by the In- 
dian or by tlic scout, and the Indians seem to 
know north, south, east and west by instinct 
even today That Hawaiian scout. Frank 
.rouard, who was brought up by the Sioux 
from infancy, developed thi.s instinct to even a 
greater extent even than the Sioux. He could 
tell the north with his eyes shut any time, day 
or night. •' 
. "And docs not the passing of the old fron- 
tier ever make you feel a bit sad. Colonel?*' 

'On the contrary, I feel that I have been 
singularly blessed and favored in that Prov"- 
dcncc has permitted uic to live through two 
generations and see this great, glorious West- 
ern country of ours transfofmed^from a wilder- 
ness into a beautiful agricultural country capa- 
ble of supporting the entire population of the 
l.nited States for centuries to come. You 
know that tlicre was a greater advance in the 
last fifty years in the West than there was in 
the three luindred years that preceded and I 
have lived to see the beginning nnd the end of 
it while all the other frontiersmen who blazed 
the way fifty years ago arc long since gone 
over the Great Divide. Yet every one of them 
did his share of the work and would have re- 
joiced to behold the results that have followed. 

"Time has cast a glamor of romance over 
the old frontier days that they did not possess 
for those who lived through them. People 
like to hear tales of tlie wonderful hunting and 
the thrilling fights we went through, but start 
to tell of the hardships and privations that we 
all suffered and nobody cares to listen; yet 
our lives were about 90 per cent hardship a'nd 
privation. The days of hunger? Oil. yes! there 
were times when we nearly starved! Buffalo 
and game were never so plentiful as in the 
story books, and we never cared to travel very 
far without provisiQn.s. 

"Then there Averc the sleepless nights, v/hen 
we were afraid to build a camp fire, or even to 
take our half-frozen fingers off the triggers of 
our rifles, and these niglus would be followetl 
by long days of thirst and fighting against an 
unseen;-, foe. It was never the fun that 
the ..diltie-novel-reading-boy thought it was. 

' "But r will- say that having been-born in 
the country arid brought up to this kind of 
thing, we did not suffer from these hardships 
as much as men \vould today. The old fron- 
tiersman accepted physical privation as a mat- 
ter of course in his life, and never grumbled or 
complained of his fate. livery one of the old 



frontiersmen expected to be killed m a fight 
with his eternal foe.S; the Indians, some day, 
but on the theory that a live man is better than, 
a dead one, they did not go courting death as 
some of our romancers would have us believe. 

"It was the code of the Indian fighter to 
take no chance that was unnecessary. Dare- 
devil bravery may be all, at times, very well 
for soldiers of spmeteivi}ized nation, but.it was 
always fpolish 'ori"- the 'frontier. ■ What gobd 
would a scout be if he got killed every time he 
went out to have a look at the country in 
front?" — Colgate Baker, in the New York Re- 
view."

LIVING ON RAW FOODS 

For the past year, with one brief (and 
disastrous) intermission, the writer has been 
living upon a diet of nuts and fruits — ^with 
benefit to his* 'condition so great as to be al- 
most incredible. His wife and boy, aged 
seven, have been following the same regime 
Avith similar results. For the benefit of others 
who may care to try It I will outline the plan 
we follow : 

I eat twice a day, the first time about three 
hours after rising and then' seven hours after 
that. I cat an ounce or two of nuts, eating 
these first and chewing them carefully. Then 
I eat two or three very ripe bananas, a hand- 
ful of some kind of dried fruit, and then all 
the fresh, juicy fruit I fancy I have a good deal 
of variety, but make it a rule not to eat more 
than four or five articles of food at any one 
meal. The staple articles of my diet are pine 
nuts, Pirazil nuts, pecans, almonds, prunes, 
raisins, figs, bananas, oranges, and apples in 
winter, and peaches, pears and berries in tlie 
summer. 

Ordinarily this is all I care for, but if tiie 
fancy strikes nie I add lettuce, tomatoes, cel- 
ery and ripe olives. I have found that after 
a few meals one learns to like raw potatoes, 
turnips, parsnips, sweet corn and green peas. 
I sometimes eat tlie raw flaked grains which 
may be had in packages in the grocery stores 
or sometimes I. soak > whole wheat or barley 
until it is quite soft,- and eat it with a little 
olive oil and some dates Prunes and apricots 
I soak over night, other fruits I simply wash 
until they are shiny. I never drink anything 
but water, and I do not use bread or any other 
form of cooked food. 

Anyone may imagine how the housekeep- 
ing problem is affected by such a way of life. 
We have no servants and no cooking, no soil- 
ed dishes, odors or grease. Also, it is worth 
while to point out the esthetic charm of these 
foods; when we have company we can put 
most beautiful combinations of colors on the 
table. And it is my conviction that when a " 
person is not hungry enough to eat such food 
the best thing he can do is to wait until he is 
hungry — even if he waits a week or two. I 
believe that our alimentar.y canal is designed 
for it,, and that when ' Ave refine, concentrate 
and soften our food as we do we not only take 
in tlirec tipies as much nutriment as we can 
use, but we deprive our food of all the rough 
particles and the waste which is necessary to 
fill the colon and stimulate peristaltic action. 

Can one maintain strength upon such a 
diet?- ! know one young man who increased 
his weight from 125 pounds to 165 upon it, 
and is as hard as iron; you can hit him over 
the solar plexus or dance upon his abdomen 
as hard as you please, and without his seem- 
ing to aware of it. I know another, a cross- 
country runner, who 'weighs 167 pounds ; he 
has lived on nuts and fresh fruits exclusively, 
and he will turn out and do twenty miles with 
you at a minute"s notice. I have seen my diet 
suddenly adopted and followed for two months 
by a whole family — men, women and children 
—and all gained in health and strength. 

The editor of Collier's advises me to state 
this as a personal experience and not to lay 
it down as a law for everyone ; he adds that 
he has known several people who have tried 
it and got "a bad stomach" as a result. Well, 
I have known of such car>cs also; the raw diet 
requires a strong stomach, and most people's 
stomachs are weak. It is uiujuestionahlv 
easier to digest mush and milk tlian it is to 
digest nuts and bananas. Also it would be 
much easier to be wheeled about all dav in a 
sedan-chair and never use one's limbs; but we 
do not, therefore, recommend it. On the con- 
trary, we believe in exercising the muscles 
strenuously up to a certain limit, and so in- 
creasing their strength. In the same way I 
do not believe that any man should pamper a 
weak stomach — he should set to work to make 
it strong; and the goal should be the fligest- 
ing of all natural foods in their natural state. 

I should say that when a man has a weak 
stomach he needs, not cooked food, but a fast. 
Let the stomach have an absolute rest, and 
then start it ofT carefully with fruit juices and 
milk; and in a couple of weeks you will find 
that it is equal to all the raw foods. You will 
find also that they taste better than any \i)od<. 
ever tasted before. I personally have fasted 
twelve days twice, and .again eight. On the 
first fast I felt weak for three or four days; 
after that not at all. On the other fasts I 
never felt more active in my life; I walked 
about ten miles daily and did some gymnastic 
work, and was as busy tnentally as could be. 
On neither fast did I experience anj' hunger 
or any interest whatever in food after the 
second day. My object in these fasts was to 
eliminate from my system every trace oof my 
"cooked food" transgressions. I lost in the 
three a total of forty pounds of very -poor 
flesh ; and after them I put on a total of sixty 
pounds of the very " best quality of muscle. 
The change in niy' appearance is such that • 
every bne^'wl1i.pJ?nows me cries out with aston- 
ishment f-^riil'say quite seriou.sly that I would 
not take any sum of money to part with the 
knowledge I have gained through the experi- 
cnce.— Upton Sinclair,- in Collier's. 
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China is Awake and Alert 



Eleven years ago Ng Poon Chew", a Cliin- 
esc who had come to the United States at the 
age of 14 and had been educated in a college 
in California, decided that it would be a good ^ 
thing to establish a Chinese, daily newspaper ' 
in Sari Francisco. ' - . 

"We will let you have money in small 
sums," said .his friends, "but we do not be- 
lieve that we shall ever get it back." 

But Ng Poon Chew felt he was on the right 
track, lie established the Chung Sai Yat Po, 
the first Chinese daily published in the Uni- 
ted States, and began to hustle. The first 
year the paper paid its stockholders a divi- 
dend of 10 per cent. The second year Mr. 
Chew smiled and handed his friends 30 per 
cent. Another year he was able to pay them 
a dividend of 75 per cent. In the first ten 
years the stockholders got back 400 per cent, 
on their investment," and Chinese newspapers 
have come to be considered such paying 
property in the Far West that San FVancisco 
now boasts of two other dailies in that lan- 
guage, while two have sprung up in Monoluhi 
and two 'in Vaiu-ouvcr, and the number of 
weeklies and scmi-wceklics is large. 

This is the story of the Chung Sai Yat 
Po as its managing editor reviewed it on the 
occasion of a recent visit to New ^ ork city. 

Mr. Ng is a short stockily built man, with 
hair that is just turning gray and a shorty gray 
moustache. He has been in the United States 
thirty years. He is a Presbyterian and says he 
is an American in everything but citizenship. 
He seems to take great pride in the fact that 
although he cannot become naturalized all of 
his children are Americans through having 
been born in the country. 

"The Chung Sai Yat Po, which means 
Chinese daily paper, has a circulation now of 
3,600 and goes all over the United States," 
.said Mr. Ng. "We publish twelve pages daily. 
My friends who furnished the money said that 
the Chinese would never read it, but I retorted 
that the Chinese had acquired other bad habits* 
such as opium smoking and gambling, and 
there was no reason why they should not get 
into the newspaper habit. I do not attempt 
to make the paper sensational. People knev/ 
that we who started the paper were Christians 
and believed what we wrote. Murders and 
such things are merely mentioned. 

Yellow Man's Paper Not Yellow 

"There are a great many yellow papers 
turned out by white men, but here is a white 
paper being turned out l)y yellow men. We 
have a great deal of advertising, not only from 
Chinese merchants who arc after Chinese pa- 
tronage. We get direct cables from Chinrf, 
although wc cannot get press rates because ' 
of our having to receive everything in Chinese 
code, as some of our correspondents^ don't 
write English characters. We have, of course, 
reporters in San Francisco, and the general 
news of the country and of the world we get 
from the evening papers. 

"As I had got all my education in the Uni- 
te'd States and my tastes and ideas having 
completelv changed. I .got the idea of edu- 
cating the Chinese by means of a newspaper. 
I am at heart more of an American than a 
Chinese, though I cannot become a citizen. 
The Chinese are now wide awake. 'I'Jiey used 
to be very conservative, and superstitious, and 
while I cannot claim that the change- in them 
has been brought about by my paper there is 
ho doubt that.it contributed its share. 

"Fully 60 per cent of the Chinese in Cali- 
fornia now have their queues cut, I had mine 
cut off in 1881. Soon afterward I attended 
a meeting at which 1,000 Chinese were present, 
and besides myself there were present only 
two persons without queues. The Sunday be- 
fore I left home six weeks ago I was in our 
church, where there were 200 Chinese men. 
and only three of the Avhole number wore 
queues. 

"Since the earthquake and fire the charac- 
ter of the Chinese in San Francisco has chang- 
ed altogether. Most of the clubs and societies 
like the Six Companies before the fire had re- 
ligious observances and kept idols and altars 
in their meeting places. Now the idols have 
been removed and their place taken by lecture 
platforms, and each hall now has maps on the 
walls and a library and reading rooms con- 
taining papers, both American and Chinese. 
Before the fire every Chinese nicrrliant had 
in his store an altar and nn idol of the god 
of wealth. Now they have thrust out the idols 
and the altars and are trusting to themselves. , 
Chinatown is now a very substantial section 
of the city, and," Mr. Ng added with a smile, 
"lest odorous. 

Demands for Higher Literature 
"We had received from so many parts of 
the country letters asking for up-to-date pub- 
lications that in connection with our paper wc 
opened a boSk department, importing the latest 
books, scientific and otherwise, even .some 
American and Knglish books that had been 
translated into Chinese. For instance, there 
is a demand for Shakespeare. Darwin, Spencer 
and other pliilosophcrs and fiction, beginning 
with Robinso Crusoe, which is beginning to 
delight Chinese youth. Then historical and 
' scientific.jwprks are in great demand and our 
custoriiiei's'' btiy a great many maps of the 
world. 

"There are now only 65,000 Chinese in the 
United States, -and there arc now in California 
only about one-half of what there used to he. 
There used to be 10,000 Chinese in San Fran- 
cisco alone. Now there are only 7,000, many 
having died, \yhile others, grov/n old, have 



gone back to China to stay. Why, twenty 
years from now you will have to go to a ; 
museum .to -find ^a - Chinaman in the United 
States^- ' ' ■ 

"The young Chisiesie who graduate from 
cpUeges in the United States now have many 
times more opportunities in their native coun- . 
try than have young Americans similarly 
equipped in their homeland. AVhen they go 
back they are immediately employed by their 
government or by companies, especially if they 
are engineers of some kind. I think there are ' 
now more than 700 Chinese students in the 
Unitcfl States, of whom 250 to 300 were sent 
by the govcrnriient.' ^ 

The "Six Companies." 

"What are the Six Companies? Well, the 
idea has got abroad erroneously that the Six 
Companies" were forrried to bring in Chinese 
labor. The term 'Six Companies' is a misno- 
mer. Most of the Chinese in the United 
States came originally from the six, later , the 
eight, districts of Canton. A benevolent as- 
sociation was started in San Francisco repre- 
senting the six districts of Canton. As the 
founders were not familiar with English, they 
hit upon the word 'companies' instead of 
'society' or 'association' and the name has 
clung. The society h.as nothing whatever to 
do with imiiiiigration and is purely benevolent 
in its purpose and operations. 

"I should estimate the number of Christian- 
ized Chinese in San Francisco at 1,000 or one- 
seventh of the Chinese population of the city. 
There are five Chinese churches, Presbyterian, 
Congrcgationalist, ■ Misthodist and Salvation 
Army. As for opium smoking, that is now 
little done in San Francisco. In the first p^ace, 
a can of opiuhi now costs $40, which is almost ' 
prohibitive, for when it was $6 the price was • 
considered high. Tlren education and read- 
ing, as well as the laws, have stepped in to 
abolish the practice. 

''of course I have hppes. that .the; exclusion 
laws will be modified, but it looks as if it would 
take many years to bring that about. The ( 
Chinese government has been advocating pre- 
venting Chinese from coming, a similar ar- 
rangement to that which this government has 
with the Japanese. This would .be the only 
fair thing unless this country a^optis a univer- , 
sal exclusion law. 

"China is too big a country and its civili- 
zation is of too old an order, therefore it takes 
a long time to root up ideas there. But when 
the Chinese government abolished the old sys- 
tem of education on September 2,' 1907;; it 
made ready for^a new: order.. For thousands ^ 
of years the yojith of the, counttry had been 
studying the old Confucian classics, learning 
that the weather was such an4sp;at^a;.c^ 
hour 5,000 years before, and. s<^'oriii?but learn- 
ing nothing of what had been going on in the 
world in modern times. Now they have i; 
adopted a system wdiich is an adaptation from 
the best American and European methods of 
the day, and they study in high schools today 
over there almost the. same branches tha,t 
are pursued in similar schools oyer here.-' Th6 
Chinese youth is required, to master pri'e/'for- 
eign language, and 80 per cent of the ptipils" 
choose English. ^ 
Reform from the Bottom. Up. • " ' 

"I know the German Emperor talks of the 
yellow peril, but in China they speak of the 
white peril. They are not afraid of the Jap- 
'anese and other heathen, but -they, are sus- 
picious of most Christian nations, which have 
proved barbarians and robbers to them. Japan? 
I think that while Japan is somewhat aggres- 
sive now it is beginning to realize that China 
is waking and will soon be able to protect 
itself. Even if Japan did attempt to swallow 
China it would find itself the subject of the 
most awful stomach ache. The reason why 
China is organizing a modern army, 'with" a 
standing force of 1,000,000 men, is not to guard 
itself from encroachments by the Japanese but , 
to prevent further thefts o£ its territories, by 
Europ';an nations. I don't think there will be 
another China-Japanese war. 

"There is one great difference between re- 
form in China and reform in Japan. The Jap- 
anese started to reform from top to bottom. 
As a result the lower classes of Japanese are 
not enlightened at all. The government is 
fifty years ahead of the people. On the other 
hand, reform in China is being pushed by the 
common people, who compel the governtnent 
to take cognizance. As a result the people of ■ 
China are {wenty years ahead of the govern- 
ment, and the results will be more normal and 
substantial than in Japan, -ft was the com-, 
mon people who forced the opium reform on 
the government by the organization of hun- 
dreds of anti-opium societies. Today there 
is far more tyranny and despotism among the 
h'nglish colonies in China than in the Chinese 
Empire itself, and as I have said in a. good 
many lectures out West, America 'is tlie 'only 
country which the Chinese believe to be trou- 
bled with such a thing as a national con- 
science," ' •
